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GENERAL EGBERT L. VIELE.

Egbert Lodovickus Viel6, whose death occurred at his resi- 
dence in New York City on April 22, 1902, was born in the village 
of Waterford on the upper Hudson upon the fiftieth anniversary 
of the Battle of Bunker Hill, June 17, 1825. 

His father, John Lodovickus Viel6, State Senator, Judge of the 
Court of Errors, and Regent of the University, came of a family 
which had been prominent in the colony and state since 1644. 
His mother — one the Knickerbockers of Schaghticoke, made 
famous by Irving in the preface to his History of New York — 
was Kathlyne, youngest daughter of Johannes Knickerbocker, 
and of the sixth generation from Herman Jansen Van Berghen 
*• called Knickerl^ker," who, before setting sail from Holland, 
had the forethought to provide himself with bricks wherewith to 
build the house at Schaghticoke. This Herman, who was the son 
of Captain Johannes Van Berghen of the Dutch Navy, had him- 
self seen service and bore the scar of a wound received in action 
at Solebay, when De Ruyter's ships were driven back before the 
onslaught of the French and English fleets combined. The name 
Knickerbocker, which was at first a soubriquet, beyond a doubt, 
means literally one who tlays the Old Nicky from *knikker' a 
Dutch term for the Evil One, and * bakker ' a baker, a word used 
also broadly in the sense of maker. De Vries relates a parallel 
instance of colonial humor: the first Indian to become possessor 
of a gun with which he kept his fellow savages in awe, was known 
as ** Kallebacker " — one who creates a disturbance. Just how 
Van Berghen came to be called * Knikkerbocker ' will probably 
remain a mystery, but it is certain that his descendants have been 
so nominated ever since, though the line goes back without a 
break to one Gerardus with a string of titles, * bom on the day be- 
fore the Nativity of St. John 1287.' But the family motto is Die 
S try d Met Fortuyn Wint (Who Strives with Fortune Wins), and 
no doubt the early settlers were too well occupied in its practical 
application to concern themselves greatly with old Gerardus. 

The Viel6 family, originally from the south of France, were 
settled in the Low Countries a century or more before the Dutch 
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invasion of America. The name— odd as it may seem — has a 
common Sanscrit root with violin and veal^from * vatsa *, a yearly- 
sacrificial festival, — and several Continental branches bear the 
Violet as a canting arms. The first of the name to reach New 
Amsterdam was Kornelis Kornelisen, born in Utrecht in 1622 and 
emigrating in the year of his majority. In 1645 he married Aeltje 
Colet, a widow who had, as was the custom, reassumed her father's 
name. Kornelis was a trader in Fort Orange, where he built a 
brew-house, but later joined with others in establishing the rival 
settlement of Schenectady, where he acquired several * boweries' 
by purchase and preemption. The records of the Dutch Church 
in Albany show that in 1668 he paid for the use of the * large pall ' 
for the funeral of his wife. This is all there is to know of Aeltje, 
but it is enough to show that she was a good wife and a brave 
woman, who had crossed the seas and faced the hardships of the 
colony for twenty years and more, and when she had borne three 
sons went to her rest with all the dignity of the * large pall.' 

These sons were Arnout, Cornelis Comelison, and Fieter. Ar- 
nout was the famous Interpreter, for years ambassador and peace- 
maker between the Indians and whites and, under Governor 
Leisler, agent of the Crown to manage the Five Nations " accord- 
ing to his best knowledge, skill and power." 

Cornelis, so says tradition, married a girl of the Iroquois nation 
who had been brought up in his father's household where she 
was called affectionately * Suster.' However this may be, he 
prospered, adding to his * boweries ' and holding moreover the 
only licence to * tap strong drink * west of Albany—a monopoly 
which did not descend to his heirs. A merrymaking was in 
progress at his house when on a fatal winter night in 1690 the 
French and Indians bore down upon the undefended outpost to 
avenge Lachine. A terific storm was raging from the north and 
the sentinels, secure from an attack as they supposed, built snow 
men by the gates of the stockade to take their places while they 
crept in unobserved to watch the revelry. At midnight Sainte- 
HelSne and Mantel, heading their band of * praying Indians ' and 
still more savage French, entered the Mohawk Gate and fell upon 
the settlers with merciless ferocity. The * small fort ' whither 
Talmage and his garrison rushed for arms was taken and its de- 
fenders slaughtered, and in two hours sixty had been killed, and 
an equal number taken prisoners, of all the settlement only 
twenty-five escaping to make their miserable way through the 
snow to Albany. Among the killed were Mary wife of Douw 
Aukes and daughter of Viel6 the Interpreter, with her two chil- 
dren, and Mary his son's wife with her baby less than two years 
old. Arnout his son, a lad of fourteen, was carried oft alive and 
held a captive for three years. Jannetje, daughter of Cornelis 
Viel6 who had married Johannes Dykeman, was with her child 
and husband, among the refugees. So also were Jacomyntje, 
widow of Pieter Viel6, who had died two years before, and her 
four children, one of whom, Lodovickus, was the great- great 
grandfather of the subject of this sketch. 

The massacre of Schenectady was less an Indian outbreak than 
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a skirmish in the great battle of opposing civilizations — Latin and 
Saxon — for supremacy upon the western continent, in which, as 
usual, the fittest was to survive. And tragedies in the colony 
were few, for the Dutch, though fighters on occasion, prefer the 
victories of peace. 

Like their neighbors, the Viel6s and the Knickerbockers were 
provident, holding fast to their boweries and adding others, till 
with the coming of new ideas and larger opportunities the young^er 
generation was no longer satisfied with what the soil could o&r. 
Conditions altered rapidly with the manumission of the bonded 
servants toward the end of the eighteenth century, and though 
slavery was not abolished totally m New York till 1827, the life 
away from town grew harder and its rewards less tempting. 

Doubtless when Herman Knickerbocker in 1800 announced 
his purpose to break through family traditions and become a 
lawyer, he met with little opposition, and his neighbors must 
have followed with interest a career which took him finally to 
Washington itselt, there to win immortality as * My cousin the 
Congressman * in that most veracious History of New York, 
Herman brought back from Washington a knowledge of profes- 
sional fees which must have been a revelation to the Hoosatonic 
Valley, and also, as may be believed, some innovations of the 
social usage there held sacred for, ever after, he was called the 
Prince of Schaghticoke. A clause in the Knickerbocker grants pro- 
vides that who-so-ever holds the title to a certain tract of land 
must entertain the Mayor and Commonalty of Albany once a 
year, and this agreement the Congressman carried out most stren- 
uously. He was a warm supporter of the Reformed Dutch church 
and did not live to see his son David in cope and mitre as the 
Episcopal Bishop of Indiana. 

John Lodovickus Viel6, also of Schaghticoke, was another of 
the boys to leave the country for the town, inspired perhaps by 
the example of the Congressman, but more likely, by the attrac- 
tions of the Congressman's youngest sister, Kathlyne. The ven- 
ture was a wise one for when in 1825 Egbert Lodovickus, their 
youngest child was bom, Mr. and Mrs. Viel6 were living in Water- 
ford surrounded by every evidence of success. 

This was an interesting period in the history of the state ; a 
time that must have thrilled with premonitions of an impending 
economic revolution. The Erie Canal was upon the eve of com- 
pletion ; on the Hudson steam navigation had been brought to 
a point beyond experiment, and from across the sea there mav 
have come strange prophecies of what John Stevenson's outland- 
ish dreams might bring about. As yet the Empire State had 
accomplished little more than the clearing of some thousands of 
miles of forest, and the conversion of some thousands of miles of 
Indian trails into indifferent wagon roads, but the day of a new 
order was near its dawn, and the mental atmosphere must have 
been one to stimulate the fancy of a boy. 

When Egbert was but seven years of age Judge Viel6 died 
suddenly of apoplexy while walking in his garden, and the family 
moved to Lansingburg. This, for reasons of economy in part, 
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and in part to be nearer Schaghticoke where the bams were over- 
flowing. Here every winter with the first snow came sleighs 
lieaped high with fire wood, or loaded deep with apples, pumpkins 
and potatoes, and the road to the homestead, distant a Sabbath 
Day's journey, soon grew familiar to the sturdy boy. Egbert 
passed all of his vacations at the old brick mansion or roaming 
over its thousand acres of field and forest, and in spite of a New 
England aunt who held the small red school-house to have been 
built to keep little fingers out of mischief, he always looked back 
to the days at Schaghticoke as among the happiest of his life. 
Sometimes the journey there was made behind his uncle's horses 
but more often on foot, with an occasional ' lift ' from some good 
natured teamster, and when the days were short a lodging over 
night at the Checkered Shed Tavern, where there were interest- 
ing stories to be overheard of busy far off places. These travel- 
lers' tales awakened in the listener a resolution to be one day 
part of that strange outer world of action, and when he was 
scarcely sixteen he made his first appearance in public life. He 
had always been a leader among his playmates, and when in 1841 
the temperance agitation grew into a national movement he was 
elected Resident of the State Youth's Temperance Society, and 
established a newspaper in the interest of the cause. This jour- 
nal, called the ^ Enterprise\ had for its motto "The tree which 
does not blossom in the Spring will not bear fruit in Autumn." 

Viel6 was even at that time a fluent and forcible writer and 
his public addresses gave promise of distinction in his profession. 
For, having graduated with honors at the Albany Academy, he 
had taken up the study of law in the ofiice of Judge Lansing. 
But the law was less a choice than an advance along the line of 
least resistance, and when in 1842 the opportunity for an appoint- 
ment to West Point occurred it was accepted with very little hes- 
itation. At his mother's death, some years earlier, the family 
had dispersed and Egbert was free to follow his own inclinations. 

The career of Egbert L. Viel^ from the time of his leaving 
Albany would fill a volume tvith interesting experiences and an- 
ecdotes of nearly every man in public life for more than half a 
<:entury, but it is as a citizen of New York, active in every move- 
ment for the public good, and the initiator of more projects of 
lasting importance than almost any other man of his generation, 
that he will be remembered. 

Before reporting at West Point Cadet Viel6 made his first visit 
to the city with which he was to be so long identified. New York 
was then a busy little town between the Battery and Union 
Square, but to the Albany boy it was another Babylon, and its 
bran new Croton Water Works an added Wonder of the world. 
It seemed to him that nowhere else could be found so many of 
the conditions that make for human happiness, and every hour 
was devoted to the study of some new phase of civic life. On the 
water front the ships of all the world reared grotesque figure- 
heads and thrust great bowsprits far across the street. Through 
the shady inclosure of the Battery the stately houses of merchant 
princes looked out complacently upon the bay. The spire of Old 
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Trinity was then a marvel of altitude, especially when seen from 
the steep little street where no whisper of a railway share had 
yet been heard, and Broadway's line of dazzling shops extended 
almost to the verge of Union Square. 

Lieutenant Viel6 graduated from West Point in 1847, and went 
directly to join his regiment then in the City of Mexico as part 
of Scott's Army of Occupation, and at the conclusion of peace he 
spent several years upon the new southwestern frontier. There 
were military roids to be constructed, and bands of hostile Indians 
to be held in check, and unfamiliar laws to be enforced among 
the newly acquired citizens on the Rio Grande. At intervals 
along the river were ancient settlements, mere clusters often of 
adol^ huts about some mission chapel, peopled by half breeds 
who acknowledged no authority above the padres and their own 
sweet will. It was almost like the country of which Kipling 
sings * where there aint no Ten Commandments,' but the new 
government had less concern with godliness than its kindred 
virtue. In those days cholera was an ever present menace, and 
Lieutenant Viel6, with the welfare of his troops in mind, was 
compelled to make a study of preventive measures. At times his 
small command was threatened with extinction and often the 
relief would find a sentinel dead upon his post. 

Lieutenant Viel6 discovered that with the removal of his camp 
to higher ground, the boiling of the water used, and the enforce- 
ment of rigid sanitary rules, the sick recovered rapidly and new 
cases ceased to appear ; and these experiments, simple as they 
seem in the light of present knowledge, were to have an influence 
more important than the lowered death rate of a Rio Grande fron- 
tier. Years afterward, in civil life, he was the first to announce 
himself a Sanitary Engineer, and it was largely through his ef- 
forts that in 1866 a Sanitary convention assembled in New York 
which resulted in the creation of the Board of Health, an institu- 
tion hitherto unknown. 

When Viel6 left the service in 1853 he became a resident of 
New York and opened there an office for the practice of Civil En- 
gineering. He was fond of recalling that his first commission 
was the survey and inventory of a Staten Island candle factory 
owned by one Guiseppe Garibaldi, but this was followed shortly 
by a commission to conduct a survey of New Jersey for the state. 
He was also at this time interested in founding the American Ge- 
ographical Society of which he became Vice President in later 
years. 

In 1856 his plans for the development of Central Park were 
adopted by the Commission, and he was appointed Engineer-in- 
Chief to carry out his own design. New York was the first of 
American cities to set apart a public pleasure ground, but the 
example was soon followed by the sister city of Brooklyn, and 
here again the plan chosen was that submitted by Egbert L. 
Viel6. ^ ^ 

It was while engaged in the development of Central Park that 
the attention of the young engineer was drawn to the ruthless 
manner in which running streams and water courses had been 

la 
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disregarded in the extension of the city. Brooks bearing eupho- 
nious Indian names and even large fresh water ponds were made 
the dumping places for earth and refuse until all traces of their 
existence was obliterated, though beneath the surface the laws 
of gravity were still in force. Viel6*s * Topographical Atlas of 
New York/ exhibiting the position of these ancient waterways in 
relation to the present city plan, was the result of several years 
of research among old maps and records, and its accuracy is dem- 
onstrated today whenever the foundation of a new building is 
excavated. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War Egbert L. Viel^ held the 
rank of Captain of Engineers in the Seventh Regiment, and when, 
within a week of the fall of Fort Sumter, that regiment started 
for the Capitol, he followed in command of the detachment or- 
dered to proceed by water. The little steamer Daylight was the 
first vessel to ascend the Potomac after the outbreak of hostilities, 
and a single Confederate battery concealed upon the wooded 
shores might easily have compassed her destruction. Captain 
Viel^ was soon after promoted to the rank of Brigadier General 
of Volunteers, and served throughout the war. He was in com- 
mand of the forces on the Savannah River during the siege of 
Fort Pulaski, and took part in the capture of Norfoll^, Va., of 
which city he was appointed Military Governor. But it is beyond 
the scope' of this brief sketch to more than chronicle the list of 
public services which occupied a long and active life. 

General Yield's confidence in the future of New York brought 
him often into opposition with the more conservative, but he 
lived to see nearly all of his most sanguine prophecies fulfilled. 
His project for the Arcade railway made in 1870 differed little 
from the subway now under construction, and his plan for a girdle 
railway on the river front connecting every pier with the great 
transportation systems will doubtless one day afford relief to the 
overcrowded streets. 

As President of the Park Department General Viel6 instituted 
Sunday music in the face of violent opposition, and under his ad- 
ministration the Park laborers were put in simple uniform, two 
minor innovations which have added to the pleasure and safety 
of many thousand people. General Viel^ represented the (then) 
thirteenth Congressional District in the Fiftieth Congress, and 
while there did much to advance the building of the Harlem Ship 
Canal. It was his greatest pleasure to act as champion of the 
Military Academy, and more than one long needed improvement 
at West Point is due to his untiring energy. The last official po- 
sition which he held was that of Chairman of the Board of Visitors. 

In 1894 General Viel^ appeared before the House of Lords by 
invitation, and for two days instructed that august body in the 
science of municipal improvement : during his stay in England 
he made many friends among public men. 

It might be that another pen than that of the present writer 
would add some words of eulogy to this brief record of a useful 
life, but few New Yorkers of the present generation need to be 
reminded of the debt their city owes to General Viel6. For fifty 
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years there has scarcely been a movement for the public good in 
which he did not take an active part, and when these things have 
been forgotten in the march or new events, there will still be 
Central Park to say, should posterity care to know, " If you seek 
his monument, look about you." 

General Viel^ married Teresa, daughter of Francis Griffin and 
grand-daughter of Joseph Sands, a descendant of Edwin Sandys, 
Archbishop of York in the time of Elizabeth. Four children 
survive him, Kathlyne Knickerbocker, Herman Knickerbocker, 
who married Mary Ashhurst, daughter of Francis Wharton, LL.D. 
of Philadelphia, Egbert L., who resides in France, and has been 
decorated with the Legion of Honor as a writer of French poetry, 
and Emily, who married Thomas Nelson Strother, of Baltimore.

Dyckman. This illustration 
is a Dyckman book-plate 
which has been in possession 
of the Kingsbridge family 
for many years, though the 
earliest date of its use in this 
country is unknown. Jan 
Dyckman, the founder of the 
family and one of the wealth- 
iest of the Harlem settlers, 
came, it is said, from Bent- 
heim, in Westphalia, and in 
r666 purchased the farm of 
Simon De Ruine. 

In 1673, we find Mr. Dyck- 
man recorded as a member 
of the Dutch Church in New 
York City ; the same year he 
married Madeline, daughter 
of Daniel Toumeur, and had 
three sons and three daughters. His second marriage in 1690 was 
to Rebecca, the daughter of Resolved Waldron and widow of Jan 
Nagel, by whom he had a son Jacob Dyckman, the ancestor of the 
Kingsbndge family, and a daughter Rebecca, who married Josei>h 
Hadley of Philipse Manor. Jan Dyckman died in 17 15 and his 
widow Rebecca four years later. 

It is stated that they executed a joint will, dated 2 Nov., 1702, 
bequeathing equal shares of their estates to their children. The 
writer will be glad to know where this will is recorded as it can- 
not be found in New York City. 

Has an effort ever been made to trace the Dyckman family in 
Westphalia? 

Do any of the works on Dutch Grenealogy contain Dyckman 
Pedigrees and if so where may they be consulted ? 

Do any of the family records in this country furnish more in- 
formation relating to Tan Dyckman than is here given ? What 
authority is there for the statement that he came from Bentheim ?

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THE DE SILLE FAMILY OF HOLLAND.

The Hon. Nicasius de Sille, first of his name in this country, 
arrived here in the summer of 1653, commissioned as First Coun- 
cillor to Director General Peter Stuyvesant; he was described as 
"a man well versed in the law, and not unacquainted with mili- 
tary affairs, of good character, and satisfactory acquirements;" he 
remained First Councillor until 1660. In 1656, he became Schout 
Fiscaal, and the same year was made Captain Lieutenant. From 
1654 to 1656, he was a Commissioner of Boundaries, and in 1657, 
he was commisioned City Schout of New Amsterdam. He was 
one of the original Proprietors of New Utrecht, and in 1657 he 
built there the first stone house in the town, which ** also had a 
tile roof," and was standing until 1850, when it was destroyed. 

Nicasius de Sille was a man of unusual acquirements, an 
author, a statesman, a lawyer, an expert in military affairs with 
especial knowledge of fortifications; he came here in 1653 a wid- 
ower with five children. On 26 May, 1655, ^® married for his 
second wife. Try n tie Cregier. They had no children. In 1668, 
a serious misunderstanding ended in their separation. Grovemor 
Nicolls appointed a committee, composed of Secretary Cornelis 
van Ruyven, Oloff Stevensen Van Cortlandt, Johannes de Peys- 
ter, Johannes Van Brugh, and Paulus Laudertsen van der Grist, 
to bring about a reconciliation. The Commission reported that 
there was no hope of a reunion, although de Sille was more dis- 
posed to a reconciliation than was his wife. 

The connection with the Cregier family was very close, Wal- 
burga de Sille having married in 1660, Francis Cregier, the 
brother, and Laurens de Sille having married the sister of their 
stepmother, all children of Captain Martin Cregier, who came to 
this country at an early date. He was the first Burgomaster of 
New Amsterdam, "distinguished as a fearless warrior and an 
exemplary magistrate." He filled many public offices, and died 
at his home at Canastigione (now Niskayuna) early in 17 13. 

There has always been a great desire on the part of the 
descendants of Nicasius de Sille, to know the name of the mother 
of his children. There has been much speculation concerning her 
identity. Mrs. William J. Wright of Duxbury, Mass., while 
recently in Europe, obtained from Mr. Laurens Adriaan de Sille 
of Leersum (near Amsterdam), Province of Utrecht, Holland, a 
family record, which throws light on the early history of the de 
Sille family. 

Mr. de Sille is a lineal descendant of the Hon. Nicasius de 
Sille through his eldest son, Laurens de Sille, whose first wife 
was the daughter of Captain Martin Cregier. Mr. L. A. de Sille 
does not state from which wife he is descended. In a foot-note 
he says "mjr ancestor does not appear to have been out of Hol- 
land." This is an error, as we find in Dutch CoL Mss,^ pp. 205, 
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217, 247, that Laurens de Sille was appointed supercargo 16 Jan., 
1660, that he applied for increase of salary 2 Sept., 1660, and that 
on 17 May, 1663, he resigned as clerk in Secretary's office, and 
about that time returned to the Hague. 

In Liber I, p. 7, Surroe^ate's office, we find Francis Cregier 
"dyed lately intestate, at New Castle Delaware Bay." Letters of 
administration granted to his father Martin Cregier, and brother- 
in-law Laurens de Sille, 10 July 1C66, by Governor R. Nicoll. 

Laurens de Sille left no issue in this country; it has been 
stated that all of the name of Sill are his descendants. All of 
that name claim descent from one John 6V//, born in England, 
who was in Cambridge, Mass., in 1635. 
The following record is as given by Mr. de Sille of Holland:

Mrs. Wright also obtained this quaint translation of a sketch 
of Nicasius de Sille in Amsterdam, and from this it would appear 
that he had a /Azrrf wife, Barbara van der Goes. (In Dutch Col. 
Mss.^ page 280, Daniel de Silla, gives to Nicasius de Sille 13 Oct., 
1654, Power of Attorney to manage his affairs in New Nether- 
lands. Possibly Daniel may have been descended from this 
third marriage.) 

** Sille (Nicaza de) or Sylla, Lawyer, was bom in Mechelen, 
1543: Being one of the zealous and principal protectors of freedom, 
he was employed many a time in different affairs of the native 
country. In November, 1576, he was sent for, by the way, of the 
General States to Geldre (Gelderland) with Jean de la Hays, to 
annex that province to the side of the states. In 1577 he was 
Pensionary of Namur, and representant of the Province of that 
name, in the Assembly of Brussels. Thereafter in December of 
that year he was commissioned to Namur to let that city be on 
guard, and in the same time to help to advance the negotiation 
with the New Spanish Governor. In January (Louwmaand) of 
the following year, he signed the Union of Brussels. There upon 
he took an actual part on the negotiation with Don Jan. and ob- 
tained through his behaviour, in this and other occasions, such 
the approbation of the Assembly of the General States, that she 
on the first of August, 1577, declared her contentment in these 
words. 

*Nicaise Selle docteur a servi bien et fidelement a ses Etats et 
ville de Namur, et aussy a la Generalite Lettre sera ecrite au 
Magistrat et Jurez dudiet Namur, ad ce gu*ils veuillent continuer 
pour Commis de la dicte ville a la Generalite.' 

On this request they contented and Sille continued to repre- 
sent his Province. In the year 1578 they found him worthy to be 
Secretary to the Council of State under Matthias, and on the first 
of February he took an oath as such, for the General States. 
After the fall of the Southern Provinces Sille left for Holland, 
where he was Prime Pensionary of Amsterdam. There upon he 
availed of with praise, different Embassys and attended the high 
Assembly of the Country. In 1578 he was sent with Mamix to 
Groningen when the Govenors of the Ommelanden, were kept 
prisoners, at that time by the Govenor of the City, in order to be 
by the quarrels there, but they tryed in vain. 
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In the following year he received orders to go to Mechelen in 
order to secure the city against the attempts of Parma. There 
he was kept prisoner out of revenge on account of apprehending 
some body else at Antwerp. Soon, however, he was released, but 
Mechelen reconciled herself with Parma. Sille was chosen to 
make up the conditions of homage of William ist, to Count (1584) 
to negociate with Leicester, out of the rising burdens from letters 
of Paret, and the following year in England, to the Commission 
of the high government to Elizabeth. Thrice he arrayed a com- 
mission to the Kin|g[ of Denmark and accelerated through this, 
the return of the privileges formerly enjoyed there through those 
of Amsterdam. The inhabitants of Enkhuizen and Schiedam, were 
perhaps through him less lucky. Afterwards he was almost mem- 
ber of the Assembly of the General States and twice field deputy. 
He died in 1600 leaving behind children by his wife Barbara 
v-d-Goes, daughter of Aart. v. d. Goes. 

Sille or Sylla (.. ) son of the last named, was in 16 18 fiscal 
against Oldenbarneveld and his followers of fate. The words of 
the unhappy old man upon procuring his sentence of death, were 
* Sylla, Sylla, may your father could look once up to let yourself 
be used tor this work.' Words are kept by Brandt in his His- 
tory 0/ Re/.

The Bible of Nicasius de Sille passed through the van Couven- 
hovens, to a descendant now living in Baltimore, Maryland; the 
entries in it are in harmony with the record obtained from Mr. 
de Sille; it was published at Arnheim 1614, it has no early de 
Sille records, but the names of its successive owners, and dates of 
their ownership are recorded. It first belonged to Laurens de 
Sille, then to his daughter Gerardina, who having no son, gave it 
to her brother Nicasius. 

Around the armorial book plate in the Bible is written " Nica- 
sius de Sille aelas 39 A°. 1649."

Translation: 

•'This book or this Bible has Anna de Sille sold to Johan Grt 
Cowenhoven; he is the rightful owner of this Bible in 1675 20 
November, this year in Midwout." 

Anna de Sille, who sold this Bible to her brother-in-law Johan 
Gerritsen van Couvenhoven, m. (i) 29 Feb., 1660, Hendrick Kip, 
Jr.; she m. (2) Francois de Bruynne, who returned to Holland 
1676, she following at a later date with his ten children. 

The name of de Sille is represented in Holland by Mr. L. A. 
de Sille and his two sisters; while there are none of the name 
here. Many of our well-known New York families claim descent 
from Hon. Nicasius de Sille and Cornelia Meulmane.

Henry Cortlandt Johnston, M. D., in the 7th generation 
from John Johnston and Euphaim Scott, is of No. 47 Central 
Avenue, New Brighton, N. Y., and from a manuscript courteously 
furnished me by him, I have copied some and corrected other of 
the genealogicaJ data above given. Others to whom I am indebt- 
ed are Mi«j Joan D. White oF Medfield, Mass., formerly of Shel- 
bume, N. 8.; Dr. Carrol Dunliam of Irvington, N. Y., and James 
T. W. Scott, Esq., of Philadelphia. I am also indebted to the 
courtesy pf Rev. t. O. Baylis of Spotswood, N. J., for informa- 
tion that the family has now tWo representatives there, one of 
them, Mr. Isaac Johnston, an aged citizen, whose father, Alexan- 
der, ha4 at least two brothers, James and Lewis. No doubt these 
are descendants of John Lewis Johhston and Susanna Barberie. 
I began my investigations concetning this family in the hope 
of fining it one with the noted Nov4 Scotian family of the name. 
Devotees of the medical profession as well as certain christian 
namei sin^larly abound in both families. The ancestor of the 
Nova Scotia Johnstons, who first came to America, was no doubt 
Tames Johnston, a surgeon in the Royal Navy. I expected to 
find him either the James who was fourth son of Doctor John, or 
a son of James of Spotswood. This being disproved, I suspected 
him to be a son of William, youngest son of Rev. William John- 
ston of Laverocklaw, but I cannot get access to any record of 
the children of William. This James married Jane Nesbitt of 
Great Turks Island, W. I., but his son, Lewis, was bom in Scot- 
land in 1724, and educated for the medical profession. He came 
first to settle in America in 1753, bringing between thirty and 
forty ne^oes, and money sufficient to pay for lands he purchased 
in Georgia. He married Laleah Peyton, who was probably of that 
Norman- English family which was and is of high repute in the 
Southern Colonies and States. She was living at the time of their 
marriage with her uncle, William Martin of St. Kitts, W. I. He 
became the owner of an estate in Georgia which he called " An- 
nandale." He was a man of commanding ability, both in his 
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profession and in oflScial life, filling several important public 
stations at the time of the outbreak of the Revolution. The 
tradition mentioned in the History of Annapolis County^ pub- 
lished by the writer of this (at page 440, note), that he was the 
last Royal Governor of Georgia, no doubt arose from the fact that 
he was then the only member of the Council of Georgia who lived 
in the Province. At that time the following were His Majesty's 
oflScers in Georgia: Governor, Sir James Wright, Bart., London; 
Lieut.-Govemor, John Graham, Esq., London; Councillors, John 
M. Kay, Esq., South Carolina, James Edward Powell, Esq., Lon- 
don, Lewis Johnston, Esq., John Hart, Esq., East Florida, An- 
thony Stokes, Esq., London, James Hume, Esq., London, and 
Josiaii Tatnall, Esq., London. If any occasion had arisen when 
action on the part of anyone representing the King was required, 
it is evident that no one but Dr. Johnston could have discharged 
the duty. Governor Wri^^ht however, returned and continued to 
hold the office. Meanwhile Doctor Johnston held the offices of 
Provost Marshall in 1774, of King's Treasurer, Chief Commissioner 
or head of the Board of Police in 1779, ^^^ Commissioner of 
Claims, 1780. He was paid for the maintenance of prisoners 
from Sept. 29, 1770, to Sept. 29. 1772. On May 4, 1782, an Act 
was passed by the Legislature of Georgia, confiscating the prop- 
erty of those who had adhered to the loyal cause. In it are men- 
tioned the names of Lewis Johnston, Senior, and Lewis Johnston, 
Junior. In a future article I hope to give the public some 
account of the most notable of his sons, and his distinguished de- 
scendants in Nova Scotia. The arms of Marquesses of Annan- 
dale were according to Burke's General Armory: Quarterly, ist 
and 4th ar. a saltire sa. on a chief gu. three cushions or; 2nd and 
3rd ar. an anchor gu. for Fairholm. Crest, a wineed spur or. 
Motto: ^^numquain non paratus,'* These, omitting the Fairholm 
quarterings, 1 believe have always been the Arms used by both 
the New Jersey, and the Georgia- Nova Scotia Johnstons. 

Notes and Corrections.— The name Scott on page 246 (Vol. xxxiii), 
should be Scot. On page 247, same volume, Margaret/ m. Lawrence Smyth, 
not Smith. On page 248, same volume, 1 have said of John' Johnson, son of 
Andrew, that his descendants are said to be in Nova Scotia, and if so he was 
probably a Loyalist. I am now indebted to Mr. Seymour Morris of Chicago, 
tor the information that he was m. Feb. 2, 1768, and d. at Perth Amboy, Jan. 15, 
1820. In 1767 he was a member of the Assembly, and one of the committee to 
correspond with the agent of the Colony in Great Britain; was a merchant in 
partnership with Peter Barberie until 1775; ^"^ during the Revolutionary War 
served as a private in Capt. Jeremiah Ballard*s Company of New Jersey 
Troops, and m the New Jersey militia. His children were: (i) Andrew,* b.

DR. O'CALLAGHAN'S NOTES ON WHITEHEAD'S 
EAST JERSEY.

In the Cornell University Library is a copy of William A. 
Whitehead's contributions to the early history of Perth Amboy 
and adjoining country, with sketches of men and events in New 
Jersey during the provincial era (binder's title: Contributions to 
East Jersey history), N. Y. D. Appleton & Co., 1856. This copy 
was a gift from the author to E. B. O'Callaghan, the learned his- 
torical student and scholar. Dr. O'Callaghan made many notes 
in this copy some of which are of value. The following additions 
and corrections made by Dr. O'Callaghan are noteworthy: 
Page 21, George Keith on his return to England received a ben- 
efice at Edburton in Sussex. He died in March, 1 7 16. 
Page 46, Miles Forster died in June, 1710. 
Page 67, Thomas Gordon was appointed Attorney General by 

Gov. Hunter in March(?), 17 15. 
Page 73, George Johnstone died leaving one son, Augustus, who 
married Patience Gould of Newport, R. I. 
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Page 78, Peter Sonmans died March 26, 1734. He was buried in 
the cemetery of St. John's Church, Elizabeth. 

Page 90, Michael Kearny was thrice married. His first wife was 
Joanna Lenox; his second, Elizabeth Britz or Brit- 
tain. 
The eldest son of Michael Kearny was by his second 
wife, and was bom at sea. 

Page 91, Philip Kearny's first wife was not Lady Barney Dexter,

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DR. EDMOND' HALLEY, (1656-1742): HIS ANCESTRY 
AND DESCENDANTS. 



By Eugene F. McPike, Chicago, Illinois. 



The origin of many English surnames is traceable to the 
Normans who followed the banner of William the Conqueror. 
We may, perchance, look for that of " Halley *' in the continental 
" Halle." Certain it is that a French poet named Antoine Halley, 
or Hall6, was bom at Bazanville, near Bayeux, in 1595, and died 
at Caen, in Normandy, 3rd June, 1675.* 

About the middle of the seventeenth century, there resided 
in London, England, one Edmund Halley who belonged to those 
of that name in Derbyshire, a worthy but not opulent family.' 
He was a wealthy citizen, and operated a soap-manufactory in 
Winchestor street.* Before the great London fire, which occurred 
in the year 1666, he possessed an estate of a thousand pounds a 
year in houses, yet as he was a heavy sufferer by that terrible 
conflagration, ** so entering into an imprudent second marriage, 
he became unable to renew the leases of his houses, when the 
old ones expired, whence it came to pass, that his fortune, mould- 
ering away by degrees, sunk at last into a low ebb.^' ' We are 
told • that he died in 1684, since Letters of Administration for his 
estate were granted (London) on the 30th of June in that year, to 
Sir John Buckworth and Richard Young, " in usum et beneficium 
Joanna Halley relictcB dicti defuncti^ et Edmund i Halley filii 
dicti defunctir His only child,' Edmund, or Edmond, to be more 
precise,* was bom near London, 8th November, 1656, N. S.,* in

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the parish of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, at a place called Haggers- 
ton, which then consisted of little besides a country-house belong- 
ing to his father." In the year 1682 he married Misfe Mary, or 
Elizabeth Tooke, a daughter of the Auditor of the Exchequer." 
They had several children, both sons and daughters, some of 
whom died in infancy." Their three children who lived to 
maturity are mentioned in his will." 

Halley led a remarkable career," and his life is not devoid of 
interest even to American historians. He was commissioned by 
King William the Third, commander of the Paramour^ a Pink (?), 
August 19, 1698, with express orders to seek by observations the 
discovery of the rules of the variations of the magnetic needle." 
The rest of his commission runs thus: **to call at his Majesty's 
settlements in America, and make such further observations as 
are necessary for the better laying down the longitude and lati- 
tude of those places, and to attempt the discovery of what land 
lies to the south of the western ocean." " He set out on this 
attempt the 24th November following." 

At the time of his marriage, in 1682, Halley took up his resi- 
dence at Islington," but he subsequently removed to a house in 
Golden Lion Court, Aldersgate Street, London." 

Dr. Halley's only son, Edmund Halley, Jr., became a surgeon 
in the Royal Navy, entering on ship Dursley^ 8 May, 1732, and 
quitted 15 January, 1733. Was on half pay from 21 February, 
i733> to 13 September, 1733; re-entered service, ship Bristoll^ 14 
September, 1739, the last entry of his service being 8 August, 
1740, which seems to be fairly coincident with date of decease. 
These items are from the admiralty archives. Public Record 
Office, London, which show "His wife, Isabella, ex.'*" The will 
of Edmund Halley, Jr.," was dated 8 November, 1739, ^'^^ proved 
"by oath of Sybilla Halley, Widow," 12th February, 1740-41. It

writer hereof is firmly convinced and does verily believe that 
the said Edmund Halley, Jr., and Sybilla Halley, his wife, did 
have issue, at least one child, a daughter." 

The eldest daughter of Dr. Edmond Halley, Margaret Halley, 
never married, and died 13th October, 1743, in the 55th year of 
her age." She was interred at Lee, Oct. 20, 1743, "in linnen and 
the penalty payd," as literally appears of record in the published 
Register of Lee, page 59. Her will has not been found. In the 
disposition of her estate it would seem reasonable to expect some 
mention of her niece, the assumed daughter of her brother, above 
mentioned. 

Dr. Edmond Halley's other daughter, Katherine, seems to 
have been baptised at St. Mary, Islington, in January, 1683." 
She married, first, Oct. 2nd, 1721, Richard Butler, of St. Martin s- 
le-Grand, widower, licensed by Archdeacon Stubs." She mar- 
ried, second, Henry Price, and died Nov. 10, 1765," her husband, 
Mr. Price, having died Jan. 5, 1764." The will of Henry Price, 
of St. Andrews, Hoi bom, dated 31 May, 1755, was proved 28 Jan- 
uary, 1764, and leaves everything to his wife Katherine. The 
latter's will has not been found, but there is a will of one Cathe- 
rine Price, dated 13 January, 1764, proved 27 January, 1764, which 
does not mention any person bearing the name ** Halley." She 
made her sole executrix, her sister, Mrs. Margaret Hawkins, 
widow of St. Michael Royal." 

Family traditions preserved in writing and supported by 
afl&davit, clearly indicate that Capt. James McPike, a soldier 
under Gen. Washington, in the American Revolution, was a 
descendant of Dr. Edmond Halley. His son, the late Judge John 
MTike, (bom at Wheeling, West Virginia, in 1795), dictated 
certain memoranda, including statement that the mother of said 
Capt. James McPike was, previous to her marriage, a "Miss 
Haley or Haly, granddaughter of Sir Edmund Haley, astron- 
omer, England."" The said John MTike was uncertain as to 
correct spelling or pronunciation of surname "Haley" or 
"Haly."" His son, the writer's paternal uncle, Mr. Edmund 
Haley MTike, in a letter dated "Calistoga, Aug. 7th, 1902," and 
postmarked "Calistoga, Cal., Aug. 8, 3 P. M., 1902," says: " I have 
heard my mother say that I was named after Sir Edmund Haley,

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the English astronomer, and that he had discovered a comet." " 
Aubrey's Brief Lives, (Clark), Vol. I, pp. 282, 283, Oxford, 1898, 
reveals the curious fact that some of Dr. Edmond Halley's con- 
temporaries were not always certain about the correct spelling of 
his surname; it there taking the three forms, "Haly," "Haley," 
and "Halley." The surnames "Hailey," "Haly," "Haley," and 
"Hayley," are said to be derived from a chaplery in Oxford- 
shire." 

The aforesaid Capt. James McPike appears to have been bom 
in Scotland, at least his father is said to have an educated Scotch- 
man, a linen-merchant in Edinburg." The surname was origi- 
nally " Pike." James was sent off to Dublin, Ireland, to acquire 
a thorough military education. He came from Dublin to Balti- 
more, Maryland, about i772,"» then quite young, not more than 
twenty-one years of age, if that." It is assumed, therefore, that 
he must have been born about the year 1751. He served 
throughout the war of Independence. Two of his grandsons 
recite a tradition that he took part in the Storming of Stony 
Point, under Gen. Wayne," and we find one James McPike, a 
sergeant in Capt. Benj. Fishboume's company. Fourth Pennsyl- 
vania Line, William Butler, Lieut. Col." No list has ever been 
found of the Pennsylvania soldiers in Wayne's Light Infantry 
Corps, and Butler's 4th Penn. was not all present in the Stony 
Point attack; only one Company was detached from each regi- 
ment, — a select company or trusty soldiers, called the Light 
Company." The name of James McPike appears several times 
in the various records, however." Two other traditions say the 
said James McPike served under General Lafayette." The Light 
Company above mentioned was reorganized in 1780, under 
Lafayette, who, in 1781, led them against Comwallis.** James 
McPike married Martha Mountain, and came west in 1795, his 
third son, John, being born at Wheeling, the fourth or fifth Feb-

nati, March 9th, 1820," the ceremony being performed by Rev. 
Dr.J. L. Wilson.** 

Capt. James McPike spent his declining years with his eldest 
son, Joseph, at 'Newport, Ky., where he died in 1825, either upon 
the day of General Lafayette's arrival in Cincinnati, or the day 
after that event. During his last illness, he expressed a strong 
desire to live and to be able to see General Lafayette, who, he 
said, would recognize him and call him by name, as soon as he 
saw him.** Capt. James was interred in the village graveyard, 
the only one at that time, a short distance up the Licking River, 
at Newport.*' His granddaughter, the late Mrs. Charlotte Cald- 
well, of Rushville, clearly recalled the fact that her grandfather 
was buried with military honors, by the oflScers and regulars 
stationed at Newport Garrison.** The military display and firing 
over the grave made an impression upon her mind which always 
remained.**

WEST PHILIPPI OR OLD GILEAD CHURCH.

A brief sketch of the Church of East Philippi (Southeast, 
N. Y.) with a copy of the records and the inscriptions from the 
old Sears Burying Ground, have appeared in the Record. 

Lying adjacent on the west was the "Western Society in 
Philipse Precint," or West Philippi (Carmel, N. Y.), which in its 
early history was also under the care of Rev. Elisha Kent. The 
organization of the "west society" was about the same date as 
that of the east church — shortly previous to 1745, as in that year 
the first log meeting house is mentioned as a landmark. 

Elisha Kent's connection with West Philippi ceased about 
1750, and his pastoral labors thereafter were confined to the 
home church. 

The first rude log church, (the site is marked by a group of 
nameless graves), was abandoned about 1755, ^^^ ^ ^^^ ^^^ built 
a mile southwest of the first and a half-mile south of the present 
village of Carmel.

The new edifice was a frame building fifty feet square, with 
broad galleries containing four rows of seats. A marole marker 
in Gilead cemetery has been placed where the pulpit stood. The 
name "Gilead" was assumed by the church before 1773, on the 
occasion of an eloquent sermon preached by the fourth pastor, 
Rev. Elnathan Gregory, on the text, "Is there no balm in 
Gilead?" It is still borne by the organization which worships in 
the fourth of the series of church homes, in the village of Carmel 
on the site where the third was built in 1836. 

The early ministers of this pioneer church were men of power 
and influence. Elisha Kent was succeeded by James Davenport, 
and he by Ebenezer Knibloe, whose carefully kept records are of 
great value. 

The congregation was a unit in its adherence to the cause of 
the colonies. Elnathan Gregory, David Close and Blackleach 
Burritt, all ardent patriots, were the pastors from 1 760-1 784, and 
supported the courage of the people during those trying days. 
On the rolls of Col. Ludington's Dutchess Co. regiment may be 
found the names of Capt. John Crane, Caleb Hazen, Solomon 
Hopkins, David Marick, Enoch Crosby, Samuel Kniffen, and John 
Spragg, all of whom were prominent in their support of this 
church. 

The close of the Revolution found the whole locality seriously 
disturbed^ and many families were broken and scattered. 

Nearly all the early settlers were from New England, chiefly 
from Cape Cod ; after peace was declared, some drifted over into 
Connecticut, some to Vermont, and others were among the first 
settlers of Saratoga and Hamilton, N. Y. The "west society" 
was seriously aflfected by this state of affairs, and we find that in 
1793, Ichabod Lewis, Jehu Minor, Amzi Lewis and Silas Con- 
stant, ministers of the Gospel, reorganized the church. 

The nine articles of faith and the covenant then adopted were 
signed, by John Ambler, Philetus Phillips, Zebulon Phillips, 

iabez Trusdell, Mary Hopkins, Mary Ha3rnes, Bethiah Trusdell, 
latthew Beale, John Merrick, John McLean, Rebecca Hopkins, 
Desire Stone, Lucy CuUen, Esther Phillips, Elizabeth Merrick. 

The early records of this historic church that survive, are few 
and fragmentary ; the record of marriages and baptisms during 
the pastorate of Ebenezer Knibloe, will be given in the Record, 
with a few of a later date. 

The old Gilead cemetery contains the graves of many forgot- 
ten dead, while others bear names that represent an influence 
which is still remembered ; their transcription has been a labor 
of love.

EDITORIAL. 



With this volume the price of the Record will be raised and its size 
enlarged according to the announcement made in the last number. We hope 
that its circulation will not be allowed to fall off in consequence of the increase 
in the price of subscription. Those who have taken it for the sake of its con- 
tents will need no solicitation to renew their subscriptions. Such, however, as 
may have taken it for the sake of the Society may need to be urged to continue 
to do so. For unhappily genealogical publications, although they deal with 
information of first importance to multitudes who should purchase them, are 
usually issued at a loss to their publishers. Like so many of the best things in 
the world they need to be offered below cost, or even without money and with- 
out price, in order to be accepted. The Record is no exception to the gener- 
al rule. Hit is to be enlarged and made worthy of the society whose name it 
bears, especially if it is to realize the hopes of its founders and properly fulfil 
its mission, until men come to care as much for the history of their ancestors 
as they care for that of the aborigines and glory in the classification of their 
grandmothers as they do in that of the beasts of the field, or the very insects 
which perish, it will have to be sustained in some way by the Society, and the 
roost direct and gracious way is for the members individually to subscribe 
for it. 

The Society has no more encouraging field of labor than the publication of 
the Record, and none is more worthy ofthe cordial support of tne members. 
The cost to the Society for the maintenance of this quarterly is not a tithe of 
what it would require to maintain a complete working librarv. The latter we 
shall have in good time, but meanwhile the volumes which are annually re- 
ceived through the book notices in this magazine form a handsome addition to 
the library. Moreover the Record is to be found in almost every public 
library in the country and so advertises our society and causes it to be widely 
and favorably known. It is safe to say that whatever dignity and reputation 
our society may have abroad is mainly due to its publication. Besides it stands 
for what is most distinctive in our work as a society. Other societies have 
their biographical addresses and publications, as well as their genealogical 
libraries, some of them larger than our own. But we alone in this city issue a 
genealogical publication in which vital statistics, church and family records, 
some of them of the greatest value, are published to the world and so are pre- 
served from the ravages of time and utilized for the benefit of mankind, — ^a 
work for which we as a society have received small meed of thanks, but for 
which we shall yet obtain the gratitude of later and more appreciative genera- 
tions. 

Therefore, on account of what the Record has done for the Society as 
well as what it has accomplished for the spread of genealogical knowledge, we 
urge the members who are now subscribers to renew their subscriptions, and 
those who have not subscribed to begin to do so, that the Publication Com- 
mittee may be enabled to maintain the advance they have lately made and 
may plan larger things for the future; that so the Record may grow up to the 
measure of its full stature, and become what it ought to be as the organ of the 
genealogical society which holds the vantage ground of being established in 
the metropolis of this country. 

There is a worthy branch of genealogical work which has not had the 
attention it should have, and in fact, the crying evidences of its neglect are 
on every hand. In the preface to a volume of church records which we were 
examining the other day were these words: "The following records have 
been copied from the original volume in manuscript in the possession of Mr. 

, of . This precious volume has come to Mr. by right of 

his wife's descent from one of the early members of the church." 
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Could anything be more absurd ! The church is still extant. Mr. Blank's 
wife is the descendant, and he himself lives in a town to the north of the 
church, ten miles as the crow flies. What right is that which eives Mr. Blank 
preference over the other descendants of earljr members ? What right is that 
which grants Mr. Blank the privilege of showing those records or not as his 
humor dictates— of preempting public property and exhibiting it as a private 
and exclusive possession ? The minister or any other officer of a church is a 
servant of the corporate congregation ; and the records of that church, its vital 
records, are the property of the church, if anybody's, and certainly belong to 
no one person. A few years ago one of the members of our Publication Com- 
mittee arove from one place to another, as he was directed, in search of similar 
records, from nine in the morning to five in the afternoon. His search finally 
ended in a soap-box back of the stove in a farmer's house. Think of it; origi- 
nal records nearly two hundred years old ! In a town not far from New York 
a butcher was found a few years ago wrapping his meats in leaves torn from 
an old volume of records. The book was nearly exhausted when discovered 
and rescued. 

Surely something ought to be done t<» force the preservation of such records. 
If the authorities can compel the recording of new vital statistics they can 
compel the preservation of old ones. These records are as safe in the cnurch 
as in some deacon's farmhouse; and a possible solution of the problem is 
this : — Churches still extant should be required by law to keep their records in 
a tin box or safe in the church building under the charge of the clerk; persons 
possessing records of defunct churches should be required by law to deposit 
them in the office of the Town Clerk. In either case it will be known where 
they are. 



It is exceedingly gratifying^ to announce that simultaneous with this issue 
of the Record appears the third volume of the Society's Collections, Vol. II. 
of Baptisms of the Reformed Dutch Church of New Amsterdam and New 
York, covering the period from 1731 to 1800 inclusive. This volume contains 
634 pp., with a complete index of names, and is uniform in size and bind- 
ing with the first two volumes of the collection. The edition is limited to 100 
copies, and the few copies remaining unsubscribed for will be eagerly sought 
by public libraries ana individual collectors. A full description of the collec- 
tion will be found on the last page of this magazine.

Bishop, Heber Reginald, life member of this Society, died at his resi- 
dence in New York City, Dec. 10, 1902, aged sixty-two years. He was bom 
March 11, 1840, in Medford, Mass., and was the son ot Nathaniel Holmes, 
Bishop of Medford, Mass., and Mary S. Farrar. His father was the son of 
John Bishop, of Medford, and Lydla Holmes, daughter of Nathaniel Holmes, 
of Boston, Mass.; son of John Bishop^ of Medford, aud Abigail Tufts, daughter 
of Simon Tufts, of Medford; son of Dr. John Bishop, who settled in Medford 
in 1719, and Sarah Bond. The first member of the family is said to have come 
from County Sussex, England, to Ipswich, Mass., in 1685. 

Mr. Bishop began his business career in Boston, from whence, in 1859, 
having become familiar with the sugar business, he went to Remedios, on the 
south coast of Cuba, to engage in the same business there. In 1861, when only 
twenty-one years of ajje, he established at Remedios the sugar refining and 
exporting house of Bishop & Co., and succeeded in building up a large and 
pro8i>erous business, so that when the insurrection of 1873 had been in progress 
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two or three years he had acquired an ample fortune. He saw, however, that 
his business was too much exposed to be continued with advantage amid the 
disorders which attended the insurrection, so, converting what he could into 
money, and sacrificing his warehouses and permanent investments, he returned 
to the United States in 1876 and settled in New York City. 

Here he soon became interested in railroad, gas, iron and other properties^ 
In connection with Benjamin Brewster and others, he formed a combination 
for the construction of the Third Avenue Elevated Railroad, and when it was 
finished thought of taking the control of it. His attention, however, was 
diverted to Western interests, and he became a director in the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Omaha, the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, and the Duluth and 
Iron Range, railroads. His connection with these railroads led him to become 
familiar with the great opportunities for iron production in the northern part of 
Minnesota. He became one of the organizers of the iron properties in the 
vicinity of Duluth, and ultimately a director in the Minnesota Iron, the Chand- 
ler Iron, the Lackawanna Iron and Steel, and in the new Lackawanna Steel 
companies. Meanwhile he was also a director of the Metropoliton Trust Com- 
pany, and was identified with other corporations in New York City. His high 
mtegrity and business sagacity, as well as his attention to business, led to many 
opportunities and a generally successful career. 

The same qualities of mmd and character were manifested in his relation 
to churches, charities and other organizations. He was at one time very active 
in the reorj^anization of the Forty-second Street Presbyterian Church, and wa» 
interested m the manaeement of the Presbyterian Hospital and other hospitals. 
He was a member of the Civil Service Reform Association, the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, and the Chamber of Commerce. 
He became a director of the Metropolitan Museum of Natural History and of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and was one of the most generous contnbutors 
to the latter institution. Before his death he presented it with his collection 
of jades and other hard stones. This collection, which is specially rich in 
Chinese and Japanese jades, is valued at more than half a million dollars, and 
is the largest in the world, surpassing even that in the British Museum. 
Beginning nts collection originally for the gratification merely of his own taste» 
he finally realized that it was too large and important to be kept from the 
public He undertook, therefore, years aso the work of preparing it to be 
presented properly to the Metropolitan Museum for the benefit of the com- 
munity, together with a catalogue which should be authoritative and exhaustive. 
The work upon this catalogue was completed a short time ago, but Mr. Bishop 
did not live to have the satisfaction of seeing the work published, and of 
presenting it himself to the important institutions and libraries for which it 
was intended. 

He was a member of the New England Society, and of the Metropolitan, 
Union, Union League, New York Yacht, Century, Grolier, and many other 
clubs. He was fond of hunting, and was in the habit of organizing parties each 
season for hunting big game in the far West. He was also an enthusiastic 
fisherman and a member of the Restigouche Club. 

Mr. Heber R. Bishop married in 1862, Mary Cunningham, daughter of 
Tames Cunningham, of Irvington-on-the-Hudson, who came to this country 
from Scotland in 1822. She survives him, as do all of his children ; four sons 
and four Daughters: — Heber Reginald, unmarried; James Cunningham, who 
married Abigail Adams Hancock; Francis Cunningham; Ogden Mills; Mary 
Cunningham; Elizabeth Templeton, wife of James Low Harriman; Harriet 
Arnold, wife of Jas. F. D. Lanier, and Edith, wife of Moses Taylor; all of New 
York City. 

Guernsey, Josesph Reynolds, life member of this Societv, died at his 
residence in New York City, Dec. 9, 1002, and was buried at Amenia, N. Y. 
He was bom March 8, i86| in Amenia, Dutchess Co., N. Y., and was the son of 
Dr. De Sault Guernsey of New York City, and Lydia A. Reynolds, daughter of 
Joseph Reynolds of Amenia, N. Y.; son of Dr. Peter B. Guernsey of New York 
City, and Mary A. Thorn; son of Ezekiel Guernsey of Amenia, who was the 
son of Peter Guernsey and Azubah Buel. Peter Guernsey, b. 1748, came from 
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Litchfield Coantv CoAn« to Dutchess County, N. Y^ before tbe Revolution; 
was a lawyer and an Adjutant of the 17th New York Kegt. in the war of the 
Revolution. The ancestor of this family was one of the first settlers of Milford, 
Conn., 1639. 

He was graduated from Columbia College in the class of 1886, and, after 
studying law, was admitted to the bar and practised his profession in New 
York Citv. He was a member of the Alpha Delta Phi Club and of the 
Essex County Country Club, of the Loyal Legion, the St. Nicholas Society, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, the Museum of Natural History, the Columbia 
University Alumni Association, and the Association of the Bar of the City of 
New Qork. He was elected to this Society April 13, 1900. 

Mr. Joseph R. Guernsey, married Alice Clark, daughter of William Clark 
of New York City, and Margaret Hutchings, who survives him. He leaves one 
child, Alice. 



Adams, Charles Henry, member of this Society since Dec. 21, 1888, 
died of heart disease at his residence in New York City, Dec. 15, 1902, aged 
seventy-eight years. He was born, April lo, 1824, in Coxsackie, Greene 
County, N. Y., and came of the same New England family as that of the Revo- 
lutionary patriot, Samuel Adams, and President John Adams. He was the son 
of Dr. Henry Adams, of Cohoes, N. Y., a brigade surgeon in the war of 1812, 
and Agnes Egberts, daughter of Anthonv Egberts; grandson of Dr. Peter 
Charles Adams, of Coxsackie, and Christine Van Bergen ; great-grandson of 
Joshua Adams, who was a de<^cendant, in the fifth generation, of Lieutenant 
Henry Adams, of Braintree, Mass. He was also a lineal descendant of Rip 
Van Dam, Colonial Governor of New York. 

He was educated at the Albany Academy, and. after studying law, was 
admitted to the bar and practiced his profession in Albany until 1850, when he 
inherited the Watervliet knitting mills at Cohoes, N. Y. For many years there- 
after he was actively engaged in business in that city ; was president of one of 
the banks in that place, and was the first Ma^or of Cohoes. He was also promi- 
nent in state and national politics; was Aid-de-camp to Governor Hunt in 
185 1 ; Member of Assembly, 1857; State Senator, 1872 and 1873; Member of 
Congress for the Albany district, 1876. He was also Presidential Elector and 
United States Commissioner to the Vienna Exhibition, 1873. 

He afterwards removed to New York City, where he continued to be inter- 
ested in business; was president of the Mercantile Corporation of the United 
States and South Africa, and a director of the Bank Clerks Co-operative Build- 
ing and Loan Association. He was a member of the Metropolitan Club, The 
Saint Nicholas Society, the Sons of the American Revolution, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the American Geographical Society, and the New York Gene- 
alogical and Biographical Society. 

Hon. Charles Adams married, Sept. 15, 1853. Elizabeth Piatt, daughter of 
William Barnes Piatt, of Rhinebeck, N. Y. She died in 1866, leaving two 
children, Mary Egbert, who married Robert Johnston, of Cohoes, N. Y., and 
William Piatt Adams, of Cohoes. He married, (2) Tudith Crittenden Coleman, 
daughter of Chapman Coleman, of Louisville, Ky. and Mary Crittenden, 
daughter of Hon. John Crittenden, of Kentucky, who survives him. By his 
second marriage he had two children, Agnes Crittenden and Judith.

BOOK NOTICES. 



The History of South Carolina in the Revolution. By Edward 
McCrady, LL.D, The Macmillan Co., 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. xxv-787, gilt. 

This book forms the second and concludine volume of ''The History of 
South Carolina in the Revolution,'* the first volume of which was issued in 
1901 and was noticed in The Record of that year. This valuable and 
voluminous work, which is now completed, will add to the author's reputation 
as an able and conscientious historian. The story of South Carolina's struggle 
for independence is told with every minuteness of detail and is full of interest. 
The part which most attracted us was that in which Mr. McCurdy deals with 
General Sumter's relations with General Greene. The author is jealous of the 
fame of Sumter and defends him from the charge of insubordination to Gen. 
Greene. But tike final word concerning these heroes of the Revolution has not 
been spoken. These two volumes, with their more than sixteen hundred pages, 
are a magnificent addition to the history of our country. 

Famous Families of New York. Historical and Biographical 
Sketches of Families which in successive generations have been 
Identified with the Development of the Nation. By Margherita 
Arlina Hamm. Illustrated. G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York, 1002. Two vol- 
umes, royal octavo, boards and vellum, gilt top, pp. xvii-256 ana viii-269. 

To adequately convey to the readers of this review a full understanding of 
the treasures and beauties of this work is a task indeed. Perhaps some of 
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them have used their shears on the issues of the New York Evening Post, and 
have preserved the series of articles upon these famous families which appear- 
ed there ; but even though they have, yet have they only some of the treasures 
and none of the beauties. 

As may be inferred, the subject matter is based upon the articles which 
appeared in the aforesaid newspaper, but they have been " revised and ex- 
panded by the author for publication in permanent form.*' 

That wonderful book, "New Yorkers op the XIX Century," was 
restricted in its dramatis persona , while its kindred work, "Prominent Fami- 
lies OF New York," was not, since it was designed to include the various 
degrees of fame. In this collection of historic-genealogical biographies, how- 
ever, the author has given, with impartial discrimination, the first families of 
New York who occupied the first rank in the various fields of enterprise for 
which they are famous. The work bristles with fact and common sense, and 
lacks that fulsome eulogy which so often stamps such writings as coming, not 
from the disinterested historian, but from him who unfurls his family banner 
and attracts our attention with loud cries of ^^ Ecce homo,'' There are forty-two 
families given in alphabetical order from Astor to Wendell. Each chapter 
sketches the origin and early history of the family, and gives the larger person- 
alities and more important achievements of its members, from trans- Atlantic 
days to the present generation. The facts have been taken from private and 
omcial records, county, state and national archives, and from foreign libraries 
and public institutions. 

It takes two to make such a work as this — the author and the publisher. 
The latter of their co-laborers has encased the kernel in a most attractive shell. 
The volumes are printed in large, black type, upon heavy laid paper, deck le- 
c^K^* silt top, with an illuminated title page. The superb illustrations, 154 in 
number, are inserted upon separate inserts, and include full-page portraits, 
coats-of-arms. views of Colonial mansions, and various scenes connected with 
the history of each family. There are steel engravings, photogravures, half- 
tones, reproductions of old prints, miniatures and sketches, many of which 
have never before appeared in print. They are ceruinly attractive in them- 
selves, and have the special value of being authoratative m the fullest sense of 
the term. 

In summing up the value of this work, we can do no better than to quote 
the words of the author in her preface : "The busy present is apt to forget its 
debt to the past; the man of to-day to underestimate inherited wealth and 
power. The accomplishment of the moment seems larger than that of yester- 
day. If this work cause the reader to realize the importance and beauty of 
what has been done in the making of a great State, ana the force of the upright 
manhood which has been the foundation-stone of so many New York families, 
the purpose of its undertaking will have been accomplished.*' 

Early Settlers of Nantucket, their Associates and Descend- 
ants. Compiled by Lydia S. Hinchman. Illustrated with photographs and 
with drawings by Margarctta S. Hinchman. Phila., Ferris & Leach, 1901. 
8vo, cloth, pp. 347. 

It has not been the place of the compiler of this book to make an ex- 
haustive history of Nantucket, or a complete genealogy of its various families. 
In this there may have been a sinister motive born of the arduous task which 
such a compilation imposes; — sinister in the sense that he who really wants to 
know is willing to delve, while he who is not willing to delve should not be too 
greatly assisted. Nevertheless the author of this work has given generously of 
her labor, for the historical data fills 140 pages of the work, and the genea- 
logical records 100 more. The historical portion is involved mostlv in the 
record of the lives of the early proprietors, Thos. Macy, Edw. Starbuck, Tris- 
tram Coffin, Admiral Sir Isaac Coffin, Stephen Greenleaf, Christopher Hussey 
and others, and the genealogical portion is made up of a series of chart-like 
pages embracing the families of Mitchell. Russell, Swain, Barker, Mott, 
(Lucretia), Earle, Swift, Rotch, Wing, Hathaway, Newhall, Macy, Cornell, 
Coggeshall, Stanton, Waterman, Wadley. Colket. Bunker, and Whittier (John 
Greenleaf). The illustrations are numerous and well selected, and the index 
full and complete. 
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The Tucker Genealogy. A Record of Gilbert Ruggles and 
Evelina Christina (Snyder) Tucker ; their Ancestors and Descend- 
ants. By Tyler Seymour Morris, Chicago, 1901. 8vo, half morocco, pp. 305, 

As the title page advises, this new work, from the prolific pen of our 
friend, Seymour Morris, of Chicago, is not a genealogy of the Tucker family 
from a given progenitor, but a record of the ancestors of Gilbert Tucker and 
his wife, Elizabetn C. Snyder. The former, bom in 1807, was sixth in descent 
from Morris Tucker, of Salisbury, Mass.; and the latter, bom in 1809, was 
fourth in descent from Deacon Hendrick Snyder, of Tappan, New York. Mr. 
Morris divides his work into four parts. The first gives the lineal ancestors of 
Gilbert Reggies Tucker in all ramifications, including John Howland, Gov. 
Bradford, Thos. Refers and John Alden. The second gives the lineal ances- 
tors of Evelina Christina Snyder, including the Van Cortlandts and Schuylers. 
The third gives the Tucker descendants of Mr. Tucker and his wife ; and the 
fourth gives the ancestors of the families into which these descendants mar- 
ried. The work is profusely illustrated and fully indexed, and closes with 
double-page maps of Massadiusetts, New Jersey, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. '

Copied by 
Thomas Bellows Peck, with an historical introduction. Boston, David Clapp 
& Son, 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. xi-60. Price, $1.25. Address Thos. B. Peck, 
Walpole, N. H. 

Rockingham, Vermont, one of the towns in the famous " New Hampshire 
Grants,'* lies to the west of the Connecticut River, in Windham County, and 
was settled mainly by families who came from Worcester County, in Massa- 
chusetts. Later emigrants to the town came from places which in turn had 
been settled bv Massachusetts families, so that amongst the members of this 
church we find many names associated with the frontier towns of Worcester 
County in that State, and particularly with Leuenbure. 

Rockingham was chartered in 1752, but the church was not organized 
until 1773. The first minister, the Rev. Andrew Gardner, was the first minister 
of Leuenburg, Mass. Mr. Peck, historian and chronicler of the Bellows fam- 
ily, has copied the records in this volume from the original, which is in the 
possession of Mr. W. H. H. Putnam, of Springfield, Vt. It is reprinted from 
the New Eng, Hist, Gen. Register, embellished with interior and exterior 
views of the cnurch, and above all is fully indexed. 

A Manual of the Reformed Church in America (formerly Ref. 
Prot. Dutch Church), 1628-1902. By Edward Tanjore Corwin, D.D. Fourth 
edition, revised and enlarged. Board of Publication of the Reformed Church 
in America. New York, 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. 1082, illustrated. 

This great work is the result of many years of labor on the part of Prof. 
Corwin and the preceding editors of the Manual. It comprises a general 
history of the Reformed Church in America from its beginning in New 
Amsterdam, under pastors Michaelius and Bogardus, until tne present time; 
a biographical account of all the ministers who have ever served the Reformed 
Church m America, and a history of all the churches of this order which have 
ever been established — ^both ministers and churches being arranged in alphas 
betical order. To the whole has been added chronological lists of the pastors 
and churches. In the general history the storv of the struggle of the church 
for existence under the Stuarts, and afterwaras for independence from Hol- 
land, is fully told; interesting accounts of Rutgers College and other insti- 
tutions founded by it are also given, as well as the history of the foreign 
missions which it has established. The ministry of the Reformed Church 
occupies the greater part of the work and is a remarkable and permanent 
addition to the annals of American biography. One turns the pages of the 
Manual with surprise and pleasure to read extended biographies of such men 
as Abeel, Bethune, Ferris, Hutton, Livingston, Matthews, Romeyn, Scudder, 
Van Dyck and others whose names have become known far beyond the bounds 
of their own denomination. The work will find a place of honor in our genea- 
logical library as one of the most valuable in its collection. 
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Adams History. A Genealogical History of Henry Adams of Braintree, 
Mass., and his Descendants, extending from 1632 down to the present Also of 
John Adams of Cambridge, Mass. By Andrew N. Adams. 1238 pp., large 
octavo, fine paper, illustrated.

Thomas Stevenson, of London, Eng., and his Descendants. By 
John R. Stevenson, Hiram Edmund Deats, Publisher, Flemington, N. J., 1902. 
8vo, cloth, pp. 180. 

The author of this work says that the name Stevenson, spelled with a " v," 
is of German origin, and got into England by way of the Norman Conquest. 
Thomas Stevenson, the progenitor in this volume, was bom in 1615, came from 
London, Eng., and finally settled in Newtown, L. L, at a place afterwards 
called Steven's Point. His grandchildren were among the earlier settlers of 
Hunterdon and Burlineton Counties, New Jersey, and the researches of the 
author concerning this family, covering a period of thirty years of labor, con- 
stitute the material of this genealogy. The history of this family " is but one 
link in a great chain that stretches across the centre of the North American 
continent." It is confined mostly to those who bear the family patronymic, 
and those descended from female branches are carried but two generations. 
An appendix gives the descendants of Edward Stevenson, of Newtown, L. L, 
a near relative of Thomas the first, and a short sketch of Daniel Denton, author 
of "Denton's Description of New York," who married a daughter of Edw. 
Stevenson. The work shows most careful labor and erudition, and is a wel- 
come exposition of an interesting family. 

Historical Papers. No. IX. Newburgh, N, Y., 1902. 8vo, pamphlet, 
pp.64. 

These papers are published by the Historical Society of Newburgh Bay 
and the Highlands, which was organized in 1883 ^or the purpose of discovering 
and preserving the history and historical records of the territory formerly occu- 
pied by the army of the Revolution in defending West Point, but which very 
properly concerns itself also with humbler matters, such as the preservation of 
the inscriptions found in the old burying grounds and the genealogical history 
of prominent families of that part 01 the country. We note with pleasure that 
twenty pages have been ^iven to inscriptions from the New Windsor cemetery, 
the Patton Family burying ground, St David's cemetery and the Balmville 
burying ground, also a fine article written by the Rev. William Walsh on 
Tjerck Classen De Witt and some of his descendants. 

Descendants of Richard Everett of Dedham, Mass. By Edward 
Franklin Everett, A.M., member of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society. Privately printed, Boston, 1902. 8vo, cloth, and half morocco, pp. 389, 
illustrated. 

This genealogy of one of the most prominent of the New England families 
should receive a cordial welcome from the genealogical public, both on account 
of the intrinsic merit of the matter which it contains and the artistic excellence 
of the volume itself. We do not remember to have seen a genealogical pub- 
lication in which everythinj^ — index, printing, paper, binding — ^was more 
worthy of praise. The book is a model as regards modesty and brevity of 
statement. An extended account, however, is very properly given of Richard 
Everett, the founder of the family in America, and the sketch of the life of 
Hon. Edward Everett necessarily occupies several pages. The latter, written 
by his son. Hon. William Everett, is a notable feature of the volume and is 
accompanied by a photogravure of the bust of the statesman by Hiram 
Powers, as well as one of his birthplace. The value of the work has been 
further increased by the addition of excellent portraits, — of Edward Everett 
(which forms the frontispiece), of the Rev. Edward Everett Hale and of 
other representative members of the family. The book, left unfinished by Mr. 
Edward F. Everett's sudden death, has been completed by his widow, Mrs. 
Sarah J. Everett, whose name does not appear either on the title-page or in the 
Introduction. Her services, however, should be gratefully acknowledged by 
the family for giving them so fitting a memorial of the Everetts in America. 
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Charles D'Wolf of Guadaloupe, his Ancestors and Descend- 
ants. Being a Complete Genealogy of the " Rhode Island D'Wolfs/* 
THE Descendants of Simon De Wolf, with their common descent 
FROM Balthasar DE WoLF, OF Lyme, Conn. (i668). With a Biographical 
Introduction and Appendices on the Nova Scotian de Wolfs and other allied 
families with a preface by Bradford Colt deWolf. By Rev. Calbraith B. 
Perry, D.D. 8vo, half morocco, pp. 325. T, A. Wright, New York, 1902. 

The title of this book, long as it is, gives but a faint conception of its con- 
tents. The preface and introduction take up over one hundred pages. After 
accounting lor the origin of the name De Wolf, prominent members of the 
family in Europe and America are described. The Rhode Island branch is 
especially well written up, the habits and peculiarities and characteristics of 
its promment members are vividly portrayed.^and their palatial homesteads 
charminely described. The genealoeical tables are conveniently arranged and 
very full, and the index of names adds much to the value of this portion of the 
work. The book contains over seventy full-page illustrations, mostly portraits. 
Many of the latter are made from oil paintings and are exceptionally fine. 
Seldom has a genealogy come to our library so ably compiled and edited, so 
finely illustrated and so beautifully printed and bound as the De Wolf. 

Forty Years of Nebraska at Home and in Congress. By Thom- 
as Weston Ti]>ton, United States Senator for Nebraska, 1867-7$. Lincoln^ 
Nebr. State Journal Co., 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. 570, illustrated. 

This is a special publication of the Nebraska State Historical Society and 
forms the fourth volume of the second series of its Proceedings and Collections. 
It contains sketches (fifty-two in number), of the Governors of Nebraska^ 
including the Territorial Grovernors, and the Senators and Representatives who 
have served the state in Congress. Among these is a notable one of J. Sterling 
Morton, the founder of " ArbK>r Day," who was Territorial Governor, 1858-59 
and 1861, and another of James E. Boyd, Governor, 1891-03; also interesting 
sketches of Thomas W. Tipton, A. S. Paddock, Charles F. Manderson and 
William V. Allen, who were U. S. Senators for that state, and of William Jen-, 
nings Bryan, Representative to Congress, 1891-05. These sketches are enriched 
by copious extracts from thepublic utterances of the persons described. There 
are eleven portraits, two of Gov. Morton, the president of the Nebraska State 
Historical Society, who died April 27, 1902. 

The Lancaster Family. A History of Thomas and Phebe Lancaster 
of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, and their descendants from 171 1 to 1902. Also 
a sketch on the Origin of the Name and Family in England. Illustrated. 
Compiled by Harry Fred. Lancaster, Columbia City, Indiana, 1902. 8vo, cloth, 
pp. 291, and index. 

An exceedingly well compiled genealogy of the American branch of the. 
Lancasters, a family which unquestionably derives its name from the City of 
Lancaster, England. The origin of Thomas, the immigrant, has not been as- 
certained, but It is believed that he was descended from William de Taillebots, 
Baron of Kendal, the Governor of Lancaster Castle in the reign of Henry II* 
The book contains numerous illustrations which add greatly to the interest of 
the text 

The Irish-Scots and the "Scotch-Irish." An historical and ethno- 
logical monograph with some reference to Scotia Major and Scotia Minor, to 
which is added a chapter on " How the Irish came as builders of the Nation.** 
By Hon. John C. Linehan, Concord, N. H. The American-Irish Historical 
Society, 1901. 8vo, cloth, pp. 138. 

The author of this very interesting little work has devoted much labor and 
historical research to an attempt to prove that there is no such thing as a 
"Scotch-Irishman,** that all those who consider themselves as such are Irish- 
men, pure and simple. We commend its perusal to the members of the Scotch- 
Irish Society. The book is well printed on good paper and contains a portrait 
of the author as a frontispiece. 
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Collections of the New York Historical Society. Abstracts 
OF Wills, 1730-1744. Vol. III., with Appendix. Large 8vo, cloth, pp. 501. 

This very valuable book to genealogists is the latest issue of the Publica- 
tion Fund series of the New York Historical Society. It contains abstracts of 
wills, letters of administration, and complaints to court of Mayor and Alder- 
men, recorded in the New York Surrogate's office in Libers 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 
and Liber 19 B. The work has been most admirably done by Mr. William S. 
Pelletreau. It is the 27th volume of the series. May the Society continue its 
splendid work in putting into print such material as is inaccessible to so many 
in other states but is sought after by all. 

Colonel Thomas DeKay, A Pioneer of Western Orange 
County. By David Barclay. 8vo, pamphlet, pp. 10. 

Colonel Thomas DeKay, the subject of this sketch, was a grandson of 
Jacob Theuniszen DeKay, a wealthy burner of New Amsterdam, and an elder 
of the Dutch Church. His grandson, Thomas, removed to the Wawayanda 
Patent in Orange County, N. Y., where he became a prominent resident. The 
author has incorporated in his sketch the results of his researches among 
acknowledged authoritative works which he quotes at the end of the pamphlet 

American Ancestors of the Children of Joseph and Daniella 
Wheeler. Compiled by Joseph and Daniella Wheeler, Wheeler, Ala. 

This is not a biographical sketch of him whom we affectionately call 
" Fighting Joe Wheeler," as one might expect Modesty is ever an attribute 
of the truly brave, and the few pages forming an appendix are all of such per- 
sonal matter that the hero of three wars would permit to be inserted. The 
pamphlet of 94 pages gives a record of his ancestors, Wheeler and allied fam- 
ilies, and there is also some account of English Hoo and Newdi^te Ances- 
tors. Gen. Wheeler has spent miich time in the preparation of this pamphlet, 
and now that he has put it forth, we feel confident that it is as accurate as he 
can make it 

Michael Bacon and His Descendants. By Leon Brooks Bacon, 
LL. B., of New York City. Boston, David Clapp & Sion, 1902. 8vo, pamph- 
let, pp. 13. 

This is a reprint from the Oct., 1902 issue of the New England Historical 
and Genealogial Register. Michael Bacon was born in England, presumably 
in the County^ of Suffolk, and was one of the early settlers of Deaham, Mass. 
The lines are carried four generations from the founder. 

Proceedings and Collections of the Nebraska State Histori- 
cal Society. Second series. Vol. V. Lincoln, Nebr. Jacob North & Co., 
r902. 8vo, cloth, pp. 381. 

The greater portion of this volume consists of historical papers upon vari- 
ous subjects pertaining to the state of Nebraska. Among the more important 
of these papers are those upon Territorial Journalism, by Gov. Morton; Thomas 
Weston Tipton, by Gov. Furnas, and Judge Elmer S. Dundy, by Elmer S. 
Towl; also those entitled Recollections of Omaha, 1855-61; Pawnee War of 
1859, and The Plains War in 1865. The volume is accompanied by a copious 
index of thirty-two pages. 

The Ancestor, No. HI of this splendid Englsh quarterly Review of 
Counry and Family History for October, is fully as rich in its luxurant make 
up as the preceeding numbers, and as interesting in text and illustration. J. B. 
Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, is the publisher in this country, and the following

This excellent genealogy, as its title page declares, is the work of the pub- 
lication committee of the Hills Family Association, which, from the list of cor-, 
responding secretaries given in the introduction, seems to have its members in 
many sections of the country. It gives very fully the descendants of William 
Hills of Roxbury, Mass., and Hartford, Conn., for five generations, and those 
of Joseph Hills of Maiden and Newbury, Mass., for the same number of gener- 
ations.

This handsome monograph from the press of J. 6. Lippincott is most 
daintily presented to its readers. It is printed on fine paper with laree type 
and wide margins, and the cover and binding are all that could be desired. 
Little is said concerning the Maryland family descended from John Winder of 
Somerset County in that state since a family chart and several articles relating 
to this branch have already been published. Five charts accompany the volume 
as well as four choice illustrations. The index is complete. 

James Rogers of New London, Ct., and his Descendants. By 
James Swift Rogers. Boston. Published by the Compiler, 1902. 8vo, cloth, 
pp. 514, illustrated. 

The author of this valuable work is to be commended for his painstaking 
research and the completeness of his genealogy. Since three families of the 
name of Rogers settled in New London, great care was necessarv in tracing 
lines of descent, and the constant repetition of Christian names in the families 
of each line compelled careful study of land and probate records to insure cor- 
rectness. In the first three or four generations, genealogical tables of the 
married daughters of the name of Rogers are usually given, and later many of 
their tables are also recorded. An interesting account is given in the introduc- 
tion of the John Rogers Bible and the reasons stated why the descendants of 
James Rogers claim to be descended from the proto-martyr of Queen Mary's 
persecution; there is another article upon John Rogers and the Rogerenes. 
The work is from the press of T. R. Marvin & Son, Boston, and is a mode) of * 
excellence in printing and binding. The index comprises seventy-one pages 
and there are forty illustrations.

The orififinal of this pamphlet appeared in the Gemalogical Quarterly 
Magcudne of Burlington, Vt., and gives the descendants of Robert Mansur of 
Charlestown, who married Elizabeth Brooks in 1670. As the title states, it is 
a partial list gathered mostly by correspondence with various branches of the 
family. Robert, the founder, had four sons and one daughter, and this pamph- 
let gives the descendants of the two eldest sons, mostly of the first bom, John, 
carried to the eighth generation.

It is a pleasure to notice this carefully compiled and well printed volume, 
and we feel assured that it will be welcomed by the genealogical public as well 
as by the Ely family of which it is a fitting memorial. The work will be of 
special interest to the latter on account of the pains the compilers have taken 
to ascertain the English ancestry of this brancn of the family. In a sketch of 
the origin and history of the Elyes of Utterby and Wonston, England, which 
embraces the researches of the late Col. Joseph L. Chester, Mr. Wharton Dick- 
inson of New York traces the line of Richard Ely back to Tassilo, the father 
of Theodoric the Hun who was Duke of the Bavarians in 580. Such painstak- 
ing research is praiseworth>r, although it usually receives only incredulity, or 
even scorn, instead of praise for its well-doing. The very elaborate index 
covers about one hundred pages and there are sixty full-page illustrations 
besides several wood-cuts. The female lines are carried out in many instances, 
thus rendering the wprk of more value to the general public as well as to those 
of the name of Ely. Among these we find several well-known Connecticut 
families, such as Av^ry, Coe, Denison, Elliott, Emmons, Goodrich, Griswold, 
Hyde, Lord, Marvin^ Mather, Pearson, Peck, Rogers, Selden, Sill, Spencer, 
Still man and Wolcott.

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HEBER REGINALD BISHOP.

Heber Reginald Bishop was bom March 11, 1840, in Medford. 
Mass., and was the youngest son of Nathaniel Holmes Bishop ana 
Mary Smith Farrar. 

The family is descended from Dr. John Bishop, who came from 
England to America and settled at Bradford, Mass., some time 
about 17 17. He married Sarah Bond, of a well-known Colonial 
family, by whom he had a daughter Sarah and a son John. The 
family removed to Medford, Mass., in 1723, and descendants con- 
tinued to reside there until 1868. The son John Bishop married 
Abigail, the daughter of Dr. Simon Tufts, of Medford, and their 
home was on High Street, where they received later in life 
General Washington, John Adams and John Quincy Adams — 
three Presidents of the United States. Mrs. John Bishop was an 
intimate friend of the elder Adams' wife, the two families being 
connected by marria^. Their children were John and Abigail. 
Abigail Bishop married Dr. Archelaus Putnam, and John Bishop 
married Lydia, the younger daughter of Nathaniel Holmes, a 
merchant and large property owner residing in Boston, whose wife 
was Rebecca Goodwill, by whom he left two daughters;— the 
elder married William Fowle of Ljmn, the younger married 
John Bishop of Medford, and several children were bom to 
them. Their son, Nathaniel Holmes Bishop, who inherited large 
landed estates in Medford, married Mary Smith, daughter of Dr. 
Judson Farrar, of Peterborough, N. H. Nine children were bom 
to them, of whom Heber Regmald Bishop was the youngest son. 
Nathaniel Holmes Bishop died in Medford in 1850. 

Heber Reginald Bishop was educated at Mr. Cummings' school 
in Medford, and afterward at the Academy in North Yarmouth, 
Maine. He early developed a taste for commercial life, and in 
the autumn of 1856 he entered the counting-house of Benjamin 
Burgess & Sons, then prominent merchants on India Wharf, 
Boston, chiefly engaged in the West India trade. There he 
remained three years, and by his industry and devotion to the 
interests of his employers he earned their full confidence and 
esteem. In the autumn of 1856 he was sent by them to look after 
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their interests at Remedios, Cuba, and so well did he master the 
details of business in a foreign land that he was enabled to estab- 
lish his own commercial house in March, 1861, just as he entered 
his twenty-second year. The following years were very pros- 
perous ones for the Island of Cuba, and Mr. Bishop soon built up 
a large business, exporting sugar and carrying on the usual bank- 
ing business with the planters. In 1868 the nrst Cuban insurrec- 
tions broke out, and from that time almost chaos reigned on the 
Island. The cultivation of the sugar-cane was carried on under 
increasing difficulties, owing to the scarcity of labor and the 
political conditions, which caused capitalists to withhold from 
the planters the financial assistance necessary to enable them 
to continue the production of sugar. The future of the Island 
appearing so uncertain — with a revolution in progress, which the 
Spanish Government was unable to suppress, and the impending 
emancipation of the slaves, which all now saw was but a question 
of a few years — Mr. Bishop concluded to retire from Cuba, 
although he was not able at the time to dispose of valuable real 
estate, consisting of suear warehouses, wharves and cooperage. 
In 1876 he left Cuba, and never returned to the scenes of his early 
success, where he had spent seventeen years of his life in building 
up and extending a large and prosperous business. 

In 1862 Mr. bishop married Mary, the second daughter of 

iames Cunningham, of Irvington, New York. She accompanied 
im to Cuba for several winters, always returning to spend the 
summers at Irvington. From 1870 Irvington became Mr. 
Bishop's principal home, although in 1878 the house he occupied, 
formerly Mr. Cunningham's, was destroyed by fire, and was never 
rebuilt. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Bishop had become interested in what was 
then called "Rapid Transit," and was largely instrumental in 
constructing the Third Avenue Elevated RoacC and in 1878 New 
York City ^came his permanent home. His attention was next 
directed to Western enterprises, and he became a Director of the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railroad Company, and of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad Company. In 1887 he 
was one of the organizers of the Minnesota Iron Compan;^, and of 
the Duluth and Iron Ranee Railway, and became President of 
both these corporations. He was also a Director of the Chandler 
Iron Company, and in later years of the Lackawanna Steel Com- 
pany. 

He was for many years a Trustee of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company, and in all these positions his ability, integrity and busi- 
ness aptitude secured for him the respect and confidence of his 
associates. He also was actively connected with many charities 
in our city, notably the Presbyterian Hospital, of which he was for 
several years the Vice-President; but of late years his impaired 
health and frequent absences abroad had caused his retirement 
from any active participation in its management. 

These interests did not prevent him from taking a strong 
interest in social matters; he was a member of the Metropolitan, 
Union, Union League, Century, Grolier and other clubs. In

sporting matters he also took a keen interest, and was a member 
of the Kestigouche Salmon Club, the Southside Sportsmen's and 
other clubs. 

In 1870 he made his first visit to the Pacific Coast, which he 
revisited in 1880 and in 1890. In 1881 he first went to Europe, 
spending five months in travelling. Again, in 1883 and in 1885, 
he visited Europe, and in the course of these trips went to 
England, France, Germany, Austria, Russia and Spain. His 
taste for art was thus developed, and having begun his collection 
of jade in 1880, he added to it whenever good specimens were to 
be obtained. Most of 1888 and 1889 was spent abroad, and he 
then visited Italy and Turkey, in addition to the more usual 
routes. In 1892 he was able to take a lon^-anticipated trip to 
China and Japan. He spent three weeks in Pekmg, and saw 
many of the marvellous things which are not generally shown 
to travellers. His reputation as a connoisseur and collector had 
preceded him, and great opportunities were given him. The 
autumn of 1892 found him again in Europe. Early in 1895 Mr. 
Bishop spent two months in Ee^ypt, going up the Nile as far as 
the Second Cataract. Afterwards he made a short visit to the 
Holy Land, Greece and Turkey, this being his second visit to 
Constantinople. He returned by way of Sicily, Naples and Rome 
to Paris in April. 

In 1882 Mr. Bishop had built his home on what was then con- 
sidered "upper" Fifth Avenue, and there he continued to reside 
till his death. In 1893 he added to his house a fire-proof room for 
his collection of jade, which by that time had reached considerable 
size. To that collection he was constantly adding as long as he 
lived, although for the past few years it was only something very 
rare or curious that he would think worthy to be included. This 
collection is unique: it contains not only many objects of rare 
artistic beauty and value, but also many specimens of mineralogi- 
cal and archaeological jade, which greatly enhance its value. So 
there gradually came to Mr. Bishop the desire that the collection 
should not be broken upj and iu March, 1902, he formally pre- 
sented it to the Metropolitan Museum of Art, of which he had 
been for many years a Trustee, with the understanding that it 
was to remain in its present home imtil a corresponding room 
could be prepared for it in the Museum. This Mr. Bishop hoped 
to accomplish himself, but he was not permitted to see it finished, 
and it remains for the Trustees to whom he left the gift to see 
that his wishes are fullv carried out. It was his hope that New 
York should possess the finest collection of iade in the world, 
outside of China, and it was with the full knowledge and approval 
of his children that this was presented to the Museum to remain 
as a memorial of patient and intelligent collection of a beautiful 
and little-known substance. For many years Mr. Bishop had been 

{)reparing a work, which was to be not only an illustrated cata- 
ogue of his collection, but a work of reference on all matters 
concerning jade. This was practically completed in the summer 
of 1902, but has yet to be printed and published. It is not designed 
for general circulation: only one hundred copies are to be issued, 
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and they are to be presented to the principal Museums and Art 
Libraries of Europe and America. 

With all his taste for artistic thinsrs Mr. Bishop never lost his 
interest in business affairs nor in otttdoor sports. As long as his 
health permitted, he kept in touch with many business enterprises, 
and his enjoyment of fishing and shooting continued to the last. 
In 1882 he made a trip with General Sheridan to the Rocky 
Mountains, travelling many hundreds of miles on horseback in 
search of big ?ame; and several times he went with smaller 

Sarties of friends for the same puriK>se. He was an enthusiastic 
Sherman, and much enjoyed his visits to the Restigouche Club, 
of which he was a member. In later years he enjoyed more the 
comforts of shooting in England and France, and had many 
pleasant experiences there. In 1899 he rented for the season an 
estate in Norfolk, England, where the shooting was excellent, 
and where he entertained many friends from the United States 
and France. 

Mr. Bishopj's last visit abroad was in the spring of 1902. He 
enjoyed his visits and shooting in Scotland, and returned to New 
York in October. The heart trouble which had threatened him 
for several years became pronounced in November, and after 
six weeks* confinement to his room, he passed away December 
loth, in the sixty-third year of his a^e. A man still young in 
feeling and appearance, it seems as if he had been taken pre- 
maturely from the scene of his activities; but such a nature 
can never die, and in some more perfect life no doubt he finds 
opportunity for the exercise of all his powers. He made many 
warm friendships, and his generosity and kindness have left 
many to mourn him. His wife, four sons and four daughters 
survive him.

Situated at the northern extremity of Manhattan Island, on a 
plot of ground almost opposite to the intersection of Tenth 
avenue and i6oth street with the old King's Bridge road, is the 
Roger Morris house, or " Jumel Mansion," memorable from its 
associations with public men and important events of the earlier 
years of the American Republic. Erected in the latter period of 
the Colonial time, it still remains a conspicious monument of the 
taste and ambitious aspirations of those who lived during the 
infancy of the Commonwealth, and of the changes taking place 
down to the present time. It fronts to the southward, and its 
eastern portico and balcony overlook the Harlem river and the

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Sound, and likewise command a view of Harlem plains to their 
southerly limit. As a point of observation it is hardly to be ex- 
celled; and for the facilities which it afEorded it was selected 
during the war of the Revolution, first by General Washington 
and afterwards by the commanding officers in the British service, 
as their headquarters. 

The first house built on Harlem heights was erected upon this 
spot by Jan Kiersen. In March, 1695, he obtained the signatures 
of every inhabitant of the town to an instrument granting him a 
half -morgen of land from the common woods on which to have a 
house, bam and garden. Kiersen received his deed March 7, 
1700. The property was sold in 1765 to James Carroll for ;£i,ooo, 
and soon afterward became the property of Col. Roger Morris. 
The new purchaser was the third son (bom Tan. 28, 1737) of Roger 
Morris of Netherby in Yorkshire, Eng., by his first wife, daughter 
of Sir Peter Jackson, knt. He had come to America as an aide 
on the stafE of General Braddock in the French war. He was in 
the expedition to Fort DuQuesne and was wounded in the fatal 
engagement. After his recovery he became the hero of a romance 
which imaginative writers have invested and afterward embel- 
lished with a vast amount of fiction. In it they have made him 
the successful rival of Washington, who had been his comrade in 
the Braddock expedition and had rescued him on that occasion. 
In 1756, while on bis wayto Boston to visit the commander-in- 
chief, General Shirley, Washington was entertained by Col. 
Beverly Robinson, also a native of Virginia, who was then living 
in the Highlands. Col. Robinson had recentlv married Susanna 
Philipse, Sie elder daughter of Frederick Pnilipse, the former 
owner of the manor of Philipsburg, an estate comprising most of 
the territoiy now included in Westchester county and part of the 
coimties of Putnam and Dutchess. At this time, however, the 
entail had been broken and the lands divided among the heirs- 
at-law. Present at the house of Colonel Robinson was the sister 
of his wife, Maiy Philipse, celebrated for her beauty as well as 
for her ample fortune of fifty thousand acres. Washington re- 
mained there several days, and it is further said that he stopped 
again on his return from Boston. It has also been represented 
that he was a rejected suitor of the distinguished heiress, whereas 
he was then actually paying his court to Miss Sally Caj^, who 
afterwards became the wife of his friend, George William 
Fairfax. 

Roger Morris was married to Mary Philipse at Philipsburg 
manor in March, 1758. He again entered active service and was 
with General Wolfe at Quebec. He was brevetted a Lieutenant- 
Colonel and left the army in 1764 to make his home in New York. 
Here he became a member of the King's Council and was one of 
the leading citizens. He purchased the Kiersen estate on Harlem 
heights and built the present mansion, making it a gift to his 
wife. Here they led in society side by side with the De Peysters, 
De Lanceys, Bayards, Van Courtlandts, Livingstones and others 
of the same distinction. Among their visitors from elsewhere 
were Majw: General Moniton, Sir Henry Moore, the Earl of

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Duntnore, Sir William Tryon and Dr. Benjamin Franklin, then 
postmaster-general of the colonies. With the breaking out of 
the Revolution the social reign of the Morrises came to an end. 
They were loyalists and were subjected to the treatment which 
was meeted out with severity to tories in New York. They were 
included in the bill of attainder in 1779, and after peace was de- 
clared their house with the landed property was confiscated and 
sold. Col. Morris went with his wife to England with the British 
troops after the evacuation of New York, and the government 
made him compensation for his losses. He died in 1 794. A claim 
was afterward made in behalf of Mrs. Morris for the restitution 
of the property as having been solely hers by a pre-nuptial agree- 
ment. The claim was sold to John Jacob Astor for $100,000 and 
he is said to have realized half a million from the transaction. 
Mrs. Morris died in London, July 18, 1825, at the age of ninety- 
six. 

The house was occupied during the Revolutionary war by the 
commanders of both armies in turn. After the disastrous battle 
of Long Island, August 27, 1776, the American forces retired to 
New York. On the 14th of September General Howe moved 
upon the city. The Americans retreated to Harlem. The 
British commander immediately threw a line of intrenchments 
across Manhattan Island from Kipp's bay to Bloomingdale, at the 
point now 94th street. General Washington took up his head- 
ouarters at the house of Colonel Morris, which its owners had 
deserted. Situated two hundred feet above the river it afforded 
admirable facilities for observation. From the little balcony 
above the hall door he was able with a field ^lass to survey the 
country at the north and the region eastward where the enemy 
was entrenched, and likewise all along both sides of the Hudson. 

During the period of Washington's stay there many events 
occured which possess historic interest. We need only to allude 
to the tragic fate of Nathan Hale, the heroic soldier who con- 
sented to imperil his life by serving as a spy, and having been 
recognized by a relative who had enjoyed his father's hospitality 
a short time before, was captured and executed; his only regret 
being that he had but one life to give for his country. Col. 
Thomas Knowlton had named him to General Washington as the 
best man for the dangerous service. Now, by one of those 
strange operations of mysterious destiny, he was himself required 
to give up his own life a week before the death of the illustrious 
martyr. He had been ordered to make a reconnoissance of the 
enemy's position, going before day on the i6th under the pro- 
tection of the dense woods. While it was yet dark he came un- 
expectedly upon a superior force, and an engagement took place. 
He was driven back to the Point of Rocks. Washington, learn- 
ing of the battle, hastened to the place and ordered a Hank 
movement. Both parties were reinforced, but the Americans 
won the victory. General Washington had ^one back to the 
Morris house, and was busil}^ eno^agea in preparing his dispatches 
to Congress, when he receivea the sacl intelligence that Col. 
Knowlton and Major Leitch had been brought in from the battle 
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mortally wounded * He at once included a special mention of 
them with a tribute to their worth. Both had fought under 
Prescott at Bunker Hill, and Washington held them in high 
esteem. 

Two other men, afterward conspicuous for their fatal rivalry 
as well as for their extraordinary talent and ability, had also at- 
tracted the favorable notice of the commander-in-chief. One of 
these was Aaron Burr, who was now holding the position of aide, 
or secretary, to Washington. One day, while he was busily en- 
gaged in writing from the dictation of the General, they were 
surprised by the visit of a deputation of Indians who came into 
the room in grave silence and ranged themselves around. At a 
sign from the leading man of the party the interpreter stepped 
forward and spoke: " Head of the Great Company who fight for 
liberty and country: we the braves of the Council of 3ie Six 
Nations come to do you honor, and to gladden our eyes with a 
sight of the Greatest Warrior of the Pale Faces." The whole 

Soup then cast at the feet of the General the ereen branches of 
arel, pine and hemlock which they were holding, and saluted 
him respectfully; after which act of homage they went silently 
out. Alexander Hamilton also at this time attracted the notice 
of the commander-in-chief by the skill with which he had con- 
structed some earthworks. They constituted a fortification which 
commanded a view of the site where he afterward built his 
mansion and planted the thirteen trees in commemoration of the 
thirteen states of the new union, and likewise of that doleful 
precinct on the Jersey shore where was fought the fatal duel. 

The two armies now remained sever^ weeks in their en- 
trenchments. Washington then learned that General Howe was 
advancing by way of Throgg's Neck with the design to cut him 
off from communication with the eastern states. He left the 
Morris house, having issued his last order on the 21st of October. 
Withdrawing his army from Manhattan Island he marched to 
White Plains. A battle ensued in which the Americans were de- 
feated. He then retired to New Castle. General Howe found 
him too strongly intrenched for safe attack and moved toward 
Fort Washington. The fort was invested on the 15th of Novem- 
ber and taken the next day On the 17th, Washington, in com- 
pany with Generals Greene, Putnam, Mercer and others, crossed 
the river from Fort Lee and proceeded to the Morris house. 
Here they viewed the position of their own forces and the move- 
ments of the enemy. They then repaired to their boat and 
went back to Fort Lee. But they had little conception of the 
peril which their temerity had incurred. While they had been 
engaged in their reconnoissance the 42d Highlanders under their 
Lieutenant- Colonel, Sir Thomas Stirline;, came across the Harlem 
river with a force of Hessians, scaled the ledge on the bank and 
marched directly to the Morris house. He took possession within 
fifteen minutes after the American officers had left. Just as 

* Col. Rnowlton was taken to the Cross Keys tayern then situated on the King's Bridge 
road at what is now x6Sth street. This tavern was used during the Revolation as a hospital. 
(Authority of Mr. Nelson Chase through Aaron Burr.) 
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Washington was pushing off in a boat the piazza of the mansion 
was occupied by the Hessian commander. 

New York had now fallen into the full possession of the 
British general. Harlem was occupied by the Hessian troops, 
and the Morris house became the headquarters of General Knyp- 
hausen. It continued to be so till the evacuation of the city m 
1783. After the war it was sold by the Commissioners of For- 
feiture and passed through the hands of several owners. For a 
year or more it was the residence of Dr. Isaac Ledyard. In 1785 
it became a public tavern, and Talmage Hall, the proprietor of a 
line of stages from New York to Boston, made it the first stop- 
ping place after leaving the city. Greneral Washington paid it a 
visit m the summer of 1790, while the seat of government was in 
New York. In his diary, under date of the loth of July, wc find 
the following account: "Having formed a party consisting of the 
Vice-President, his lady and Miss Smith, the Secretary of State, 
Treasury and War, and the ladies of the latter, with all the 
gentlemen of my family, Mrs. Lear and the two children, we 
visited the old position of Fort Washington, and afterward dined 
on a dinner prepared by Mr. Mariner at the house lately Colonel 
Morris's, but confiscated and in occupation hy a common farmer." 
The former glory had departed. The original owners were 
refugees in England, and their mansion, once the resort of the 
flower of colonial society and visited by governors and men of 
distinction from abroad, had now became a common homestead. 

At the period of this visit of Washington to his former head- 
quarters, Stephen Jumel was carrying on a coffee plantation in 
the island of San Domingo. He had just shipped a cargo to New 
York when the insurrection on the island took place followed by 
a massacre of the French inhabitants. Jumel escaped in a pas- 
sing vessel and was carried to St. Helena, from whence he was 
able to obtain a passage to New York. He had the good fortune 
to find at this port the cargo of coffee that had been shipped. 
The proceeds of the sale became the nucleus of the fortune which 
he afterward acquired. He was not long in taking rank with the 
wealthy merchants of New York. An anecdote is told of him 
which shows his disposition. One day a cart belonging to a 
competitor broke down in front of Jumel's establishment and the 
driver was badly injured. A crowd quickly gathered round, 
making profuse expressions of sympathy for the driver and the 
loss which had occurred. Jumel came out to see what was the 
matter, and as he heard the declarations of the by-standers, he 
exclaimed: "You pity! How much do you pity? I pity ten 
dollars." He hastened to take up a collection, which he gave to 
the driver. 

Early in the beginning of the new century Jumel married the 
woman who made his name and their residence in Harlem dis- 
tinguished in our local annals. They were married, April 7, 
1804, in St. Peter's (Roman Catholic) church in Barclay street. 
The accounts are greatly conflicting in regard to the parentage 
and other incidents of the early life of Madam Tumel. Apple- 
ton's Cyclopaedia of American 6iografhy describes her as the 
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daughter of a French woman named Capet, and as having been 
bom at sea on a French frigate, and afterwards reared by a Mrs. 
Thompson of Newport, R. I. The New York Times of May 24, 
1902, describes her as having been bom in a poor-house at Provi- 
dence, R. I., and as probably adopted by a Mr. Bo wen whose name 
she bore. Others declare that when Eliza Bowen had reached 
her seventeenth year she eloped to New York with Col. Peter 
Croix, a British ofl&cer. The pair lived for a season at a house 
which is described as " a handsome wooden structure." It stood 
on the spot better known for its later history at the northwestern 
corner of Fifth avenue and 34th street. But Mrs. Julius Henry 
Caryl, the daughter of Nelson Chase by Mary Bounes, niece of 
Madam Jumel, has giveil the writer of this sketch the following 
account of the birth and parentage of her great-aunt: "Eliza 
(Bowen) Jumel was bom, April 2, 1777, in Providence, R. I., but 
not in a poor-house as was asserted by her enemies during the 
lawsuit. The statement made in Appleton's Cyclopaedia of 
National Biography that the lady's name was Capet, and that she 
was bom at sea, is not sustained by reliable history. Eliza Jumel 
was the daughter of Phoebe and John Bowen. Her father was 
a sea-captain and owned his own vessels; her brother and father 
were drowned together. Her mother Phoebe Bowen, born 
Kelley, married twice: ist, Bowen; andly, Jonathan Clark, (Sept 
16, 1790,) and both he and his wife died in 1798." 

Jonathan Clark was a captain in the Continental army. 
Betsy and her sister Polly lived with their mother and step-father 
on Goose hill, Rutland, Mass. In the famous Jumel Will Case it 
was shown that Jonathan Clark, with his wife Phoebe and step- 
daughters Polly and Eliza, in the year 1798 resided in William- 
ston, N. C." Mrs. Terhune eives an account of her marriage 
with M. Tumel as follows: " M. JumeL married, April 7, 1804, at 
St. Peter^ Church, in Barclay street. Miss Eliza Bowen, a beauti- 
ful blonde with a superb figure and e^raceful carriage. She was 
twenty-seven years of aee, having Been born April 2, 1777. M. 
Jumel was nearing his nftieth birthday, but alert, vigorous and 
courtly, and passionately enamored of his bride. The wedding 
party drove from the church door to an elegant house on Bowling- 
Green." 

In 1810 the mansion in Harlem was purchased which from 
that time was known and famous as the "Jumel House.'* The 
family now consisted of M. Jumel and wife, and a niece of Madam 
Jumel whom they had adopted. Here they lived in a splendor 
which evoked much remark, to which, however, they were quite 
indiflEerent. Their mansion became, as in earlier days, a place 
where individuals of celebrity were frequently entertained, and 
soon was widely known. Jumel was an enthusiastic admirer of 
Napoleon, and upon the waning^ of the fortunes of the Emperor 
he conceived the notion to give him an asylum in America. 
Having arranged his affairs he set sail for France in his own 
vessel, the " Eliza," which he had named in honor of his wife. 
Napoleon, however, was sensible of the futility of the project 
and gracefully declined it, representing that it would not be con- 
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sistent with his dignity. The Jumels now set up a magnificent 
establishment in Paris rivalling in its style and appointments 
their home in New York. Here they enjoyed the social patronage 
of Lafayette, and their house was frequented by the ^lit^ of the 
French capital. But this brilliant career came abruptly to an 
end. The long wars in Europe and America were followed by a 
period of overwhelming disaster. M. Jumel found his great 
fortune exhausted and it became necessary to close the establish- 
ment in Paris. 

Madam Jumel and niece returned to New York in 182 1 and 
again occupied the mansion in Harlem. She brought away with 
her a great quantity of bric-a-brac, laces, costly furniture and 
other rare and valuable articles. She was the owner of the 
Jumel mansion in her own right, and set herself to make it a 

{)leasant home. In 18 14 the Khedive of Egypt presented Napo- 
eon with four hundred African cypress trees. After the acces- 
sion of Louis XVIII they were left to perish from neglect. M. 
Jumel petitioned for them and was permitted to purchase them 
and send them to America. They were planted as a hedge 
around a circular fish-pond near the gateway of the Jumel place. 
Most of them have been since taken away as the streets were cut 
through, but twenty of them still remain. M. Jumel also returned 
to America in 1828. Aided by his wife, who now showed herself 
to be endowed with abundant energy and talent for business, he 
became again the possessor of a handsome competency, and they 
were able to resume somewhat of their former style of living. 
They were more reserved than in former times, but they were 
highly regarded by all who knew them. There are many stories 
of their courtesy and hospitality. When Louis Napoleon was an 
exile he was for a time the euest of the Jumels. He was in 
financial straits and they helped him liberally with money. After 
he became Emperor he gratefully remembered his obligations to 
them. Joseph Bonaparte also visited them, and it is said that 
Madam Jumel received him with all the honor that she could pay 
to a royal personage. M. Jumel died in 1832. He was thrown 
from his carriage on the 22nd of May, sustaining injuries which 
proved fatal. 

After the death of her husband Madam Tumel carried on her 
business aflEairs by herself. She displayed in them excellent 
judgment and ability. The varied experiences of her life had 
sharpened her faculties, and the poor Rhode Island girl, with 
whom scandal had made free, had developed into a woman of 
culture, tact and superior powers. She furnished her mansion 
with somewhat of its former splendor. It displayed abundant 
souvenirs of the First Empire and its renowned master. There 
were eight chairs which had belonged to the First Consul, a tabic 
the marble top of which had been brought to her from Egypt^ a 
clock which the Emperor had used in the Tuilleries, a chandelier 
that he had once given to Moreau, tapestries and paintings which 
had been collected by Josephine: also a set of drawing-room 
furniture which had once been owned by Charles X; a bedstead 
upon which Napoleon had slept for many months, and his army 
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chest. Visitors also told of a stand that was said to have be- 
longed to Voltaire, a black leather tfunk which was supposed to 
have been used by Napoleon on the march to Moscow, and an 
elaborate embroidery 01 flowers surrounded by a golden chain, 
which had been made by the Empress. On the furniture was 
emblazoned the symbolic " N " of the Empire in commemoration 
of its great chief. 

The marriage of Madam Jumel to Colonel Burr was the next 
important episode in her history and that of the mansion which 
bears her name. It is said that she had met Burr in her earlier 
life and had come under the spell of his peculiar power of 
fascination. She was fifty-eight, and aside from her ample 
fortune was still an attractive woman. At the time of her 
husband's death Colonel Burr had returned from his long sojourn 
in Europe and had taken up the practice of law in New York. 
Madam Jumel was desirous to obtain legal advice in a matter of 
real estate, and Burr was pre-eminently expert in the knowledge 
of the laws relating to that subject. She called accordingly at 
his oflSce at No. 23 Nassau street, on that errand. He received 
her in his accustomed courtly manner, complimented her fine 
appearance and listened to her statement like the ideal man of 
business. He took her papers, told her when he would have his 
opinion ready and conducted her to her carriage in princely style. 
Nelson Chase, then a young man, lived at the Jumel house. He 
was a student of law and was married to Madam Jumel's niece. 
On the appointed dajr he was sent to obtain the written opinion. 
Burr's reception of him was such as to fasten his warm regard. 
Not lon^ after Burr took him as a student, and, it is affirmed, 
taught him more in one year than he could have learned in ten 
in the ordinary way. Charles O'Connor many years later, 
declared that Chase was "the best-read man in the United 
States." Chase never faltered in his devotion and admiration of 
his preceptor, always affirming that he had been more sinned 
against than sinning. 

Having now become a student of Colonel Burr, young Chase 
was eloquent in praising him, and finally persuaded Madam Jumel 
to invite the Colonel to a grand banquet at the mansion. Burr 
displayed on this occasion all his unequalled charm of manner 
and shone to conspicuous advantage. With the gallantry which 
had distinguished him in earlier days, he led her to dinner re- 
marking gracefully: "Madam, I give you my hand; my heart has 
long been yours." After this he came repeatedly to the Tumel 
house. But when he proposed marriage he was refused, though 
in somewhat hesitating tones. He continued his visits, finally 
telling her, as though in jest, that he would come to Fort Wash- 
ington in a few days with a clergyman and ask her again. He 
came indeed, as he had said, accompanied by the Rev. David 
Bofifert of the Reformed Dutch Church, the same clergyman who 
had officiated half a century before at his marria^^e to Theodosia 
Prcvost. Whether it was affectation or genuine reluctance, 
Madam Jumel did not readily yield acquiescence. Her niece, 
however, and Mr. Chase were warm advocates for Burr. She 
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was lonely in the old mansion; she needed a trained man of 
affairs to help in the management of her property, and by the 
marriage much gossip might be avoided. Protesting all the 
while, she finally consented, and they promptly habitea her for 
the occasion. Attired in a pearl-tinted satin gown, so heavy with 
stiffness that it could stand alone, she came dpwn to the tea-room^ 
and, taking her position with Burr before the great fire-place, the 
ceremony was performed. This was on Monday, July ist, 1833. 
But Burr was not permitted to pass the remaining years of his 
life in the mansion where fifty-seven years before he had lived 
as the aide and secretary of General Washington. A few days 
afterward the wedded pair paid a visit to the Governor of Con- 
necticut, at Hartford, who was a nephew of Colonel Burr. 
While they were there Mrs. Burr consented to sell certain shares 
of stock which she owned in the Iwidge over the Connecticut 
river at that place. The money was paid to Col. Burr, who 
deposited it to his credit in his own bank in New York, and after- 
ward lost it in an investment in Texas lands. He had told 
nothing of the affair to his wife, and when she questioned him 
about the money, he replied that ''she had a husband to manage 
her affairs, and one who would manage them.** She was too 
high-spirited and energetic to submit to this and gave him to 
understand that he could have no further control of her property. 
After this there was a coolness between them, then a partial recon- 
ciliation, followed by the losing of more money. Burr was no 
longer the shrewd man of business and her patience was exhaus- 
ted. An estrangement between them took place and she filed a 
complaint against him, thus depriving him of the control of her 
property. He began a defence, but afterward allowed the case to 
go by default. Only once thereafter did he reside in the Jumel 
mansion. At one time when very ill Madam Jumel had him 
brought to her house, where she nursed him for several weeks. 
When well Burr left her. He spent his last days at Port Rich- 
mond where he died on the 14th of September, 1836. 

The next fifteen years were passed quietly at the Jumel 
mansion. The same hospitality and benevolence were maintained 
which had prevailed in former years. When the famine of 1847 
raged in Ireland, because of the potato blight, Madam Jumel 
contributed several thousand dollars to the relief of the suffering 
population. In 1852 she paid another visit to Paris. Louis 
Napoleon, then President of the French Republic, gave a ball to 
which she was invited, and she made a conspicuous figure as she 
entered the ball-room on the arm of Jerome Bonaparte. She 
was the recipient of many courtesies from the President whom 
she had befriended in former years. Her last days were unevent- 
ful, and she died at the Jumel mansion on the i6th of July, 1865, 
aged eighty-eight hears. The New York Times of the i8th of 
the month gave her age at ninety-six. The funeral services 
were held at the Church of the Intercession, of which the Rev. 
J. H. Smith was rector. The pall-bearers were distinguished 
citizens of New York. She was reputed to have possessed prop- 
erty to the value of several million dollars; bnt less than one 
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million remained after the suits, which her will involved, were 
adjudicated. Mr. Nelson Chase, whose first wife was Mary 
Bonnes, the niece of Madam Jumel, lived in the Jumel house for 
fifty years. He was widely esteemed for his kind temper and 
professional ability. His circle of acquaintances, who were 
frequent visitors at the mansion, included such persons as James 
Parton, the biographer of Aaron Burr, Nathaniel P. Willis. 
** Fanny Fern," Mjnron Gaines Clark, Mrs. Blennerhassetj and 
many others. He often entertained his guests with stones of 
Aaron Burr, frequently describing the scene of the marriage 
with Madam Jumel. After his death the mansion passed into 
the hands of several occupants, and was finally purchased by 
Gen. Ferdinand P. Earleof New York, whodied there Jan. 2, 190^. 
Only three buildings now exist in New York that are inti- 
mately associated with the name of Washington. One of these 
isthe Jumel house, his headquarters at one of the most critical 
periods of the Revolutionary war; another is Praunce's Tavern 
where in 1783 he bade adieu to his officers; the third is the 
Church of St. Paul in Broadway where he worshipped. This 
sacred structure is forttmately preserved from destruction by the 
care and oversight of the great corporation by which it is owned. 
The others, patriotic citizens of this city are now endeavoring to 
place in conditions which will tender them equally secure. 
Historic places such as these must have an elevating influence 
upon our people, and must foster the spirit of patriotism in our 
descendants. New York owes it to herself to act patriotically in 
this matter. If it be pleaded that the commercial spirit stands 
in our way, let it be remembered that it was the merchants of 
New York who in 1770 established their Chamber of Commerce 
in this verv Praunce's Tavern which we wish to preserve; who 
threw overooard the cargo of tea in 1774; who organized the 
" Sons of Liberty," and met the British forces on Golden Hill 
five years before the battle of Lexin^fton. Surely the descend- 
ants of these men will not betray their trust, and both the Jumel 
mansion and the Tavern of the Revolution will be preserved for 
all time as landmarks sacredly associated with that one wise and 
heroic leader who above all others wrought out for us the heri- 
tage we now enjo^, and which we are {hedged to hand down 
unimpaired to coming generations.

JOHN WRENSHALL, JULIA DENT AND 
ULYSSES S. GRANT.

One can never tell. The facts of life are stranger than its 
fictions: — the grandfather a pioneer Wesleyan preacher; the 
granddaughter a mistress of tne White House; the grandfather 
a foreigner from a hostile shore; the granddaughter laid away 
by a nation's love in the stately mausoleimi of the leading gen- 
eral of the age. 

John Wrenshall, son of Thomas and Margaret Wrenshall of 
Preston, England, was bom in England December 27, 1761. He 
received an ordinary education, and on October 6, 1783 married 
Marv, daughter of Matthew and Sarah Bennington of Halifax, 
Yorkshire. They buffeted the world in England for eleven 
vears, when the inducements of America overcame their love for 
home, and led them to seek a home in the western world. On 

7a 
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July lo, 1794 Mr. and Mrs. Wrenshall with the following four 
children embarked at Liverpool for Philadelphia, where they 
arrived October isth, 1794. 

1. Margaret Sarah Wrenshall who married William Boggs 

and died at Florence, Ala. 

2. Mary^ Bennington Wrenshall who married (i) Woolman 

Gibson; (2) Asa Shinn the founder of the Protestant 
Methodist Church, and ope of the most eloquent men of 
the 19th Century. She died at Cincinnati, Ohio. 

3. Ellen Bray Wrenshall who married Frederick Dent and be- 

came the mother of Mrs. General U. S. Grant, dying at 
St. Louis, Mo. 

4. Fanny Pieldhouse Wrenshall who married William Smith, 

and died at Washington, Pa. 

These six left Philadelphia in the Spring of 1795 for the 
wild West. With teams and on horseback they crossed the Al- 
legheny Mountains and in three months set down at Pittsburg, 
an insignificant frontier village. The contrast between York- 
shire and their new home was so marvelously great, as to create 
a desire to return. But the fates had decreed otherwise. John 
Wrenshall opened a trading station, and in fifteen years laid the 
foundation for the gigantic mercantile establishment that found 
habitation in Pittsburg in the early half of the last century. He 
succeeded where others failed, and his children partook of his 
heroic nature. Not content with being a merchant, he added to 
his weekly labor the vocation of a Methodist preacher. His voice 
was heard every Sunday from the home-made pulpits of zealous 
churchmen in their homes, or from the clumsy rostrum of the 
cheap frame house, they dignified by the name, "Chapel Hall." 

Three other children were born at Pittsburg: 

I. Emily Wrenshall who married Samuel K. Page and died at 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

a. Sarah Wrenshall who married John K. Fielding, and died 
at St. Charles, Mo. 

3. John Fletcher Wrenshall who married Mary Ann Cowan 
and died at Woodville, Pa. 

Mrs. Mary Wrenshall died July i, 181 2, and Mr. Wrenshall 
then married Ann Holdship, who died November 9, 18 14, leaving 
a daughter who died in infancy. 

John Wrenshfdl wrote one lon^ poem, entitled "Farewell to 
Pittsburg and the Mountains'*, which had a world fame after it 
was written. 

Julia Dent, the granddaughter of John Wrenshall was bom 
farther to the West, in the heart of the great Mississippi Valley. 
Her mother was reared on the frontier and never knew aught but 
the open hearted, free handed hospitality and generosity of the 
democratic west. The daughter met Ulysses S. Grant and loved 
him. His fame in time reached the ends of the earth, and the 
granddaughter of John Wrenshall, the poet-preacher-merchant, 
shared it all, and now rests in the tomb of the nation, by the side 
of her tanner-soldier-president-husband waiting the resurrection 
mom.

William Odell, the founder of the familv in this country, came 
from England probably in company with the Rev. Peter Bulkeley, 
who was Rector of the Parish of Odell in Bedfordshire in 1620. 

Mr. Odell was at Concord, Mass., in 1639, ^'^^ afterwards 
removed to Fairfield, Conn., where he owned a considerable 
estate, and died in 1676. 

Is there any trustworthy evidence that the name Odell was 
ever written WoodhuU in our early Colonial Records ? Do any 
of the early Odell wills and deeds or other family papers bear 
heraldic seals?

DR. EDMOND* HALLEY, (1656-1742): HIS ANCESTRY 
AND DESCENDANTS.

The Grant of Administration on the personal goods of 
Margaret Halley, "late of the parish of St. Bridget, otherwise 
Brides, London, spinster, deceased, was granted to Catherine 
Price (wife of Henry Price), the natural and lawful sister and 
next of kin of the said deceased." ' It is not customary in such 
grants to mention any relations other than the next of kin to 
whom grant is made. 

No importance attaches to the failure of Edmund Halley, 
Surgeon R. N., to mention in his own will a child or children. 
His assumed daughter was doubtless a minor at the time of his 
decease. It is not uncommon for men to make wills leaving their 
entire estate, both real and personal, to their wives, even when 
several children are living. This does not necessarily involve 
the disinheritance of the children. A tacit trust may be under- 
stood or implied. 

However, extracts made from the will of Catherine Price of 
the parish of St. Mary, Woolnoth, in the citjr of London, who ap- 
pears to have been childless, are more significant.* They follow: 
"To be buried in the churchyard of Lee, Kent". Mentions 
indenture bearing date Nov., 1743, between Henry Price, then of 
the parish of Saint Brides (my late husband^ and Francis Smith 
of the Parish of St. Paul, Covent Garden, relating to ten acres of 
land in Upwell in the county of Norfolk, fifteen acres in Upwell 
in a place called Netmore, in the occupation of John May, also lot 
of sixteen acres called Lake's End in Upwell, in the occupation of 
John Raper, also the Hen and Chickens in Whitechapel, High 
Street, in the occupation of John Allen, also one undivided third 
part of tenements in Noble Street in the parish of St. Olave, 
Sikver (?) Street. Bequeaths Hen and Chichkens to Mary En- 
twisle, Margaret Entwisle and Jane Millikin, widow, all of 
Lombard Street, London, milliners, and immediately after their

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decease to the use of Halley Benson Millikin, son of the said 

iane Millikin. Legacies to *my cousin, Robert Smith, Eliza- 
eth Caton, niece of my said late husband.' Also *I give to the 
President and fellows of the Royal Society London, my picture 
of Doctor Halley (my late father).' Mary Entwisle sole execu- 
trix. Witnesses: Basil Heme, William Heme. Dated July 
8th 1764, Proved Nov. 14, 1865, by Mary Entwisle, sole 
sole executrix. 

It is surprising that Catherine Price does not mention the as- 
sumed daughter of her deceased brother. The will of Sybilla or 
Isabella Halley, widow of Edmund Halley, Surgeon R. N., has 
not been found, though the indices to wills and administrations 
at Somerset House, London, were carefully examined for the 
years 1742 to 1766, both years included.* She may have removed 
from London, or remarried. All knowledge of her whereabouts 
may have beeen lost to Catherine Price. 

Part of Lombard Street, London, is in the parish of St. 
Mary, Woolnoth, and it is conjectured that in her second widow- 
hood, Catherine Price went to live with the Sisters, Entwisle.* 
As to the houses and land which appears to have been settled on 
the second marriage of Catherine, it is not clear whether they 
originally formed part of her estate or of that of Henry Price. 
Possibly the part of tenements in Noble Street came to her from 
her first husband.* To find the names of the persons who suc- 
cessively owned the real estate once beloneing to Edmund 
Halley, Sen., (who died in 1684), would probably result in the 
discovery of the heirs of Edmund Halley, Tun., Surgeon, R. N., 
who bequeathed all his property, both real and personal to his 
wife, Sybilla or Isabella Halley. Even if it should ultimately be 
ascertained that in the disposition of Sybilla Halley's estate, her 
assumed daughter is not mentioned this fact woifld not of itself 
disaprove the existence of a grandchild of Dr. Edmond Halley. 
There are several hypotheses to account for such a conting-ency. 
Captain James McHke gave to one of his sons the Christian 
name 'Haley',* so that the family traditions are of early origin. 
The writer still believes that the mother of Captain James Mc- 
Pike was Dr. Edmund Halley's granddaughter. 

In the publications of the Harleian Society* we find that 
'James Millikin of the parish of St. Mary, Woolnoth, London, 
Batehr and Jane Entwisle of the same Parish, Spinster, were 
married by Licence, in St. Paul's Cathedral, on the 26th of 
October, 1749, by Benj. Pearce, Sacrist.' 

Mr. James Millican, a stranger, was buried in Bath Abbey, 
June 27, 1 7 10.* 

The General Catalogue of the British Museum mentions 
one James Halley as the possible editor of an edition of Dr. 
Edmond Halley's Astronomical Tables, published at London, in

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1752. If there existed such a James Halley, it would be a strange 
coincidence should he be other than a close kinsmen of his 
famous namesake. However the book has been inspected and is 
said to contain nothing to lead one to suppose that it was edited 
by any one bearing surname *Halley.' From a date stamped in 
the book it seems to have been acquired in 1863, which indicates 
that the Catalogue is not evidence of ancient tradition.*

RECORDS OF DUTCHESS COUNTY, N. Y., FAMILIES.

In the office of the County Clerk of Dutchess County, at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., there is kept, on an out-of-the-way shelf, a 

Siaantity of miscellaneous record books, most of which are of only 
ight genealorical value. Of those older than 1800, two or three 
may occasionally yield a fact for the genealogist. One contains 
the tax lists of the county from 1771 to 1779; another the minutes 
of roads laid out, etc., by the Highway Commissioners during the 
middle of the eighteenth century; a third a list of those who 
held precinct offices. These books will doubtless be accurately 
described in a future report of the American Historical Associa- 
tion by the Public Records Commission. 

There is another book among those mentioned which contains 
three matters of first-rate genealogical importance. First, a family 
record of the first generations in this country of the Filkin family; 
second, a list of marriages performed in Dutchess County before 
1745 by Justice Francis Filkin; third, an account of the origin of 
the family headed by Thomas Lewis, of New York, 1668. Literal 
copies of these three entries will be given below, with such com- 
ment and explanation as may seem appropriate. 

The reasan why this book is on file in the County Clerk's 
office is that it contains a few pages of entries of judgments ren- 
dered in the county. These entries appear to have been made by 
Francis Filkin, and in fact this gentleman was the original owner 
of this record book. It was his commonplace and account book. 
Most of the entries have to do with his business matters, of a legal 
as well as agricultural nature. 

The following appears to be the only account posted of its 
exact kind, yet it is doubtless significant of the character and

On the inside of the cover of the book Justice Filkin states of 

himself that he received a Judge and Justice's commission in 

Dutchess County in 1733, remained there till 1748, was elected 

Alderman of New York in November, 175 1, and remained there 

until October 14, 1776. 

Francis Filkin was a son of Henry Filkin, of Flatbush.* His 

familjr record is as follows.

the date is uncertain. If Francis Filkin was here copying the 

entries from his father's Bible, it would seem very probable that 

1704-5 is the correct date, and that he himself was, despite his

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own testimony at the beginning of this record, bom in 1703. 

Finding 1703 c^ven as his birth date in the record from which he 

was copying, he apparently recorded it thus, then changed it to

ages, and very often wrong.]

All the above are written consecutively in the book as printed. 
In another part of the book the following accoimt of the Lewis 
genealogy is set down. As appears from the note at the end, 
" Copy of the above sant to Irland," it evidently was a deposition, 
or something of the sort, intended to establish the claim of the 
Lewis family to some property in Ireland. Francis Filkin perhaps 
was retained as Justice to draw it up, or he may have taken a copy 
because his wife was a Lewis. The document is not dated, but the 
date must have been later than 1749, since the death of Anthony 
Lewis in that year is noticed. Being written, therefore, nearly a 
century after some of the events mentioned, verjr likely not all 
stated is to be taken as gospel truth. The original is not punctu- 
ated in any way, and the sentences are all strung together by the 
conjunction "and" in pseudo legal fashion. To render the docu- 
ment intelligible, a separate paragraph has been made of what 
would normally be each sentence. But no punctuation has been 
injected, and the orthography is reproducea verbatim.

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Surrogate's office, in which he calls himself of New Paltz, and 
mentions his wife, Catherine, sons Johannes, Elija, Jonas, Simon 
and Petrus, and daughter Maria, wife of Gerrit Freer, Jr. He 
disposes of his property as follows: After providing for his 
widow Catherine, he gives to his son Jonas, the farm on which 
the son then lived, on the east side of the Wallkill; to his son 
Simon, the tract upon which the testator lived at " Kleyne 
Bontecoe;" to son Johannes and Elisa land on the Swartekill, in 
the town of Newburgh, which was bought by testator of John 
Preevost (on South street in the present town of Lloyd); to son 
Petrus, the place on which he then lived which formerly belonged 
to Christian Deyo, and j(^6o in money. Named his five sons as 
executors. Witnesses to will were: Col. Abraham Hasbrouck of 
Kingston, merchant, Gerrit van Keuren of same place, black- 
smith, and Jos.

One paper, dated 1691, is signed by Rev. Pierre Daille, 
the first pastor of the New Paltz church; another dated 1699, is 
signed by his successor. Rev. David Bonrepos. There are also 
two papers in French in the handwriting of and signed by Louis 
Du Bois, the Patentee who d. 1696. Another paper dated 1710, 
is in English in the handwriting of and signed by Roelif Eltinge, 
Justice of the Peace, the first Eltinge in New Paltz. A tax list 
of 17 12, in English, is among the documents. The oldest papers 
were once the property of Hugo* Freer (Hugo'), and two letters 
in French are addressed to him personally; the first dated 1699, 
Aug. 17, is from Jean Giron of Quebec, an uncle of Marie Anne 
Le Roy, the wife of Hugo* Freer, Jr., congratulating his nephew- 
in-law and niece on their marriage. The second letter, written 
1719, mentions the shipments of peas and farm produce. At the 
death of Hugo* Freer, Jr., this collection of papers were stored 
in the residence of his son, Jonas* Freer, at Kleyne Bontecoe.

AN EXACT COPY OF THE RECORDS OF THE CON- 

GREGATIONAL CHURCH OF GREENFIELD, 

SARATOGA CO., NEW YORK. 



Transcribed by H. Calkins, Jr. 



The following records were found by the transcriber a few 
years ago in the possession of Mr. Charles D. Gardiner, a deacon 
of the above-named church, residing at that time in Middle 
Grove, Greenfield, N. Y., and through whose courtesy they are 
here preserved in print. Greenfield lies about six miles to the 
west of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., and was settled about 1790 by 
families who went there from Canaan in Columbia Co., and by 
families living in Milton and Saratoga, from a part of which the 
territory of Greenfield was taken and finally incorporated March 

", 1793. 

The Congregational Church was founded in 1792, and Elias 
Gilbert was its first pastor. Four years later a fever epidemic 
depopulated the town to such an extent that the Rev. Mr. Gilbert 
gathered the remaining members of his congregation together 
and held a "fortnight of daily prayer that the affliction might be 
removed." However great the "affliction" may have been that 
abode with them temporarily, a greater one seems to have 
remained in their midst; for the records of the meetings of the 
church officers are one long series of almost incessant trials of 
members of the congregation for petty oflEences, based upon com- 
plaints equally as petty made by their neighbors. The serious- 
ness manifested in a number of lengfthy reprimands upon some 
member guilty of " lying, in that he expressed an opinion upon 
one day and a contrary one the next," contains a wholesome 
element of humor. 

The volume of records was brought to New York, carefully 
copied and twice verified. It begins with this title:

EDITORIAL. 



At last steps have been taken toward securing legislation on the subject 
of compulsory preservation of local records in this state, and the matter now 
rests with our legislators at Albany. We have often urged the need of such 
legislation, and in our last issue we related some experiences of a member of 
our Publication Committee, a persual of which ought to impress anyone of our 
dereliction of duty as a State to posterity. 

The joint committee appointed last year by this Society, the New York 
Historical and the Yonkers Historical Societies and the Sons of the Revolution, 
introduced in the State Assembly through Mr. Agnew, in January last, a bill 
which was read once, referred to the Committee on General Laws, reported 
from the Committee with amendments, ordered reprinted as amended, and re- 
committed to the said Committee. 

The object of the bill is to abolish the office of State Historian with the duties 
as prescribed in Chapter ^3 of the laws of 1895, and create instead the office 
of State Commissioner of Records, whose duties will comprehend all those of 
the present historian, and to whom will be given the further power of examining 
into the condition of papers, documents, maps and records in the possession or 
under the control of the clerks, registers, surrogates, town clerks, village clerks 
andother public officers, and of recommending the means for the proper pres- 
ervation ot such documents and records. 

It is not our purpose to discuss this bill at length, for we are duly appreci- 
ative of the importance of this step well taken; yet two defects appear to us 
and seem worthy of some comment First, the bill abolishes a very worthv 
office, ably conducted by our State Historian, Mr. Hastings, who has done such 
valuable work since it was created, and replaces it by one with a purely statis- 
tical title. True, the duties of the former are incorporated wholly into those of 
the latter, and some may say ** What's in a name," yet the title of Historian is a 
distinct one, conveyine its own meaning, and beside, where is the objection to 
having a Historian and a Commissioner of Records too, since there is certainly 
work enough for both? The second defect is that the bill ^ives to the Commis- 
sioner authority over such records only as are in the possession or under the con- 
trol of public officers named, and so places the vast quantity oi statistical 
records m various deacons' kitchens and garrets without the pale of his author- 
ity. In view of the fact that one rarely finds in the possession of town or village 
clerks records antedating the year of me town's incorporation, while scattered 
about in various farm houses are records of colonial days, this seems to be a 
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serioas defect or rather omission. However, let us have legislation of some 
kind as a start and we can perhaps remedy the defects later. Verily Massa- 
chusetts sets us a worthy example in preserving her local records, and the fact 
of it is she has set it for more than a decade. 



OBITUARY. 



HuNGERFORD, Orville, died at Watertown, N. Y., Nov. 26, 1902, aged 
seventy-two years. He was bom Feb. 25, 1830, in Watertown, N. Y., and was 
the son of the Hon. Orville Hun^erford, one of Watertown 's earliest citizens. 
He married in 1852, Emma £. Todd. His widow and a daughter, Mrs. George 
H. Seifel, survive him. Mr. Huneerford spent the last twenty years of his life 
in compiling a genealogy of the Hungerford family, which was ready for press 
when death overtook him. 

Eaklb, Ferdinand PiNNBY,amemberof this Society since April 22, 1892. 
died Jan. 2, 1903 at his home, the old Jumel mansion on Washins^n Heights* 
aged sixty-three years. He was bom Sept. 11, 1839 >° Hartford, G>nn., and was 
the son of William Pitt Earle and Elizabeth Finney, daughter of Judge Benja- 
min Finney of Ellington, Conn. His father was tbe son of William Earle of 
Hartford, Conn., and Martha Finto of New Haven, who was the son of Morris 
Earle of New York City and Hannah Monta^ne, daughter of Thomas Montague 
of New York City, the great-grandson (Vincent, Jean, Dr. Johannes) of Dr. 
Johannes de La Montague, one of the prominent settlers of New Amsterdam, 
by his wife Rachel de Forest, daughter of Jesse de Forest the prime mover in 
the settlement of Manhattan Island in 1623. Morris Earle, b. 17U, was the son 
of Marmaduke Earle of Bergen County, N. J., by his wife Rebecca Morris, 
daughter of Capt. William Morris of New York who is said to have been a 
relative of Col. Roger Morris who built the old Morris House on Washington 
Heights; grandson of Judge Edward Earle, Jr., of Bergen Co., N. J., and Elsie 
Vreelandt, daughter of Enoch Vreelandt of New York; and great-grandson of 
Edward Earle and Hannah Baylis whom he married in, or near Baltimore, Md. 
Edward Earle emigrated to Maryland in 1649, a^d removed to New Jersey about 
1676 where he purchased the island of Secaucus for the sum of two thousand 
Dutch dollars. 

When a young man he came to New York and soon associated himself 
with his father, who had been proprietor of the Clinton House in Hartford, but 
had moved to New York and was then the proprietor of Earle*s Hotel at Centre 
and Canal Streets, and in the course of a few years he succeeded his father as 
proprietor of this property. Afterward he established the Hotel Normandie at 
Broadway and Thirty-eighth street, and Normandie-by-the-Sea, a large summer 
hotel at Seabri£[ht, N. J. For a short time he was also manager of the Hotel 
Netherland, which was built for Gen. Earle by William Waldorf Astor. 

For many years Gen. Earle was one of the best known men in New York 
military circles. His military career began Oct. 3, 1862, when he entered as 
private in Company B of the Seventh Regiment, N. Y., and was honorably dis- 
charged Oct. 29, i86g. In 1881, he re-entered military life as Captain of the 
Second Battery, N. G. N. Y., and became noted as one of the most efficient 
officers in the National Guard. The battery which he commanded was there- 
after known as " Earle's Battery." Gen. Earle received his military title in 
1880, when he was appointed Chief of Artillery with the rank of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral on the staff of Governor Hill, with whom he was always on friendly terms, 
and he was re-appointed by Govemor Flower. For ten years after his re- 
entrance into military life he was chairman of the Auxilliary Committee of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. In 1884, he was decorated by the Venezuelan 
Government with the Order of the Bust of the Liberator in recognition of his 
services to that government. He was a member of the vestry of St. Luke's 
Episcopal Church for many years, and was the founder of the " Earle Guild" 
for the relief of the destitute. 

After the termination of the lon^ litigation over the Jumel estate. Gen. 
Earle was enabled to purchase the historic " Jumel Mansion," famous as Uie 
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place where Washington made his headquarters and where Hamilton and 
Burr met before their fatal duel. Here in this house, built by a relative of his 
ancestor, Capt. William Morris, he spent in honorable retirement from business 
the last years of his life. He was a member of many organizations including 
the Seventh Regiment Veterans Association, the Old Guard, National Rifle 
Association, Chamber of Commerce and New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, of the Manhattan and Manhattan Athletic Clubs, the societies for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children and Animals, the Society of Colonial 
Wars, the Order of Founders and Patriots of America, the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion, the Maryland Society and the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Society. 

Gen. Ferdinand P. Earle was twice married: first, to Mary Lay Hutchings; 
secondly, May 6, 1871, to Lvdia Jones Tuttle, widow of Doriphus Tuttle of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and daughter ot David George Smith of Halifax, N. S., by his wife 
Catherine Locke, daughter of Capt. Jacob Locke of Shelbom, N. S., and Cath- 
erine Guyon, daughter of Peter Guyon who belonged to the Guyon family of 
Staten Island, N. Y., and who went with the Royalists to Nova Scotia. He 
leaves, besides his widow, four sons by his second marriage: Ferdinand Pinney, 
Victor de La Montagne, William Pitt Striker and Guyon Locke Crocheron. 

ROBBLiNG, Emily Warren, a life member of this Society, died at her 
residence in Trenton, N. T., Feb. 2iB, 1903, aged fifty-nine years. She was bom 
Sept. 23, 1843, at Cold Spring. N. Y., and was the daughter of Gen. Sylvanus 
Warren and Phoebe Lickley, the daughter of William Lickley of Philipstown, 
N. Y. The late Gen. Gouvemeur Kemble Warren was her brother. Her 
father was the son of Capt. John Warren of Highlands, N. Y.,and Sarah Nelson, 
daughter of Justus Nelson; who was the son of Samuel Warren of Van Court- 
landt Manor and Esther Rogers, daughter of John Rogers of the Highlands of 
Dutchess County, N. Y., by his wife, Esther Verveelen, who was the daughter 
of Gideon Verveelen ancl Susannah de Graaf, and so was descended from 

{ohannes Verveelen, one of the five original patentees, and a magistrate of 
larlem on Manhattan Island, as well as from lean le Conte and Glaude le 
Maistre, who were among the earliest settlers of that town. 

Miss Warren was married Jan. 18, 1865, at the Warren homestead at Cold 
Spring-on-the-Hudson, to Col. Washington Augustus Roebling. When Gen. 
Gouvemeur K. Warren received command of the Fifth Army Corps of the 
Army of the Potomac in the War of the Rebellion he selected Colonel Koebling 
as a member of his staff. While visiting her brother in camp. Miss Warren 
met her future husband, and the meeting resulted in their marriage. At the 
close of the Civil War, Colonel Roebling, accompanied by his wife, went to 
Europe to study submarine foundation construction. While they were at 
Mulhausen, Germany, their only child, John Augustus Roebling, Jr., now of 
Asheville, N. C, was bom. Upon their return from Europe they made their 
home in Trenton, N. J. 

Colonel Roebling assisted his father, John A. Roebling, in preparing the 
plans of the Brooklyn Bridge, and upon the death of his father, whicn occurred 
at the beginning of its construction, took charge of the erection of the bridge. 
While overseemg the sinking of llie foundation he was stricken with caisson 
fever, and in 1872 became an invalid, bein^ confined much of the time to his 
bed. It was then that Mrs. Roebling came mto prominence and gained much 
deserved fame by superintending the construction of the bridge under her hus- 
band's direction. Seated in her husband's room, which overlooked the East 
River, day by day she surveyed the work through a field-glass, explained its 
progress ana carried on its advancement by communicating to the workmen 
what her husband planned in bed. The erection of the bridge involved novel 
features in engineering understood only by Colonel Roebling, and such was the 
nature of his illness mat none other man his wife could mediate between him 
and the work of construction. Mrs. Roebline's efficiency, therefore, was justly 
considered to be what saved the building of the bridge from a long and perhaps 
disastrous interruption. Hie Brooklyn Bridge was completed May 28, 1883, and 
Mrs. Roebling was the first woman to cross it. 

Having fulfilled her part in this great work, which marked a new era in the 
history of American engineehng, Mrs. Roebling became prominently identified 

loa 
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with women's literary and patriotic societies. She was a member of Sorosis, 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, the George Washington Memorial 
Association, Society of Daiighters of Holland Dames, Colonial Dames of the 
State of New Jersey, and of the New York Historical Society. She was also a 
member of the New Jersey Board of Lady Managers of the World's Fair, 1893, 
and of the National Board of Lady Managers of the Louisiana Purchsuse 
Exposition. Since her retirement from social life, about two years ago, Mrs. 
Roebling devoted herself to literary work, and only a few days before her death 
publish^ for private circulation a genealogical work of great merit, entitled 
" The Journal of the Reverend Silas Constant,*' a notice of which is given in the 
present number of the Record.

The baptism of 
Tryntje (Catharina), daughter of Martin Cregier, was recorded in the list of 
baptisms of the Ref. Dutch Church of New York, 31 Dec, 1646. She married, 
first, 23 June, 1661, Christoffel Hoogland; married, second, 30 Nov., 1688, 
Roelof Martense Schenck. The parentage, therefore, of Catharina Cregier (or 
Croegers), who married Nicasius de Sille, is still to be discovered.

REPLY. 

ROBBLEE. — Referring to a query on page 66 of the January number of 
the Record, I would suggest that Rooblee is a variation or corruption of the 
French " Rapalie," the name of a Huguenot who fled to Holland, where it was 
spelt Rapalje or Rapelje, under whidi form and that of Rapalye, it appears 
among the early Dutch settlers in America. If "Tappan" could in the course 
of a ^w generations be evolved from "Topham;" if "Avered" could become 
the name of the children of an Everett, and " Savory," with all the variations of 
the second vowel, could develop from the French "Sivret" (through "Sevrit," 
" Sevirit" and "Severy**), as is the case in respect to a lai^e^e numl^r who bear 
my name, although not of kin, the transition from Rapalie to Robblee ought 
not to be considered very far-fetched. A man, not verv literate, settles at a 
distance from his ancestral home; the minister and school-master spell his 
name in their books as it sounds to their ears from his tongue, and his children 
carelessly or ignorantly or from necessity or choice perpetuate the error. I 
think it therefore not unlikely that your enquirer, Mr. Hall, will find his John 
and Thomas Robblee, father and uncle of the Loyolist, who came to Annapolis 
County, Nova Scotia, among the descendants of a Rapalye, of French-Dutch 
descent. a. w. savary.

Collections of the Connecticut Historical Society. Vol. IX. 
Hartford: Published by the Society, 1903. Large 8vo, cloth, pp. x-354. 

When the old Seymour house in Hartford was sold, about fifteen years ago, 
a great part of its contents was disposed of at auction, including boxes and 
trunks full of old papers. Some of these came into the hands of the late Judffe 
Sherman W. Adams, and were found to contain documents of consideraole 
historical value, among them over two hundred original muster and pay rolls of 
Connecticut men serving in the French and Inaian War, 17^5-1761. These 
eventually came into the possession of the Connecticut State Library, and now, 
supplemented by like material from other authentic sources, are being pub- 
lished by the Connecticut Historical Society. The present volume covers the 
period from 1755 ^^ ^757* ^^^ ^^ of great value to historical and genealogical 
students.

The Roberts Family. A Genealogy of Joseph Roberts, of 
Windham* Me. (i8th Century.) By Mrs. Anwrena Grant. 8vo, pamphlet, 
pp. 143. Boston, 1902. 

The author has crowded short records of a large number of Roberts* into 
this pamphlet. It is extensively illustrated with portraits, and contains many 
biographical sketches, but the lack of an index robs the work of much of its 
value. 

Registers of Probate for the County of Suffolk, Mass., 1639- 
1799. By Jo^ T. Hassam, A.M. 8vo. pamphlet, 107 pp. Cambridge: Newbury 
Press, 1902. 

This is a reprint from Proceedings of the Mass. Hist. Society for March, 
1902, and contains the result of the author's researches concerning the Suffolk 
Registry of Probate and those who have administered it from the year 1639 to 
the year 1799. 

A Documentary History of the Dutch Congregation of Oyster 
Bay, Island of Nassau (Now Long Island), New York. By Henry A. 
Stoutenburgh, Glen Head, L. I. Pamphlet, 40 pp. 1902. 

The material for this history has been collected from the old families and 
other publications, the aim of the compiler being to trace the first Dutch settlers 
of Oyster Bay back to the emigrant and forward to the present generation, and 
to perpetuate the memorv of the dear old people and their domestic customs 
through a collection of old documents and family records. Mr. Stoutenburgh is 
doing a most noble work, and we trust these pamphlets will continue to appear 
until they make a large volume. 

Since writing the above. Vol. II of this history has appeared, and relates 
principally to the early Dutch Dominies of Queens County and the officers and 
members of churches under their charge. 

Fifty Years of Historical Work in New Jersey. An Address 
Delivered Before the New Jersey Historical Society at Its Semi-Centennial 
Celebration at Newark May 16, 1895. Bjy William Nelson. With a Bibliography 
of the Society. Paterson, N. J., isi^. 8vo, cloth, portraits, pp. vii-183. 

This volume, though published several years ago, has but recently been 
placed on the Society's shelves, through the courtesy of its author, and we take 
this opportunity to thank Mr. Nelson, and to hold up as an example worthy of 
emulation his zeal in the cause of history and genealogy. 

The Descendants of Nathaniel Clarke and His Wife, Elizabeth 
SoMBRBY,OF Newbury, Mass. A History of Ten Generations, 1642-1902. By 
George Kuhn Clarke, LL.B. 8vo, cloth, pp. 468. Boston: Privately printea, 
1902. 

In the preface the author of this family history says the book is published 
in the hope that it will perpetuate the records of an old New England family 
and interest future generations in their forefathers, and for twenty-five years he 
has labored to make these records as complete and accurate as possible. The 
book is beautifully printed and illustrated and thoroughly indexed. 

History of Northampton, Mass., from its Settlement in 1654. 
By Tames Russell Trumbull. Vol. II. Northampton, 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp.

In our July issue of 1899 ^^ reviewed the first volume of this splendid his- 
tory, which in point of scholarly handling of the subject reminds us of Miss 
Caulkins* histories of Norwich and New London. The author of this work had 
but a common school education, yet his studies were continued through life, 
and, as we said in our previous review, he was eminently fitted for this task. 
About the time of our last writing, July, 1899, he was taken ill and died; but his 
detailed history of Northampton's birth and life was nearly finished, and his 
papers were in such sJiape as to render the editing of the second volume a 
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comparatively simple matter. This task devolved upon two nieces of the 
author, Nancy L. and Anna £. Miller, and they have publi^ed the second 
volume, a counterpart of the first, and there is a third yet to come, if the author's 
original intention of bringing it down to the nineteenth century is to be carried 
out. To give the contents of this volume requires too much room; it must be 
seen to be appreciated, for the details of Northampton's life and birth are given 
admtnuHcB,2Sid the index alone covers 65 double-column pages. 

Medpord in the Revolution. Military History of Medford, 
Mass., 1765-1783. Also Lists of Soldiers and Civil Officers, with Genealogical 
and Biographical Notes. By Helen Tildcn Wild. Medford: J. C. Miller, 
Printer, 1903. 8vo, canvas, pp. 67. 

The title of this valuable little volume gives ample knowledge of the con- 
tents of its pages. The lists of soldiers are arranged alphabetically, and to each 
name is devoted a space of from three to eighteen lines. The author assures 
her readers that she has used no names which are not distinctly credited to 
Medford in town or state archives, or, in a few cases, Records ot Pension or 
War Department. 

ScHUREMANS OF New York. Complied by Richard Wynkoop, of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. Printed by The Knickerbocker Press, New York, 1903. 8vo, cloth, 
pp. 41. 

This work gives an account of Harmen Schuerman,of Manhattan Island, in 
1649, and of his descendants, known as Harmenszens, Schuurmans, Schuremans 
and Schurmans, including Frederick Harmenszen, kiiown at New Rochelle as 
Schuerman, and Dr. Jacob G. Schurman, from Freetown, P. £. I., President of 
Cornell University. 

The introduction gives the coat of arms of Hermann Scuremann, of West- 
phalia, in the year 1300, and mentions Schuremanns and Schuyrmanns of that 
region down to 1485. 

Mention is made also of Friderich von Schurman, of Antwerp, in 1564, 
and of his granddaughter, the famous Anna Maria Schuerman, of Utrecht, 
1607-1678. 

The other line, the Schuremans of New Jersey, beginning with Jacobus 
Schuurman of Three Mile Run, in 1720, is mentioned. Copies may be had of 
Richard Wynkoop, 37 Van Buren Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. Price $2, including 
postage. 

Genealogy of the Descendants of William Chesebrough of 
Boston, Rehoboth, Mass., and the Founder and First White Settler

Ship Arbella (of Gov. John Winthrop's Massachusetts Bay Colony), March 29, 
1630, and Arrived in Salem, Mass., New England, America, June 14, 1630. By 
Anna Chesebrough Wildey. New York: T. A. Wright Press, 1903. 8vo, cloth, 
689 pp., illustrated. 

It required the patience of a woman and the energy and application of a 
bom genealogist to collect and arrange such a mass of records as this volume 
contains. Starting with William Chesebrough, the founder and first white settler 
of Stonington, Conn., Mrs. Wildey has not only traced many branches of thefamily 
down to the present generation, but also the families into which the Chese- 
broughs mamed, until her work is not merely a history of one family, but of 
many families. The book is finely illustrated with family portraits, etc., and the 
Chesebrough coat of arms beautifully illuminated. An appendix contains 
incomplete pedigrees, lineages, war records, deeds, wills, etc., and there is a 
complete index of names of 126 pages. The book is printed from new 
type on ^ood paper, attractively ana substantially bound, and is one of the best 
genealogies that has come to our library.

The compiler of this work is too modest when he says in his preface that he 
has " made a pioneer effort, which, though rough, like all pioneer work, yet has 
a positive value." It certainly has a positive value, but it is by no means rough. 
On the contrary, it is exceedingly well done, and ^ives evidence of great indus- 
tty and a distinct faculty for genealogical and historical research. It is well 
printed and bound, and contains numerous illustrations of unusual interest and 
merit. We predict a great demand for it among members of the Willcomb and 
allied families. 

Irish Rhode Islanders in the American Revolution. With Some 
Mention of Those Serving in the Regiments of Elliott, Lippitt,Topham, Crary, 
Angell, Olney, Greene and Other Noted Commanders, by Thomas Hamilton 
Murray, Secretary-General, American-Irish Historical Society. Providence, 
R. I., 1903. Octavo, cloth, pp. 90. 

The Irishman has plaved an important part in the history of our country, 
not only in recent times in New York City,but in the early days of Massachusetts 
Colonv, Virginia and the settlements along the Hudson. He came over in the 
Mayflower^ he settled at Jamestown, he fought the Indians under Captain 
Brodhead, he followed Collins to Connecticut, and he aided Roger Williams in 
the settlement of Rhode Island and the Providence Plantations. Particularly 
valuable were his services in the Revolutionary War, and in this little volume 
Mr. Hamilton has given much information concerning those of his race who 
helped Rhode Island to act her strenuous role in that conflict. 

The Kelloggs in the Old World and the New. By Timothv 
Hopkins. Sunset Press and Photo-Engraving Company, San Francisco, Cai. 
Three volumes. Crown octavo, cloth, pp. 2321, illustrated. 

This gigantic work, consisting of three large volumes, the last devoted 
entirely to me index, yet embracing over three hundred pages, contains the 
records of nearlv five thousand families and more than twentv-two thousand 
descendants of Martin Kelloeg, of Braintree, England, t^e father of the three 
Kellogg brothers. Lieutenant Joseph, Daniel and Samuel, to whom the Kelloggs 
in this county trace their ancestry. We do not remember to have seen a gene- 
alog[y containing so great a number of descendants as this. Notwithstanding 
the immense size of the work, it has been executed with care and thoroughness, 
and leaves nothing to be desired bv the most exacting genealogist The print- 
ing, paper and binding are excellent, and the index, which is exhaustive as to 
names, comprises also some sixty pages devoted to an index of places. It were 
not to be expected that such a work as this would be the product of the labors 
of a single individual. The compiler acknowledges his indebtedness to the 
Hon. Day Otis Kellogg, who published, in i860, an account of the Kelloggs in 
the New England Reptster; also to William Wallace Kellogg, of Lynn, Mass., 
and to Ruf us Bela Kellogg, of Oakland, Cal. The latter made the first effort to 
collect the records of every branch of the family, and devoted much time to this 
object, but, dying suddenly in iSgitleft his records to fall into the able hands of 
Mr. Timothy Hopkins. The compiler likewise acknowledges great obligation 
to Mr. Francis H. Fuller, of Jamaica Plain, Mass., who went to Europe in 1809, 
and found the will of Martin Kellogg, of Braintree, England, and so proved the 
transatlantic line of descent. 

The Doane Family. Descendants of Deacon John Doane, of 
Plymouth, Mass., and of Dr. John Done, of Maryland. Compiled 
and printed, 1902, by Alfred A. Doane, 136 I Street, Boston, Mass. 8vo, cloth, 
pp. 533, illustrated. Price $5.50. 

The compiler deserves much praise for his painstaking efforts, and it is to 
l>e hoped that a second volume will appear to complete the history of the name. 
A most interesting sketch of the Dones of Cheshire, England, appears, written 
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by Mrs. Sarah Cash, of Delamere, England, a well-known contributor to gene- 
alogical magazines in her country. The connection between the Doanes of 
America and the Denes of Cheshire is not known, but it is a significant fact 
that one of the coats of arms described by Mrs. Cash has the motto ** Crux mihi 
Lux," which might well have been blazoned on the shield of the late Rt. Rev. 
George Washington Doane, Bishop of New Jersey, and on that of his equally 
distinguished sons, the Rt. Rev. Monsignore George Hobart Doane, of Newark, 
N. J., and the Rt. Rev. William Croswell Doane, Bishop of Albany. Limit of 
space prevents the mention of all but a few of the allied families which appear 
in this genealogy, as: Adams, Alexander, Allen, Babcock, Baker, Bartlett, 
Bascom, Bloodgood, Brewster, Chase, Church, Collins, Crocker, Davis, Dean,

Suffolk Deeds. Liber XH. Boston: Rockwell and Churchhill Press, 
1902. 8vo, cloth. Containing the deeds recorded in Suffolk Co., Mass., from 
December, 1680, to July, 1683. Like the previous volumes of these records, this 
publication was authorized by the Board of Aldermen of Boston. 

The index to these records is most complete, including (i) Alphabetical 
Index to Grantors, Date, Name of Grantee and Description of Property 
Conveyed; (2) Index to Grantees; (3) Index to Other Persons; (4) Index to 
Places. 

Preakness and the Preakness Reformed Church, Passaic Co., 
N. J. A History, 1695-1902. With Genealogical Notes, the Records of the 
Church and Tombstone Inscriptions. By George Warne Labaw, Pastor of 
the Church. New York: Boara of Publication of the Reformed Church of 
America, 1902. Svo, cloth, 350 pp. Price, $2.50; postage, i6cts. 

This most excellent and carefully prepared history covers a period from 
the earliest settlements in Preakness ana vicinity to the present time. Copious 
genealogical notes on various families identified with the neighborhood, church 
memberehip roll, marriages, baptisms, deaths, and all the tombstone inscriptions 
in the cemeteries about the church and in the private burying grounds m the 
vicinity, make this work exceedingly interesting and valuable. The book is 
well printed, well indexed, and is a credit to the compiler and an honor to the 
officers of the church who saw the importance of keeping records and kept 
them. 

The Life and Career of Major John Andr&, Adjutant-General 
OF the British Army in America. Bv Winthrop Sargent New edition, 
with notes and illustrations. Edited by William Abbott. Svo, cloth, pp. viii- 
543. New York, 1902. 

This is an enlarged and carefully edited new edition of Winthrop Sargent's 
** Life and Career of Major Andr^." Mr. Abbott has not only added much to 
the text, but has contributed numerous interesting illustrations, including fac- 
simile reproductions of letters, etc. All that is known of Andre's genealogy is 
included m the work, and the whole is well printed and thoroughly indexed. 

The following illustrations are of interest: Portraits of Anna Seward, 
Honora Sneyd, Andre's Prison at Tappan, Monument at Place of Execution, 
Tappan, Andre's Monument in West Minster Abbey, and a fine map of 
Andre's route from Smith*s house, where he left Arnold, to the place ot his 
capture. The edition is limited to 500 copies, seventy-five on large paper.

The Underbill Society have just reprinted this quaint old book iTifac'Simile 
complete, the title page of which we copy above. Aside from its historic value 
it is very interesting reading, though written more than two and a half centuries 
ago. 

Ecclesiastical Records of the State of New York. Published 
by the State under the supervision of Hugh Hastings, State Historian. 
Albany, 1901. 8vo, cloth. Two volumes, pp. 1442, illustrated. 

These two volumes present the ecclesiastical history of New York, em- 
bracing every denomination, for the first half of the colonial period, or 
from 1628 to 1 701, as it is told by the original documents found in the 
archives of the State and in those of Amsterdam and the Hague, in Hol- 
land. They contain the fundamental facts relating to the religious history 
of the colony and shed light upon many obscure situations. They also 
represent much of the secular history of the time, for the civil, social 
and ecclesiastical histories of the colony were closely blended. The value 
of original documents to the historian canoot be overestimated, and we are 
convinced that these records will form a noteworthy addition to the ma- 
terials already collected for his use. To the genealogist also these volumes 
must prove valuable, since the names of residents of the several towns in 
the colony continually appear as petitioners, or otherwise in the documents. 
It is proper to add that while the work has been issued under the name 
of the State Historian, as the law required, the task of collecting and trans- 
lating the numerous documents found in Holland has been conducted by 
the Rev. Edward T. Corwin, D.D., the learned compiler of the Manual of the 
Reformed Church in America,vrhich we noticed in our last issue. 

The Clarke Families of Rhode Island. A Compilation of the 
Descendants of: I, Joseph Clarke, of Westerly; II, Jeremiah 
Clarke, of Newport; III, John Clarke, of Newport; IV, Lawrence 
Clarke, of Newport; V, Abraham Clarke, of Bristol; VI, John 
Clarke, of Westerly; VII, Ephraim and Ichabod Clarke, of 
Westerly; VIII, Ephraim, Ichabod and Samuel Clarke, of Cumber- 
land; IX, Timothy Clarke, of Bristol. By George Austin Morrison, Jr. 
Press of the Evening Post, New York, igo2. Quarto, 8x11, cloth, pp 337. 

This handsome volume, one of a limited edition of one hundred and fifty 
copies, is a welcome addition to our librarv. With its broad pages, clear type, 
fine paper and exhaustive index, it worthily presents the history of a family to 
which not only the State of Rhode Island, but the whole country, is much 
indebted — a family of which Dr. John Clarke, the author of " 111 News from New 
En£[land,'* and the father of the settlement of Newport, R. I., was the most 
distmguished member. An interesting sketch of this great man is given, and 
his services in securing to Rhode Island the first charter of civil and religious 
liberty ever granted, as well as his life-long efforts in behalf of freedom of 
conscience, are clearly stated. Unhappily Dr. Clarke had no surviving chil- 
dren, and the family to which he belonged was continued by his brother Joseph, 
of Westerly, whose descendants occupy the greater part of the volume. The 
important family of Jeremiah Clarke, of Newport, is fully carried out as far as 
the fourth generation, and other Clarke families of Rhode Island, as the titles 
indicates, are also given, the most of whom the author suspects belong to the 
family of Joseph, of Westerly, or to that of Jeremiah, of Newport Forty-three 
unplaced Clarke families have been added, as well as such data relating to the 
Clarke genealogies of Rhode Island as a twelve years* search among the 
records of that State has disclosed, so that the book is a thesaurus for future 
family historians to draw from. The work shows the exercise of a critical 
judgment and a pains-taking accuracy, and must add to the reputation of its 
author. 
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Genealogy of Some of the Vail Family Descended from 
Jeremlah Vail, at Salem, Mass., 1639. By Henry H. Vail. Printed at 
New York in 1902 by Theodore L. DeVinne and Company. Large octavo, 
7x 10, cloth, pp. 372. Price $5.00. 

It is a pleasure to be able to commend this volume, not only for its tasteful 
appearance, but also for its literary merit — ^a matter which is not sufficiently 
considered by many of our genealog[ical compilers. The work gives a fuller 
account of the descendants of Jeremiah Vail than the title would seem to indi- 
cate, and happily describes the leading events in the lives of the more prominent 
of his descendants. In the introduction there is a sketch of the late Alfred Vail, 
of Morristown, N. J., a co-worker with Professor Morse in the invention of the 
electro-magnetic telegraph, who spent many years in collecting materials for 
the history of the Vails in America. The author acknowledges his indebtedness 
to the labors of Mr. Vail, and wishes it to be understood that his work includes 
only a portion of the genealogies to be found in the Alfred Vail papers, which 
are now in the possession of the New York Genealogical and Biographiod 
Society. These papers were given to the Society by Mr. Henry H. Vail, 
together with an index prepared by him, and contain full records of many 
families descended from or connected with the Vail family. An elaborate 
index, including one of the names of places, accompanies this work, and adds 
to its value. In many respects the book is a model for genealogical compilers 
to follow. 

The Journal of the Reverend Silas Constant, Pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at Yorktown, New York, with Some of the 
Records of the Church and a List of His Marriages, i 784-1825, 
together with Notes on the Nelson, Van Courtlandt, Warren and 
Some Other Families Mentioned in the Journal. By Emily Warren 
Roebling. Edited b^ Josiah Granville Leach, LL.B. Printed for private cir- 
culation by J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia, 1903. Quarto, 10 x 7, cloth, 
pp. XV-561, illustrated. 

This sumptuous volume, printed with the utmost taste and profusel)r illus- 
trated with rich photo-engravings, is a memorial to an obscure country minister 
in no way related to the compiler. It therefore signally manifests a truth which 
should be more widely known — that genealogy is a humane and unselfish study, 
and that the genealogist does not confine his labors to his own kindred, but 
generously interests himself in others. The Journal of the Reverend Silas 
Constant is the simple record of his ministrations — the texts of his sermons, the 
places where he preached, the families he visited and the marriages he solemn- 
ized. Devoid of interest to the general reader, as it may at first appear, we 
doubt whether anything has yet been published which portrays so tully the 
daily life of a country parson of one hundred years ago. But to the genealogist 
i>[it Journal is a mine of information concerning a part of the State of New York 
which is deficient in sources of genealogical information, and its value to him 
has been greatly enhanced by the addition of copious notes — nearly four hun- 
dred in number — giving the history and genealogy of many of the families 
mentioned in its pages. Among the families most often mentioned are those of 
Depew, Fowler, Haight, Horton, Hyatt, Knapp, Lane, Lee, Lickey, Matthews, 
Purdy, Tompkins and Travis. 

To the Journal has been added an appendix containing notes on some of 
the descendants of John Nelson, ancestor of the Nelsons of Westchester, 
Dutchess and Putnam Counties, N. Y.; a complete genealogy of the male 
descendants of Olaf Stevenson Van Courtlandt as far as the nfth generation, 
which is contributed by Mrs. Catharine T. R. Matthews; some of the descend- 
ants of Samuel Warren, who appeared in Westchester County about 1728, and a 
sketch of the life of Major-General Gouvemeur Kemble Warren, together with 
the findings of the court of inc^uiry as to his conduct in the battle of Five Forks. 
A complete index finishes this notable contribution to the genealogical history 
of Westchester County, N. Y. 

Since writing the above notice, the sad intelligence has been received of 
the death of Mrs. Washington A. Roebling, the generous compiler of The 
Journal of the Rev. Silas Constant, Let this work be counted among the num- 
ber of her good deeds, and may it prove to be a lasting memorial of her. 
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ASA FITCH AND HIS ANCESTRY. 



By Abbib M. Fitch-Andrews. 



Asa Fitch, Physician and Naturalist, was bom February 24, 
1809, at Fitch's Point, Salem, N. Y. He was the sixth child of 
Hon. Asa Fitch and Abigail Martin. 

The family is descended from Rev. James Fitch, of Bocking, 
Essex Co., England, who, " after he had been most excellently 
taught the learned languages, came into New England at the 
age of sixteen, spent seven years under the instruction of those 
famous men, Thomas Hooker and Stone of Hartford, and was 
installed pastor at Saybrook, Conn., 1646." In addition to the 
duties to his own flock, "by whom he was dearly loved," he 
" took a deep interest in the moral, spiritual and temporal welfare 
of the Indians;" mastered their primitive tongue; in which he 
instructed them in the Christian faith, and gained their respect 
and confidence by his practical deeds of kindness; "was chap- 
lain of several expeditionary forces of the colonists during King 
Philip's war of 1675-6." He removed with the major portion of 
his congregation to Norwich, Conn., in 1660, and was one of the 
original proprietors of the town and its first minister. At the age 
of seventy-nine he was stricken with palsy and incapacitated for 
further active work, and died at Lebanon November 18, 1702. 
His tombstone states: " He was a man, as to the smartness of his 
genius, the solidity of his judgment, his charitv, holy labors and 
every kind of purity of life, and also as to his skill and energy of 
preaching, inferior to none." 

He married first Abigail, daughter of Rev. Henry and Dorothy 
JSheafife) Whitfield, who were among the first settlers of Guilford, 
Dj whom he had six children, all bom in Saybrook. Bv his second 
wife, Priscilla Mason, daughter of Major John and Anne (Peck) 
Mason, he had eight children, all bom in Norwich. 

Samuel, the second son of Rev. James and Abigail Whitfield 
Fitch, married Mary Brewster, daughter of Benjamin Brewster 
and Ann Darbe* (according to Fitch family records), grand-

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daughter of Jonathan and Lucretia (Oldham) Brewster, great- 
srand-daughter of Elder William Brewster, pilgrim of the 
Mayflower, 

Tabez, the sixth son of Samuel and Ann (Darby) Pitch, mar- 
ried Anna, daughter of Joseph Knowlton. " Jabez ritch was for 
a long series of years a very worthy, much respected and sub- 
stantial citizen of Norwich." 

Dr. Peletiah, second son of Tabez and Anna (Knowlton) Fitch 
married Elizabeth (daughter of Samuel) Burrows, of Groton, Conn. 
Practiced his profession first in Norwich; removed to Noank, 
where he acquired a still more extensive practice, and was Justice 
of the Peace and Land Surveyor. Moved in 1774 to Halifax, Vt., 
and was there appointed First Tudge of Cumberland Co., N. Y., 
now Windham and Windsor Counties, Vt. He removed soon 
after, and settled permanently in New Perth, now Salem, N. Y. 
He was an ardent patriot. He served in Webster's Regt. N. Y. 
militia, and at his own expense ec^uipped four sons for service 
in the Revolution. He was appointed by the State authorities 
** Commissioner for Detecting Conspiracies Against the Liberties 
of America." 

Hon. Asa Fitch, M.D., seventh son of Dr. Peletiah, married 
Abigail, third daughter of Col. Adam and Abigail ^Cheney) 
Martin. At the age of sixteen he enlisted, and servea in Capt 
A. Livingston's company, in guarding the northern frontier 
against the incursions from Canada. He studied under his father 
and Dr. Philip Smith, and commenced the practice of medicine at 
Duanesburgh, N. Y. He returned to Salem in 1795, ^^^ Pur- 
chased the property since known as Fitch's Point. Here he 
acquired an extensive professional practice. His large and well- 
selected medical librarv and anatomical museum brought a large 
number of students to him for instruction. He was instrumentol 
in organizing the Washington County Medical Society, and its 
President for twenty years. He was a Justice of the Peace for 
eleven years, when he was advanced to County Judge. He was 
elected a member of Conn'ess, and took his seat in that bod^ at 
the openincf of the session November 4, 18 14. At the expiration 
of his term he decidedly refused a renomination. He was elected 
the first President of the County Agricultural Society, and was one 
of the Vice-Presidents of the State Temperance Society when it 
was formed. He was stronglv attached to Freemasonnr, and suc- 
ceeded Ezra Ames and De Witt Clinton as Grand Hicfh Priest of 
the Royal Arch Chapter of the State. He was an elder of the 
Presbyterian Church for many years, and a prominent lay-mem- 
ber of the Troy Presbytery, ana repeatedly its delegate to the 
General Assembly. H!e died Augiist 34, 1843. 

Prof. Asa Fitch, M. D., the subject of this sketch, received his 
preparatory education at the academies in Salem, N. Y., and 
Bennington, Vt. He early developed a taste for botany and 
zoology, and at the age of fifteen had so far advanced in the 
former as to arrange in scientific order the collection of his pre- 
ceptor. His father had designed him to follow a profession, but, 
having in mind the practical instruction he so much desired in 
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natural sciences, he chose a course at the Rensselaer school, now 
the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute in Troy, in preference to a 
coUeee routine, and gpraduated therefrom in 1827, and from Rut- ^ ^"^^ 
gers Medical College in 1829 with the degree of M. D. The fol- 
lowing year he accepted the position of assistant professor of 
natural history for tne Rensselaer school expedition from New 
York to Lake Erie. There he left the party and travelled 
through the Western states to Missouri collecting minerals, 
plants and insects. He returned in 1831 and commenced the 
practise of medicine in Port Miller, where, Nov. 15^ 1832, he mar- 
ried Elizabeth, only daughter of John McNeil of Stillwater, N. Y., 
and Sarah Pattison, daughter of Thomas Pattison and Elizabeth 
Ashton, daughter of John Ashton of Lincolnshire, Eng., and 
Ballston. N. Y. He removed soon after to Stillwater where his 
few protessional duties gave him liberty to devote much time to 
his favorite pursuits. In the spring of 1838, he returned to Salem 
to take charge of the paternal estate his father had become too 
feeble to manage. 

In 1841, the Washington County Agricultural Society was or- 
ganized, and Dr. Pitch was chosen Secretary. To his manage- 
ment was due its quick success and popularitv, and in 1848 he 
was elected president of the Society. Meanwhile he was engaged 
by the State Ac^cultural Society to make a copiplete survey of 
the agricultural resources of Washington Countv, in which work 
he was emploved nearly three years. The result of this survey 
was published in 1848 and 1849 in the Transactions of the State 
Society. This required a report upon " the date of the first set- 
tlement of the towns and from whence the settlers came." This 
part of his report proved to be of general interest and led to his 
election as corresponding member of the New York, and honor- 
ary member of the New Jersey Historical Society. During this 
research he became aware of the importance of local history and 
acquired the habit of gathering from every person he met, all the 
information possible concerning families and their antecedents, 
and all incidents of note prior to, and connected with, the war of 
the Revolution. Some of the information thus obtained he sub- 
sequently printed, but much is still unpublished. 

In the second number of the American Quarterly Journal of 
Agriculture and Science for 1845, appeared an illustrated article 
from his pen on " Insects of the Genus Cecidomyie," followed by 
one on "The Wheat Midge;" in 1846 another upon the "Hessian 
Fly," and in 1 847 another still upon the " Winter Insect of Eastern 
New York," describing eight new species. In the Transactions 
of the State Agricultural Society for 1847, he gave an account of 
the "Currant- worm and its MoA." This, with a beautifully en- 
graved colored plate, received marked attention in foreign 
scientific journals, by which he became favorably known among 
the entomologists of the time. He was also employed at this 

geriod in collecting and naming the insects of the State for the 
tate cabinet natural history, and in 1851 he furnished a descrip- 
tive catalogue for the Report of the Regents of the University 
upon the New York insects of the order Homoptera. 
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In 1854, an appropriation having been made for the purpose 
he was appointea State Entomologist, being the first to serve in 
this office. He then withdrew from all other emplojrment and 
dilligently applied himself to this work. The results of his 
investigations were published yearljr under the title " Report on 
the Noxious, Beneficial and other insects of the State of New 
York." Fourteen of these were published, and were received 
with marked attention and approbation both in this country and 
abroad. He was elected a member of, and received a diploma 
from the entomological societies of Philadelphia, France, Ger- 
many and Russia, and a gold medal was bestowed upon him by 
the Imperial and Central Agricultural Society of France. During 
this period he also contributed articles to agricultural publica- 
tions. Among them "A Brief account of the most important 
injurious insects of the U. S." illustrated and published in the 
Annual Register of Rural aflEairs, was ^terward issued in pamph- 
let form for the use of students. The duties of his office and the 
labor required in investigation of insect life became too arduous 
in his advancing years and he resigned his position as State 
Entomologist in 1873. 

For many years, as ojmortunity presented, he had been col- 
lecting a great amount 01 information upon the Fitch family and 
others connected with it. He now devoted the major part of his 
time to compiling and arrangino^ for publication " Records of the 
Fitch Family" in America and England. This has yet to be 
published. The variety and amount of work he accomplished 
during his life seems incredible to those who still remember him. 
But while yet a student he had planned this life work, which he 
computed, if performed within the allotted age of man, must re- 
duce the number of hours usually alloted to sleep. He experi- 
mented to determine this, and found that with five hours sleep 
nightly, he could maintain a healthy body and mind. This was 
his habit, though during his busiest seasons they were often 
reduced to two or three. In 1859, he contracted pneumonia 
which left him with impaired lungs. To his knowledge of 
medicine and the care he took of his person was due the pro- 
longation of his life to seventy years, — a life in which he made 
the most of the talents that were given him, and typical of the 
christian faith he professed. 



THE OLD WHITE CHURCH IN SALEM, N. Y. 
By Dr. Asa Fitch, M. D. 






An Address Delivered by Him at the Centenaay Celebration op 
THE First Presbyterian Church in Salem, N. Y., 1864. 



This church was bom and passed the period of its infancy in 
another hemisphere, upon the other side of the broad ocean, and 
it would have been quite as appropriate, perhaps more so, for us 
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to have observed the centenary year of its birth, July 23rd, 175 1, 
in commemoration of the date when this congrec^ation was first 
organized and had a pastor installed over it at Bsalibay in North 
Ireland, or the year 1764, the centennial anniversary of its emigra- 
tion to this country, as this present year which is the centennial 
of its settlement in this place. The church owes its ori^n to the 
"New Lig^ht heresies," as they were termed— certain Armenian 
and Pelagian errors — which were entertained by the ministers of 
several of the Presbyterian churches of Scotland and Ireland 
toward the middle of the last century, and which caused the 
Associate Church to separate itself from the established church of 
those countries. The germ from which the church here in Salem 
first started we find stated in the following words: "Near 200 
families of Presbyterians in and about Monaghan and Ballibay, 
did, about the year 1748, leave their former teachers, because 
they could not find themselves edified by them, nor believe some 
things they taueht." These families forwarded a petition to the 
Associate burgher Presbytery of Glasgow in Scotland earnestly 
soliciting a supply of preaching. This and similar petitions from 
several other places in Ireland came before the Presbytery at its 
meeting in Sterling, June 27, 1749, whereupon the Presbytery 
appointed I'homas Clark, a i>robationer who had lately been 
licensed by them, to go as a missionary to Ireland, and preach to 
the severaj congregations which had thus applied to Presbytery. 
Mr. Clark thus became the instrument by which the Salem cnurch 
Was first gathered and organized, and subsequently transplanted 
from its ori^nal soil to this place, and was nourished and watered 
by his ministrations, during the first thirty-three years of its 
existence, until it had become thrifty, vigorous and self-sustain- 
ing. And seldom has a church had a founder, a father, so able, 
so devoted to its service, and who has done such things for it, 
whereby he is entitled to have his memory respected by us, and 
his name preserved in perpetual remembrance. 

We have reason for thinking that Dr. Clark was bom in Gallo- 
way, in the Southwest part of Scotland, near the English border. 
His education was most thorough and extensive. His scholastic 
studies were finished at the university of Glasgow, where he 
graduated. He then went through with a full course of medical 
studies, and being examined by the faculty of medicine and sur- 

i^ery they conferred their diploma u^n him, whereby he became 
icensed and authorized to engage in the practice of medicine. 
It was from that he obtained the title of "Doctor" by which he 
was everywhere designated. After being thus amply grounded 
in the literature and science of the schools of that day he com- 
menced the study of theology and was licensed April, 1748. The 
record of his appointment, dated June 27, 1749, states that the 
Presbytery upon considering the petitions and supplications now 
lying before them from several congregations in Ireland for 
supply of preaching, they appointed Thomas Clark, Probationer 
under their inspection, to repair to the kingdom of Ireland and 
preach in the congregations which have thus apjjlied. He entered 
upon the missionary labors which were thus assigned to him, with 

iia 
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devoted zeal and faithfulness, and preached his first discourse at 
Ballibay (the original seat of our Salem congregation,) on the 3rd 
of July, 1749, and was ordained and installed over ttiat church 
on the 23d of July, 1751. This is therefore the date when this 
organization became fully organized and recognized by the 
Synod as a regularly constituted church. 

The clergymen with whom he came in opposition, and their 
friends, as may well be supposed, could not passively submit to 
see their former hearers leave them and attach themselves to one 
whom they regarded as an intruder. One of them having assailed 
him in print, he speedily prepared and published a pamphlet in 
reply. This pamphlet of upward of one hundred pages undoubt- 
edly added greatljr to Dr. Clark's previous reputation and aided in 
ms^ing the principles of the Associate Synod more widelv and 
favorably known m those parts of Ireland than they haa pre- 
viously been, and increased numbers left their former teachers 
and resorted to him, whereby the enmity of some of his opponents 
became excited to the highest pitch, and they determined to 
break him down and expel him from the country. It had become 
known to them that Dr. Clark entertained scruples with regard 
to taking the abjuration oath in the manner prescribed by law, 
namely, Djr kissing the bible. Therefore, by obtaining a warrant 
against him as ^ing a person disaffected to the government, 
they could .have him committed to prison until he should purge 
himself of disloyalty by taking this oath. The plot was kept 
a profound secret while they were awaiting for some favorable 
opportunity to serve the warrant, when Dr. Clark should be at a 
distance from Ballibay, they evidently being fearful that, if the 
attempt was made to arrest him there in the midst of his friends, 
the most deplorable consequences might result. At length it 
became known that Dr. Clark was to preach and moderate a call 
for a pastor in the church at Newbliss. Nine months had passed 
since the warrant had been obtained, and if this opportunity was 
not embraced, it was uncertain when another would occur. They 
reached Newbliss, entered the church while the public services 
were in progress, and arrested Dr. Clark just as he had closed his 
sermon, "mien the day of trial arrived the judges on coming to 
examine the warrant upon which he had been committed found it 
to be defective and insufficient for detaining him and ordered his 
release. A new writ was obtained against him on which he was 
soon after arrested and again imprisoned. We do not find an^ 
indication of the number of months he remained in prison at this 
time, or the manner in which he obtained his release, but no 
further attempts appear to have been made to harrass him in the 
courts of law, or otherwise interrupt him in the discharge of his 
ministerial duties. 

The several months of imprisonment to which the arbitrary 
laws of the country had subjected him, because he could not 
violate the dictates of his conscience, was so vexatious and unjust 
that it served to wean him and a large portion of his flock from 
their attachment to the land of their birth, and induced them to 
seek a new home in the wilds of America, where they could enjoy 
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their religious sentiments free from the strong arm of civil 
authority in which they were so stringently held in their native 
land. Preliminary to this important step, Dr. Clark had been in 
correspondence with Hon. Robert Harper of Columbia College 
in the city of New York, and had furnished him with the names 
of one hundred families in North Ireland who were desirous of 
coming to America. Mr. Harper obtained a warrant from the 
Governor to survey and lay off a tract of 40,000 acres from the 
ungranted lands north of Kingsbury and Queensberry and 
around the head of Lake George on which to locate these fam- 
ilies. Thereupon he and those who had decided to accompany 
him made the final arrangements for their departure. His last 
discourse in Ballibay was preached from I Cor. 11, 3: "I was with 
you in weakness, in fear and in much trembling," — a passage 
which, he says, in a letter to them long afterwards, "contains the 
history of my six years sojourning with you." And in the following 
devout terms he briefly relates the voyage across the Atlantic of 
the Pilgrim fathers 01 Salem: "May loth, 1764, we sailed from 
Newry. The all-gracious God carried three hundred of us safe 
over the devouring deep, in the arms of His mercy. Praised be 
his name! We arrived safe at New York, July aSth." 

While the colony was resting in New York it would seem that 
the men were tampered with by some land agent, or person, who 
was interested in procuring settlers to locate upon a tract in 
Carolina. Several families separated from the colony and went 
to Abbeville District, S. C, where they became settled at Cedar 
Spring and its vicinity. The main body continued together, 
under Dr. Clark's advice and guidance, and came up the Hudson 
river with him to Stillwater. The arrival and temporary sojourn 
of Dr. Clark with his company of emigrants in Stillwater was an 
event well remembered by the old people who were living there 
a few years since. Such a number of families suddenly arriving 
in the town and of a character so unlike the other settlers who 
were locating in the country around, such strict observers of the 
Sabbath, so exemplary in their deportment, such gjreat readers 
and so well supplied with books, was so extraordinary that it 
caused quite a sensation. Some of the company passed the first 
winter after their arrival upon, or in, the neighborhood of the 
tract at Lake George. They were probably employed in one of 
the parties of lumbermen which were accustomed to pass the 
winters upon the upper parts of the Hudson river in obtaining 
logs for the Stillwater saw-mills. The winter was one of unusual 
severity, and they brought back such a dismal report of the bleak, 
dreary aspect of that rugged, inhospitable region, its vast forests 
of gloomy hemlocks, the deep snows and intense cold thev had 
there encountered, that the colony became disheartenea and 
averse to settling there. Dr. Clark, moreover, learned from 
persons in whose intelligence and iudgment he could confide, 
that the locality was a most undesirable one. Therefore, although 
Mr. Harper on the 15th of the following May, 1765, obtained 
a grant of four hunared acres to each familv, they preferred 
abandoning the tract entirely, if some more favorable location 
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could be anywhere secured. Dr. Clark accordingly examined 
the lands through all this part of the state. 

In his exploration of this region he visited and preached^ in 
the Spring of 1765, the first sermon ever delivered in the present 
town of Salem. James Turner's house was the only one then 
erected in this beautiful valley where the town of Salem now 
stands. His log cabin stood on the spot now occupied by the 
Ondawa House. In this cabin on a Sabbath day Dr. Clark 
preached to a few individuals gathered from isolated dwellings in 
this section of the country. One of his hearers, the mother of 
Chief Justice Savaee, then a girl, to be present had that morning 
walked through the woods from her father's dwelling, seven 
miles distant, on the way passing but one house with a small 
clearing around it. Having s^ent the spring and summer in 
traveling to and fro, examinmg the numerous tracts of unsettled 
lands in this section of the State and learning the posture in which 
the titles to them stood. Dr. Clark's mind became fixed upon 
Salem as being the most desirable location for his people any- 
where to be met with. The quality of its soil, the beauty of its 
situation, the purity of the water, the salubrity of the air untainted 
with any miasm exhaling from swamps, were doubtless prominent 
considerations which influenced him to prefer this spot. He 
learned there was here a tract of 25,000 acres which had been 
granted the year before (Aug. 7, 1764) to Alexander Turner and 
twenty-four others residing in Pelham, Mass., who had conveyed 
12,000 acres of the tract to Oliver Delancy and Peter Dubois, two 
gentlemen in New York City, and the tract had been surveyed 
and marked off into small lots of 88 acres each. Thus everything 
was here in readiness for settlers. 

Dr. Clark hoped he might be able to make some arrangements 
with the two gentlemen in New York whereby his company 
of emigrants could immediately come and locate upon these 
lands. He accordingly went to New York on this important 
errand. On conferring with Delancy and Dubois he appears to 
have experienced difficulty in persuading them to make the 
lands over on such low terms as he desired, but in the end he was 
highly successful, having induced the two gentlemen to convey to 
him their 12,000 acres wholly free of any charge for five years, 
after which a yearly rent of one shilling per acre was to be paid. 
Before leaving New York, Dr. Clark procured blank deeds where- 
with in a more convenient and businesslike manner to convey his 
lands to settlers. In these deeds the name New Perth was first 
bestowed upon the place. The New England settlers who a few 
years after so briskly competed with the Scotch and Irish settlers 
for the ascendency in the town, ignored this name, and in their 
deeds and other documents the place is called White Creek. 
But, it having grown to be the most populous place in the 
county, the Legislature, March 2nd, 1774, erected it into a town- 
ship named New Perth, thus establishing this as its legal name, 
which it held during the period of the revolutionary war and 
until the act was passed dividing the whole State into counties 
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and towns, March 7, 1788, when the name was chansfed to Salem.* 
Great, no doubt, was the joy of the colony in Stillwater upon 
Dr. Clark's return from New York with the glad tidings that he 
had obtained the land upon such terms that they could all repair 
to them at once, without money and without price, and commence 
clearing and improving them. And impatiently, no doubt, did 
they await for the following winter to pass away, that they might 
come to this place and commence the pleasantest work of their 
lives, preparing homes for themselves and their descendants upon 
lands of their own. It was arranged that they should leave their 
families where they were, in and around Stillwater, through the 
following summer, whilst the men would come here (30 miles 
away, in the depths of the forest) as early as possible in the 
spring and select his farm and clear and bum over as much land 
as possible in season to put in a crop of com. They would then 
j[in midsummer) go back to Stillwater to assist the people there 
in haying and harvest, and then return here, harvest their com 
in autumn and put in a crop of wheat, each one building a log 
cabin into which to move with his family in the spring of the 
following year. 

In pursuance of this arrangement, early in the spring of 1766 
Dr. Clark and a number of the men of his colony came into the 
town. Their first business on reaching the place would be to 
erect a log house in which to deposit their provisions and bag- 
eage, and where they could sleep at night without being in danger 
from the wild beasts of the forest, which house would also serve 
for the future residence of Dr. Clark. It was no doubt at this 
time, therefore, and under these circumstances, that the first par- 
sonage in the town was built, it thus being the fourth building 
which was put up in the town. It stood opposite the old grave- 
yard, on the spot where the dwelling of Franklin Stevens now 
stands, the fine spring of water near by havin^^ caused this site to 
be preferred. A fi'ame house afterwards built on the same spot 
by the coneregation continued to be the parsona^ during the 
pastorate of Rev. James Proudfit. The first death in the colony, 
of which the remembrance is now preserved, was that of one of 
the elders of the church, James Harsha, who, after a protracted 
and painful illness, died at Stillwater, about a year after the 
arrival in this country. He expired, writes Dr. Clark, jojrfuUy 
singing Ps. 73: 26, 27. He had obtained a farm in Stillwater, 
intending to remain there. Of his three sons, one was many 
years a resident of Salem, and one remained upon the Stillwater 
farm some forty years, when he disposed of it and came to Agyle, 
where his brothers had become located and where several of their 
descendants now reside. Among the descendants have been three 
clergymen of the Associate Reformed Church, and a fourth is the 
compiler of several popular religious works. It was this year 
(1766]! that the first meeting-house was built— the first structure 
of this kind in the county, and indeed in all the region north 
from Albany to the Canada Une. Whilst the men were employed

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in building cabins for their future homes, and in clearing the 

f round immediately around these cabins, they upon specified 
ays left their cabins and came together to engage m putting up 
this house of worship, the site of which was a few rods south of 
the *'01d Meeting-House," as it is called, which is now standing 
in the south suburb of the village, the dwelling of Joseph Kelly 
now occupjring the spot on which this first meeting-house stood. 
It was built of logs, and was said to have been the largest log 
house which was anywhere to be seen in the country in its day. 
It was some 40 feet in length, and was built of smallish round 
logs 10 or 13 inches in diameter — such as the men could bring 
together by hand, having no teams to aid them in the work — the 
large crevices between the logs having been filled with clay while 
the building was occupied. It had no floor. The seats were rough 
benches, made from logs split asunder and elevated from the 
ground upon blocks. It was roofed with black ash bark, which 
had been peeled from the trees in strips about 4 feet long and 
flattened by stones or other weights placed upon them whilst 
they were drying, this bark being laid in overlapping rows upon 
poles underneath, with the rougfi side up, and held in place by 
poles on top of the roof running its whole length, with their ends 
notched into the shorter upper logs at each end of the building. 
A log house, the first one in the town, was also erected, probably 
at the same time, upon the side of the highway, opposite to the 
church. The road then ran at the foot of ^e hill, on the opposite 
side of the meeting-house from where it now passes, and across 
this road, opposite to the church, the school-house was built. 

The next year (1767) is the era of the general settlement of 
Salem, the families of Dr. Clark's colony moving up from Still- 
water and occupying the cabins which had been prepared for 
them, whereby every district and section of the town then became 
more or less inhabited. A few of the families of the company, 
however, remained in Stillwater, having during the eighteen or 
twenty months of their tarrying there formed such local attach- 
ments as constrained them to continue there and forego the 
important advantages which were enjoyed in this town; for 
when their expectations of settling upon the tract at Lake 
George were dashed, many of the companjr despaired of ever 
reaching their original purpose of locating in a Dody together. 
They supposed they would be obliged each one to seek and 
secure for himself a residence and future home wherever it 
could be found, and the colony would thus become broken up 
and scattered asunder. Some of its members, therefore, wearied 
with remaining longer in uncertainty and with such doubt im- 
pending over the future, availed themselves of favorable oppor- 
tunities which presented for obtaining a house and land, gladly 
terminating their state of anxiety and suspense in which they had 
been held. 

Elder Harsha*s arrangements for remaining in Stillwater 
hav e already been noticed. Pour other families of the company 
are known to have made similiar arrangements, whereby they 
also continued to reside there. As an evidence of the superior 
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character of this colony of emigrants, it may be remarked, that 
one of those who remained in Stillwater, John Thompson, brother 
of elder Wm. Thompson, subsequently rose to be one of the most 
distinguished men of Saratoga County. Although he was not 
educated to the legal profession, he was a member of Congress 
three terms, and was First Judge of the County for a period of 
eighteen years. The first family of the company which reached 
here was that of John Lytle, who arrived May 7th, there being only 
three families settled in the town when he came, namely, James 
Turner, who has already been mentioned, Joshua Conkey, who 
resided a mile from Mr. Turner, up White Creek on the Chester 
Billings place, and David Webb, who lived on the hills, south of 
the village where Ebenezer Rich now resides. Hamilton McCol- 
lister was also here, a single man at that date, clearing and im- 
proving a farm for his future residence. He and the two first 
named were from Pelham, Mass.; and Webb is thought to have 
come from New England, but is said to have been a wild disso- 
lute man who was never of any account in the town. John Lytle 
had taken the lot adjoining Andrew Lytle on the norui, and his 
cabin stood on the road to Shusban where the old buildings next 
bevond P. F. Park's residence now stand. This cabin was prob- 
ably a fair specimen of the dwellings of the fathers of the town, 
the first summer of their settlement here. It was built of small 
logs with wide open cracks, between them to be filled with clay 
on the approach of cold weather. It had no floor or chimney, 
and by way of a fire-place was a large flat stone leaning against 
the logs on one side of the enclosure. Yet univiting as it was, 
Mrs. Lytle on first entering it with her infant in her arms, 
danced around and around it, so overjo^^ed was she to set foot in 
a house she could call her own. How little do we who are now 
enpoying our comfortable homes, surrounded with nearly every- 
thing which we can desire to make life pleasant to us; how little 
do we think of the discomforts, the perils, the hardships and 
privations of those who a century ago were living where we live, 
and who toiled their lives away in subduing the wilderness and 
adapting the place for the abode of a civilized people. And 1767 
is also memorable as the year in which regular preaching of the 
gospel on the Sabbath was commenced in the town. Before the 
end of May, such a number of families had arrived that divine 
worship in the meeting-house was commenced. No formalities 
were had for organizing the church here — no admitting of mem- 
bers or electing of trustees. The comi)any was already a per- 
fectly organized religious society with its pastor, its elders and 
its members all regularly constituted. Dr. Clark had never re- 
signed, nor had tne Presbytery released him from his pastoral 
charge over these people, and their church membership had not 
been interrupted; they had taken no letters of dismission where- 
with to join another church. He was their pastor, they were his 
flock, the same relations mutually existing between them now as 
had been existing all along heretofore. And we doubt if any 
other instance a religious society has been transferred from the 
old to the new world in a manner so regular and orderly, and 
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with so little to vitiate its title to a continuous identity, as in the 
case of this Salem church. 

When the Pilgrim fathers of New England crossed the ocean 
their pastor remained behind^ and the only one with them who 
had any official authority to act as their spiritual leader was an 
elder, his office not rendering him competent to administer the 
sacrements, whereby the ordinances, though of such vital im- 
portance, were not enjoyed for several years. Under what very 
different circumstances from these did Dr. Clark's colony of 
emigrants cross the ocean and arrive in this place. The preach- 
ing of the word on the Sabbath and the administration of the 
sacraments having been regularly continued during the three 
years of their pilgrimage, with only such occasional interruptions 
as were at times unavoidable. Thus they came into town, a fully 
and perfectly organized church with its pastor, its elders to the 
number of 5 or more, and some 200 members including the bap- 
tized children, who probably formed about a fourth of the num- 
ber. The first child bom of white parents in this town was 
Alex. J. Turner; the second was John Conkey ; the third and first 

firl, who was also the first infant baptized in the town, was Mary 
#vtle who became the wife of Dr. Andrew Proudfit, oldest son 
of Rev. Jas. Proudfit. The first funeral was that of Solomon 
Barr from the house of his kinsman, Elder Matthew McWhorter.

The out-bredk of the Revolution caused him to return 
to Kent. Both he and his son J[oshua were Revolutionary 
soldiers, Joseph being a Captain in the i8th Conn.

Late in 1794 or early in 1795, he sold his land in Kent to his 
brother Jeremiah and removed to Plymouth, Luzerne Co., Pa. 
Jackson township was set off from Plymouth and the first settle- 
ment made in 1795. Huntsville was also in this township. 
Joshua, Benajah and Jehiel Fuller were in Jackson in 1795. 
vTrigYiVs History of Plymouth si^esii of these men as among a 
" class of pioneers who scaled the northern wall of the Shawnee 
Mountain, and settled on the western slope literally in the 
wilderness." The first frame house in Huntsville was built by 
the Fullers. Philetus ' Fuller, a grandson of Joseph,* was the first 
white person buried in Jackson, being interred in the forest 
where the cemetery now is.

Note.— My attention has been called to the following notes from the 
Plymouth Comity, Mats., Probate Records, Vol. III., pp. 131, 348. They relate 
to Jabez^ Fuller (9), and his family. (See the Record for October, 1902, VoL 
XXXIII., p. 229.) The settlement of the estate of Jabez Fuller of Middleboro* 
was made June 20, 1712, wherein are named his eldest son Samuel, second son 
Jonathan, third son Ebenezer, eldest daughter Mercy, second daughter Mary» 
and youngest daughter Lois Fuller. The oldest son, Samuel Fuller, died with- 
out wife or children and administration upon his estate was granted to his 
brother Jonathan Fuller, June 24, 1715. He died at Middleboro* and is called 
son of Jabez Fuller deceased. His estate went to his mother and her five 
children, Jonathan, Ebenezer, Mercy, Mary and Lois. " The maintenance of 
of Joseph Hallett the said widow's father *' (SamuePs grandfather) is mentioned. 
Readers are requested to modify the statements on p. 229, Vol. XXXIII of the 
Record xo conform to the extracts from the Plymouth records as here stated. 
The statements in the text on p. 229 are, it will be seen, inaccurate in several 
points. The order of the children's birUis should be changed; there is no evi- 
dence for the last child Hannah. But the most important point wherein this 
corrects my previous statement is in regard to the name of the wife of Jabez ^ 
Fuller, which appears not to have been Mercy Wood, but Mercy Hallett Mr. 
Andrew Hallett of Barnstable (see Otis, Notes of Barnstable Families, Vol. I, 
pp. 481 and 482), had a fifth child, Joseph Hallett, the youngest of his family, 
who married 1666, Elizabeth . "Of this family no record has been pre- 
served," says Otis. " It is evident from the Colony records that he had at least 
one child. Lois Hallett who married April 10, 1690, was probably his daughter. 
She removed to Stonington, Conn., in 1715. He was townsman in 1670, and 
the presumption is that sometime between 1697 and 1706, he removed from 
Barnstable. If he had died the settlement of his estate would appear on the 
Probate Records." If Otis had been aware of the notes I have quoted, he 
would doubtless have said that he went to Middleboro' to be cared for by his 
daughter Mercy, wife of Jabez Fuller.

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NOTES ON THE ORIGIN AND EARLY HISTORY OF 
THE DUMONT FAMILY*

The religious wars in France, between the Roman. Catholics 
and Protestants, which commenced in the year 1562, were, like all 
other similar contests, productive of much cruelty and persecu- 
tion. Little credit accrues to either side, at least in the beginning 
of those wars; but the Protestants were finally defeated, and sub- 
jected ultimately to such gross mistreatment as finds no parallel 
m the annals of ancient or modem times. 

Many members of the Dumont family early adopted the 
Protestant religion. We find the record of marriage of one 
Bastienne du Mont, in London, January 27, 1599.! §he was a 
native of Valenciennes, in the north of France. 

"The Making of New England," by S. A. Drake, mentions 
DeMonts, Pierre du Guast, from Saintonge, France; Officer of the 
Kine's Household. He was a Hugueno^ and attempted to plant 
a c(nony. Henry IV. granted him a charter, in 1604, to all the 
country, how New England, and also the monopoly of the fur 
trade. He took one hundred followers, among them Champlain, 
and landed at Passamaquoddv Bay, at St. Croix. (named Mount 
Desert), on his first trip, and being tmable to stand the winter, 
broke up in 1605 and went to Port Koyal, Nova Scotia. 

The origin of several of the families Dumont has been traced 
to Flanders. Is it not possible that they, in turn, were all of 
Norman descent?} There were Dumonts in Normandy so early 
as 1422, as appears from the '^M^moires In^its de Dumont de 
Bostac[uet: Gentilhomme Normand," pp. 327, 329; Paris, 1864. 
Of this interesting work, by the way, the Hu^enot Society of 
America has under consideration the possibility of making an 
English translation.

JOHN DE WITT, GRAND PENSIONARY OF HOLLAND. 



By Rev. William Walsh op Newburgh, N. Y. 



The Lowlands, or the Netherlands, have long been a subject of 

freat historic interest. For more than a century they were the 
attle-ground of Europe. Philip II of Spain and his satellites, 
Louis XlV of France, and I may also say the Princes of Orange 
with their monarchical tendencies, on one side, and the noble 
land-owners, rich merchants and the common people of the 
Netherlands on the other, waged a desperate conflict, the one for 
the subjection or destruction of human liberty, and the other for 
its maintenance and preservation. This great conflict has been a 
fruitful subject for the pens of historians. Hollanders, French- 
men, Englishmen, have written upon it, but for the study of that 
portion of it which pertains to the times of the brothers De Witt 
the two histories which are most accessible and useful are Geddes,

History of John De Witt, and The Life of John De Witt by 
Lefevre-Fontalis. The latter is a most admirable and satisfac- 
tory work. 

According to the historians the De Witt family of Dortrecht 
had its kaown origin in 1295. In that year Jan die Witte was 
living in this town, of whom nothing is further known save that 
he had a son, Gerard, of whom also nothing is known except that 
he was living in 1314 and left a son, Gotschalk, who was living in 

328. The latter, however, had a son. Tan, who in 1375 became 
avor of Dortrecht. He married a lady of Ratingen, by whom 
he had three sons and one daughter. The eldest son was made 
prisoner in battle and disappears from the family history; the 
second son entered the priesthood, and so the family genealogy 
narrows down to the yotmgest son, who bore, as though iQ em- 
phasis of this fact, the sigmficant name of Witte. He married 
Beatrix van Stoene and left a son, Jan, living in 1450, who had 
two sons, Witte and Judicus, the latter of whom became a priest. 
Witte De Witt, the second of the name, was a counsellor of Dor- 
trecht, and died in 1507, leaving four sons, two of whom became 
wiors of convents. The second son, Jan, was an alderman of 
Dortrecht and had posterity. Komelis, the fourth and youns^est 
son, married Beatrix, daughter of Pieter van Slingeland, and died 
i^i iS37» leaving four sons, of whom only the youngest, Franz, 
appears to have continued the nanie of the family. He married, 
in 1539, Lidaut van Severen, and died in 1^65, leaving two sons, 
Cornelius and Jacob. The eldest son, Comeuus, was contemporary 
with William the Silent and the first of the f amilv who professed 
the reformed religion. He was Mayor of Dortrecht for seventeen 
years, was a member of the States of Holland and of the States 
General, and so the family was prominent in political affairs. He 
married Johanna, daughter of Andries Hevmans, and died in 1622, 
leaving two sons, Andries, who was Grand Pensionary of Holland 
and Vriesland, 1618-20, and Jacob, the father of the brothers De 
Witt. Jacob De Witt held various public offices; was a deputy to 
the Provincial States and represented them in the States General. 
He was called by Andrew Colvius "the glory of his native town." 
He married Anna, daughter of Johann vanden Corput, a woman 
of great piety and learning. She died in 1645 while her husband 
was on an embassy to Sweden. He died in 1673, one year after 
the massacre of his sons. 

Cornelius, the eldest son of Jacob De Witt, had three daughters 
and two sons. He was a proud, brave, bold and determined man, 
but lacked the more humane qualities which marked the character 
of his brother John, who, though brave and determined, was more 

Eliant and tactful, and was also a statesman. The family of the 
itter consisted of two sons and a daughter. The two brothers, 
Cornelius and John, had a strong affection for each other, and 
foueht the battle of human freedom together as worthy subjects 
of ^at great Master who ever contended for human freedom, even 
to the cross. 

iohn De Witt was bom at Dortrecht October, 1623, being 
teen years of age in 1 641, as inscribed in the records of the 
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University of Leyden. His mother died early in 1645, and in 
October of that year, having n6w finished his studies at Leyden, 
together with his brother Cornelius he left home for a tour 
through Prance and England, where the two brothers were enter- 
tained by the royal families and the nobility with distinguished 
honors. This tour was extended over a period of nearly two 
years, the greater part of which was spent m Prance. Not all of 
the tour, however, was spent in mere pleasure, for at Angiers, 
where they arrived in six weeks after leaving Dortrecht, they 
remained three months and graduated as Doctors-in-Law. After 
travelling through the south of Prance they returned in October, 
1646, to Paris, and in May, 1647, crossed over to England, where 
they stayed a little over six weeks, during which they visited 
London, Hampton Court, Windsor, Salisbury, Stonehenge and 
Bristol, returning by Bath, through Marlborough, to Oxford and 
so back to London. On Julv 23d they were at Gravesend, where 
they took ship for Holland. The journal of the tour is v«ry 
meagre, bein^ little more than notes of the places visited and of 
the expenses incurred, yet it is not without interest as indicating 
a stage in the education of these two young men whose future 
career forms an important chapter in the history of the countries 
they visited. 

Shortly after their return the brothers were sworn in as advo- 
cates in Holland, and Cornelius was appointed to a minor magis- 
tracy in Dortrecht. John appears to have devoted the next two 
years to the practice of the law at The Hague, and to have occu- 
pied much of nis leisure with the study of mathematics, especially 
with that of the novel co-ordinate geometry, on which he contrib- 
uted a paper to the work published in 1650 by Prancis Shooten, 
Professor of Mathematics at Leyden. The title of this paper is, 
''Johannis de Witt Elementa cavarum linearum, Edita opera 
Prancisci k Schooten," and the preface is dated at The Hague, 
October 7, 1650. 

It is quite certain that up to the autumn of 1650 John De Witt 
had taken no active part in public affairs, and that he was called 
to take such part by the exigencies of the times and the efforts of 
William II, Prince of Orange, to maintain and extend his authority 
as Stadtholder. Since the first achievement of the independence 
of the Provinces there had been a jealousy between the two par- 
ti|aiJ^ ^^® State — ^that of the Prince of Orange, who held the office 
'"'Bl^tadtholder and aimed at monarchical power, and that of the 
Republicans. When in 1647 Prederick Henry died he was suc- 
ceeded by his son William II, to whom any limitation of his 
authority by the States General was distasteful. Difficulties 
arose, and the struggle between the young prince and the States 
General fell chiefly in Holland, since the other Provinces were 
not unwilling to support the prince, whose family they loved. 
After long and angry disputes Holland carried its point. The 
army was reduced from sixty thousand to less than thirty thou- 
sand men and the power of the Orange family was broken. 
William II, fortunately for the success of the Republican party, 
died of small-pox November 6, 1650, at the early age of twenty- 
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four. His son, the future William II of the United Provinces 
and later of England, was not bom until eight days afterward — 
November 14, 1650. Through the power of the States of Holland 
the ofiSce of Stadtholder was abolished, together with those of 
Captain General and Admiral General, which had heretofore con- 
centrated all the executive power in the hands of one man. A 
great constitutional change — ^in fact a revolution — ^was accom- 
plished, and happily without either riot or bloodshed. The 
Orange party, discouraged and without a head, could do nothing 
but submit. The leaders of the victorious party were the six 
deputies whom William II in attempting his coup d'Hat had 
thrown into prison, and foremost among these was Jacob De 
Witt, father of tiie two young advocates Cornelius and John. 
On December 6, 1650, John De Witt was appointed Pensionary of 
Dortrecht, in which capacity he represented the town in the 
States of Holland. He seems to have at once won the good 
opinion of his colleagues — so much so that when in April, 165 1, it 
was determined to send a special deputation to the States of 
Zealand to dissuade them from proposing a Captain General he 
was nominated a member of it, and appears to have acted as its 
secretary. 

For eight months the great assembly of the States sat, dis- 
cussed and willingly or unwillingly agreed to those weighty 
constitutional chansfes, the understanding of which is the key to 
the history of the United Provinces for the next twenty years. 
Republicanism triumphed in Holland as the Commonwealth did 
in England, each, however, for a time only. Meanwhile difficulties 
arose between the two countries on commercial questions, and the 
supremacy of the seas was claimed by England. Embassies were 
sent to and fro, and several naval engagements took place, but 
without decisive result. The relations between the two countries 
were such that amity and peace were for the time impossible. 
At this juncture of affairs John De Witt first appears in a promi- 
nent position in the States General. The correspondence with 
the ambassadors in England was entrusted to a commission, of 
which he as Pensionary of Dortrecht was president, and from this 
correspondence we learn how anxious he was that peace mi^ht be 
preserved. Serious difficulties, however, still continued. Naval 
fights, negotiations, conspiracies, treasonable transactions, ren- 
dered a peace impossible. 

In July, 1653, John De Witt was definitely appointed Grand 
Pensionary* of Holland, which office he had provisionally held 
since the preceding summer during the absence of Pauw, the 
Grand Pensionary, m England and after the death of the latter, 
which occurred February 26, 1653. War still continued between 
England and Holland, and the ruin of the Dutch Republic seemed 
inevitable. A peace was finally brought about, but the Royalists 
of England declared that Cromwell had hastil^f- patched it up, 
sacrificing the rights and interests of England in order to have

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leisure to confirm his own despotic rule. John De Witt was 
equally the subiect of hostile criticism. It was charged that he 
had sacrificed the interests of his country in order to win favor 
and support from Cromwell. A conspiracy formed against him, 
in which his private secretary, Johan Van Messen, with falsehood 
and forged documents, took part, was quelled, and day by day the 
government of Holland became more and more identified with 
the will and personal character of John De Witt. Under his 
administration of affairs the finances of the State were placed 
upon a more satisfactory basis by the abolition of privileges and 
exemptions and by the revision of pensions and sinecures, and 
the interest upon the provincial debt was reduced from five to 
four per cent. Meantime commerce and trade were re-estab- 
lished, internal peace secured, the c^ovemment strengthened and 
the army remodelled. In all this the burden of the work, as well 
as the credit of it and the obloquy, fell upon De Witt. " He it 
was," according^ to M. Lef evre-Pontalis, " who had laid open to the 
States of Holmnd this course of prosperity, in which he guided 
them with as much firmness as foresight." And Chanut, the 
French ambassador, wrote (August, 1655): **John De Witt is 
the most important personage in the whole State by reason of 
the power which Holland has over the other Provinces and of 
that which he has over the ten or twelve chiefs of the governing 
party." His power was felt not only at home but in the north of 
burope in the contest between Sweden and Poland, peace being 
concluded between these two countries in 1660. This was one of 
the culminating points in his administration. 

But now the restoration of Charles II of England was big with 
signs of coming trouble, for the King was not favorably disposed 
toward the Dutch Republic. It was, however, the earnest desire 
of De Witt to maintain peace with England. " If the Devil," he 
said, "should be Sovereign of Great Britain it would be necessary 
to maintain a good understanding with him." Charles, however, 
interfered in l^half of his nephew, the Prince of Orange, and dis- 
union was not long in showing itself among the States. The act 
of exclusion of the Prince of Orange from the Stadtholdership 
was revoked, jealousies and quarrels arose on questions of com- 
merce and trade, and finally war between England and the Dutch 
Republic broke out — a triumph to French diplomacy. It was 
enough for Louis XIV that the two nations who might thwart his 
ambitious designs in Flanders were in the throes of deadly com- 
bat. But the success of Louis in Flanders would have rendered 
Holland merely a maritime province of France, and this was 
antagonistic of the interests of England as well as Holland; so 
a treaty of peace and mutual assistance was signed by the i^^f^- 
sentatives of both nations, known as the treatjr of Breda. This 
was the crowning glory in the career both of Sir William Temple 
and of John De Witt. In January, 1668, the Triple Alliance was 
formed, a novel and diplomatic obstacle to the ambition of Louis, 
but his wrath was only limited by his power, and when in May, 
1672, the storm of war fell upon the United Provinces, the decep- 
tive security both of De Witt and the people in the Triple Alliance 
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and the reduction of the army found the country wholly unde- . 
fended. By sea the nation was as strong as before, but on land 
the country was overrun without diflSculty. The towns vied with 
each other in surrendering to the French, and Amsterdam was 
only saved by cutting the dykes and flooding the country. For 
the moment tiie progress of the invasion was checked; time was 
gained, and in such a crisis time was everything. 

But meantime the passion of the people, who were at first 
panic-stricken and then furious at the French invasion, began to 
take definite shape. They saw the evil effects of the government, 
of which De Witt had been for long the representative. They 
remembered how, with less strength and less wealth, they had 
won their independence under the command of Princes of the 
house of Orange, and on De Witt's shoulders they laid the blame 
of their present downfall. Now the wave of nublic discontent 
carried with irresistible force the Prince of Orange to power. 
Had he been older, had the times been more quiet, the revolution 
might have been as peaceful as that which consi^ed him to a 
childhood of comparative obscurity, and De Witt might have been 
deposed or banished or executed with legal forms as his prede- 
cessor Bameveld had been. That from the Orange point of view 
De Witt was marked out for death is certain, and there was no 
want of men willing both to sentence him and to carry the sen- 
tence into execution. At midnight on June 21, 1772, a party of 
the Prince's adherents, all men of respectable family, attacked 
him in the street, and having desperately wounded him, left him 
for dead. One of the would-be assassins was arrested, tried, con- 
victed and executed within eight days. The others found shelter 
in the camp of the Prince, who refused to give them up. A similar 
but unsuccessful attempt was about the same time made against 
Cornelius De Witt in Dortrecht. Meanwhile in every town there 
was uproar and revolt. The orange colors appeared everywhere, 
and "Orange" became the rallying cry of the insurgents. At 
Dortrecht ttie Prince was received with the greatest enthusiasm. 
Cornelius De Witt alone of the counsellors of the town refused to 
sign the decree for the re-establishment of the Stadtholdership, 
and when at last he yielded to the entreaties of his wife he added 
to his name the letters V. C, which he explained to mean " Vi 
Coactus." His opposition could not but serve to concentrate on 
him the hatred of the Orange party and the ill-will of the Prince, 
Who a few days after, July 4, was elected Stadtholder, and tnight 
then, had he seen fit so to do, have banished the brothers De Witt 
and kept his name clear of the stain which their terrible fate has 
left upon it. 

It is unnecessary to detail the story of the death of John and 
Cornelius De Witt, which is familiar to every school-boy through 
the pages of Dumas. It is enough to say that in a wild outburst 
of popular fury, unrestrained entirely by the States, the munici- 

Sal authorities or the Prince, the two brothers were forcibly 
Higgled out of prison, knocked down, stabbed, kicked, cut and 
torn into a thousand pieces, and that the murderers, who were 
guilty of the most revolting excesses— even washing their hands 
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in the blood of their victims and struggling with each other for 
mouthfuls of their flesh — ^were for the most part men of respect- 
able position* It is certain that the men most conspicuous in the 
fearful throng were well-to-do shopkeepers, officers and soldiers 
in the municipal companies. It is this which gives the peculiar 
horror to the tragical end of John and Cornelius De Witt — men 
whose pure and upright character ought to have won for them 
the respect even of their adversaries, the sjrmpathy even of their 
conquerors. But notwithstanding this it will still be remembered 
that John De Witt was the virtual ruler of the nation during the 
time of its greatest power and^lory. 

The wife of Cornelius De mtt was Maria Van Berkel. They 
had five children. Their two sons died earlv, Jacob at the age of 
twenty-one and John at twenty-two. Of their three daughters, 
the eldest, Anna, at the age of nf teen, married Simon Muys Van 
Holy, Burgomaster of Dortrecht; Maria died unmarried, and the 
third daughter, Wilhelmina, by her marriage with her cousin, the 
son of John De Witt, united the families of the two brothers. 

The wife of John De Witt was Wendela Bicker. They had five 
children, two sons and three daughters. Their daughter Anna 
became the wife of Herman Van den Honert, Burgomaster of 
Dortrecht; Maria the wife of William Hooft, Burgomaster of 
Delft, and Agneta the wife of Simon Van Teretyn d'Halewyse, 
who was also Burgomaster of Dortrecht. Of his two sons, Jacob, 
the younger, died unmarried at an early age. * The elder son, 
John, married his cousin, Wilhelmina, daughter of Cornelius De 
Witt, from whom are descended the last lineal descendants of the 
Grand Pensionary, the Venerable Madam Hoog and her son M. 
Hoog of Leyden.

According to Howell's History oj^ South- 
ampton^ new edition, p. 440, Cornelius Vonck and Madeline Rixe 
or Hendricks, his wife, had a child Catherine, b. March 9, 
1669-70. This is the date assigned by Justice Francis Filkin as 
the date of birth of his mother Catherine. She m. (i) Hendrick 
Ruwaert or Ruard. Onderdonck's copy of the record of the 
Flatbush Dutch Reformed Church, as published- in the report of 
the Holland Society for 1898, contains the following: 

"1686, March 22, Hend'k Ruwaert, of Eng., to Catharina 
Vonk, of S. Huntington, L. I." 

"S. Huntington" is of course a mistake for Southampton; no 
such place ever existed. Of this marriage there was only one 
child, apparently, Antie or Anna, who is mentioned as a step- 
daughter in Col. Henry Filkin's will. (See N. Y. Wills as ab- 
stracted in Pubs, of N. Y Hist. Soc. for 1892.) According to the 
Flatbush record above mentioned, Frans Hegeman m. Antie 
Ruard, Oct. 29, 1709. Alfred Lbroy Becker.

EDITORIAL. 



Large bodies move slowly— legislative as well as corporeal— and it is 
precisely becaase of the truth of the aphorism that we are obliged to express 
regpret concerning the condition of legislation in the matter of the preservation 
of public recoros in this State. The bill presented at Albany through the 
efforts of the joint committee stands where we left it in our last issue; in short, 
its infant life has been lost " in committee/* and we are apparently no nearer 
attaining our object than when the project started, unless it De that some small 
seed has fallen upon fertile soil to bear fruit at a later harvest. 

So many times joint committees are appointed; thev meet, talk, work and 
build, onlv to have tneir structure pulled down by— shall we say vandal hands? 
No, not always, for often the hands belong to practical architects who discover 
material flaws. 

It is acknowledged that legislation compelling the preservation of local 
records in this State is a consummation devoutly to be wished, and that the 
crying need in the matter is a bill that shall harmonize with the present order 
of thmgs and combine the elements of economy and efficiency. Let us have 
that committee again, and soon, that they may build us another structure, with- 
out the flaws of the first— one that will be faultless to the practical eye, yet 
spacious to the hopefuL

King, Mrs. Maria Tiebot ^Polhemus) Kino, widow of the late John 
Bowne King, of Brooklyn, N. Y., aied at Rome, Italy, April i^, 1903. 

Mrs. King was the daughter of Theodorus and Rebecca (Ditmas) Polhemus, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y. 

WooTTON, Mrs. Mary Wright, a member of this Society, died Feb. 13, 
1903, at her residence in New York City, a^ed fifty-nine years. Her maiden 
name was Mary Hill Wright. She was bom m 1844, at Culpepper Court-House, 
Va.,and was the daughter of Gen. Horatio Govemeur Wright and Louisa Brad- 
ford. Gen. Wright, bom March 6, 1820, at Clinton, Conn., died July 2, 1809, at 
Washington, D. C., was the son of Edward and Mary Wright, of Clinton, Conn. 
He was graduated at the U. S. Military Academy at West Point, and served 
during the Civil War as a Major-General of Volunteers, commanding the Sixth 
Corps of the Armv of the Potomac from May, 1864, until the end of the war. 
He was brevetted Major-General U. S. Army after the capture of Petersburg in 
1865. She married Edwin Henry Wootton, of New York, who for many years 
was engaged in the asphalt pavement business. He was bom in 1835 near 
Canterbury, Co. Essex, England, and was the son of Edward Wootton and 
Mary Churchill. He died in 1892 at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. Mrs. Wootton 
leaves three children: Herbert Wright Wootton, M.D.; Mary Nairae Wootton, 
and Mary Isobel, wife of Charles H. Richardson, M.D., all of New York City. 

NoYES, Edward Herbert, a member of this Society since Nov. 22, 1889, 
died May 12, 1903, at his residence in Milford, Pa., aged fifty-four years. He 
was bom Nov. 30, 1848, in New York City, and was the son 01 William Chese- 
brough Noyes and Jane Russell Kehon, whose father perished in the Richmond 
theatre fire December 25, 181 1. His grandfather, Joseph Noyes, who married 
Eunice Chesebrough, was the son of Joseph Noyes and Pmdence Denison,a 
descendant of Capt George Denison, of New London, Conn., who distinguished 
himself in King Philip's war; who was the son of John Noyes and Marv Gallup 
and grandson of the Rev. James Noyes,of Stonington, Conn., one of the founders 
of Yale College and its Senior Tmstee — ^his name standing first on the list of 
Fellows; who was the son of the Rev. James Noves who came to New England 
in 1634 and was settled as pastor over the churcn at Newbury, Mass. 

He was a c'raduate of New York University, and lived the ereater part of 
his life in New York City. He was a member of the Seventh N. Y. Regiment 
until he took up his residence in Europe. During part of his stay abroad he 
was private secretary to the Hon. John Lothrop Motley, at the time the historian 
was American Minister to the Court of St. James. He was also a member of 
Christ's Church parish of New York City until his death, and counted among 
his friends an unusual number of the clergy. Some twenty-five years affo he 
began his literary and journalistic work with the publication of two volumes 
entitled Steamship Notes, which were well received by the public. Ov^r the 
nam de plume of "Norval" he also wrote for the press, and for many years 
was a valued contributor to the columns of the Sun, Mail and Express, Com- 
mercial Advertiser, Evening Post and several London papers, including Tid- 
Bits and the Caterer, He was special correspondent for the New York Home 
Journal when Morris Phillips conducted that paper, and was the first editor of 
the Hotel Mail, a publication which has passed out of existence. After his 
retirement from active life he continued to write for the National Hotel 
Reporter, of Chicago, which says, in an obituary notice of him: " Mr. Noyes' 
brilliant paragraphs will be sadly missed in these columns. He had a style that 
was peculiarly his own, and it is not too much to say that he has never been sur- 
passed among the newspaper writers of this country as a brilliant paragrapher 
and clever correspondent. 

Mr. Noyes became interested in genealogy, and for some time was engaged 
upon a history of the Noyes family, in the course of which a correspondence 
between him and Col. Henry E. Noves resulted in the latter's taking up the 
work. He married Ella L. Baker, oaughter of Isaac Fraley Baker, of Phila- 
delphia, and Anne Elizabeth Cornelius, who survives him, together with an only 
child, Ethel Jane Russell Chesebrough. 
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Heraldic. This illustration is a 
facsimiU of an heraldic seal attached 
to a deed dated 26 April, 1746, and 
executed by Thomas Braine and Mir- 
iam Braine his wife. 

He is described as " Thomas Braine 
of Flushinfi^, Queens Co., Island of 
Nassau, only son and heir at law of 
Sarah Braine, late wife of Dr. Thomas 
Braine, deceased." The deed conveys 
property in Kin^ Street, New York 
City, to the Rev. William Vesey. The 
Enfi^lish writers on heraldry ascribe 
many coats-of-arms to the name Braine, 
but in no instance do they blazon the 
seal found on the deed. 

It may be remarked that the Crest, 

the wings erect, is common to German 

heraldry, and it is conjectured that the 

coat-of-arms in question may have had 

^^ its origin on the Continent.

Old Plate. Its Makers and Marks. By J. H. Buck. With numer- 
ous illustrations. New and enlarged edition. New York. The Gorham Man- 
ufacturing Company, 1903. 8vo, cloth, pp. 327. 

This new and enlarged edition of Old Plate will be welcomed by those who 
are interested in tracing the origin of their family silver, especially if they are 
so fortunate as to possess zny imuie by native craftsmen, whose names, marks 
and abodes are traced in this work. Facsimiles of many marks are given, 
which, together with the list of American makers and the chronological list of 
examples of dated American plate, should facilitate the identification. 

The Tennev Family, or the Descendants op Thomas Tenney op 
Rowley, Mass., 1638-1890. By M. J. Tenney. 8vo, cloth, pp. 369. 

Prof. Jonathan Tenny of Albany, N. Y., spent many years in preparing a 
record of his family, and we presume Miss M. T. Tenny, the compiler of this 
book, received her inspiration from him. At all events she has published a 
splendid history of the family. Few women of leisure and means have the in- 
clination or couraflre to attempt such a work as this, and all who bear the name 
or who are of the blood should feel grateful to her. The book is well arranged, 
contains a large number of family portraits and a splendid index of 33 closely 
printed pages. 

The Wade Genealogy (Illustrated), Part IV. By Stuart C. 
Wade. 8vo, paper. 

The present instalment of the Wade Genealogy covers pages 289 to 384 
inclusive, and continues the Wades of New Jersey and Ohio, families num- 
bered from 1 1 24 to 1646. The cover states that it is privately printed, 500 
copies, price One Dollar, to be had only of the Tuttle Co., of Rutland, Vermont 
Mr. Wade, the compiler, has had twenty-five years or more of practical work 
in genealogy, both here and abroad, and has spent much time in the prepara- 
tion of this genealogy.

John Wood op Attbrclifpe, Yorkshire, England, and Falls, 
Bucks Co., Pa., and His Descendants in the United States. By 
Arnold Wood. 8vo, cloth, 85 pp. New York. Privately printed. 1903. 

This work has for its frontispiece a well arranged chart of nine generations 
of Woods, followed by a map of Bucks and part of Philadelphia Counties, and 
a number of facsimile reproductions of family papers. The family portraits 
are veir fine and the whole book shows the most painstaking care m compil- 
ing ana printine. Aside from its genealogical value it is a fine illustration of 
artistic bookmsuEing. 

Who Begot Thee? Some genealogical and historical notes made in an 
effort to trace the American progenetors of one individual living in America 
in 1903. By Gilbert O. Bent Svo, cloth, 79 pp. Printed for privated distri- 
bution. Boston, 1903. 

The Bent family is first considered, followed by short records of some fifty 
other families into which the Bents married, arranged for easy reference, with 
index of names. 

The First Register op Saint Mary's Church, Booking, Essex, 
England. Transcribed from the original for, and privately printed by, James 
Junius Goodwin, 1903. Crown octavo, cloth, pp. 276, illustrated. Lmiited 
edition. 

This notable addition to the list of English church registers already pub- 
lished — printed in larjg^e type and on fine paper, with a complete index of fifty- 
two pages, and contaming photogravures of Bocking and St. Mary's Church — 
is the generous gift of Mr. James J. Goodwin of Hartford, Conn., to the gene- 
alogical public. In the course of nis researches into the English ancestry of 
the Gooawin family several fruitless inquiries were made for the first volume 
of the Bocking registers. Recently, however, as the result of a more thorough 
search for the missing register, the sheets were found in a roll in the safe where 
they perhaps had lam for more than sixty years. Unhappily sheets which 
were missing as early as the census of Great Britain, taken m 1831, have not 
been found. The missing records are as follows: Baptisms, Mar(£ 23, 1 571 to 
May ;, 1583; April 28, ijSS to Oct. 8, 1592; and Oct. 21, 1590 to (Oct.?) 12, 1602; 
Burials, Aug., 1580 to Sept., 1583; Marriages, May 24, 1013 to Sept. 3, 161 8. 
Notwithstanding these serious br^iks in the register there remain about five 
thousand names belonging to more than five hundred families, among which 
we note with special interest those of Adams, Coe» Cooke, Crow, Cverard, 
Fitch, Fuller, Goodwin, King Kirby, Lord, Miller, Osbom, Porter, Skinner, 
Tyler, Ward, Webb, W elles, Wheeler and Woodward. This publication there- 
fore, is of great importance to those of New England birth wno are searching 
for their English ancestry. 

Berkshire County: Its Past History and Achievembnts. By 
Charles J. Palmer, of Lanesborough, Mass. 

Naturally enough when one reads such a title in the card catalc^e of a 
library one rather expects to have handed him a work of some pretention as to 
size; out then one otten sees a large man on a small horse, ana the size of the 
rider in no way lessens the value of the animal. Mr. Palmer's treatise is but a 
24-page pamplet; and though he has told us much we already know, still he has 
put it in a form easy to get at, and his paj^es are full of truth and interest 

Berkshire County, that strip of land comprising the westernmost limit of 
Massachusetts from the northern to the southern boundary of the State; Berk- 
shire County, famed for its beautiful hills, its summer homes, its crystal springs 
and health-giving atmosphere, has had its machine-made histoiy like many 
others, which one turns over and stops when he comes to the narrative of a 
town in which he is specially interested; but here is a concise statement of the 
settlement, growth and achievements of the county as a whole, with notes on 
the oriein of the names given to its various towns. To him who possesses the 
larger history this pamphlet is a valuable inset as a preface; to him who has 
fished its streams, climbed its hills, lived there much or sojourned little, it is full 
of romantic interest, for of such is the land of Cyrus Field, Jonathan £dwards» 
Tyringham and the Stockbridge Indians. 
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Thb Warrbn, Jackson and Allied Families, being the Ancestry of 
Jesse Warren and Betsey Jackson. By Betsey Warren Davis. Printed for 
private circulation by J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia, 1903. Octavo 
o X ID, cloth, pp. 207, ilfustratea. 

This handsome volume is the result of the praiseworthy purpose of the 
compiler to gather together all available records ot the ancestry of Jesse War- 
ren and Betsey Jackson, his wife, and to print them for the oenefit of their 
descendants. In carrying out this purpose careful search has been made in 
town, county and probate records. Complete genealogical tables of the 
descendants of Jesse Warren are also given, and the value of the work has 
been enhanced by a comprehensive account of the Warren family and bv 
sketches of Edward Jackson, Gen. Humphrey Atherton and Maj. Simon Wil- 
lard, — all from the pen of Col. J. Granville Leach of Philadelphia. Forty 
families are given in these pages, and the work is happily and profusely illus- 
trated. 

Genealogy op the Downing Family and Immediate Collateral 
Relations; with Biographical and Historical Reperences and 
Notes, 1509 to 1901. By W. C. Downinfl^ of Philadelphia, Pa., and R. Wilber- 
force of Edmburgh University. Press of Uie Dando Printing and Publishing 
Co., Phila, Quarto, half morocco, gilt, pages 133 and illustrations. 

Everyone knows there are two kinds of family histories, the descendants 
of a given ancestor, and the ancestors of a given descendant. To the latter 
belonj^ the Downing Genealogy. The volume is quarto in size but the type 
form IS octavo, in letters large and black. The portraits are beautiful half- 
tones in cabinet size ovals, eadi on a separate page. The paper is extra heavy 
so that the 13J pages make the volume of a thickness about equal to the aver- 
age 300 pa|^e Dook. The whole is a work of art; and one's first impression 
upon openmg the book without examining the title is that it must be an illus- 
trated catalogue of some private collection of paintings, in which the pictures 
are artistically reproduced upon one page and as artistically described on the 
other. But the contents. These appear to be the ancestors of Mr. Robert W. 
Downing and his wife (whose maiden name was Elizabeth Lefferts Addis), in 
the direct patronymic hnes and the allied families of Wingfield, Colwell, Laf- 
f ert-Hoogwoude, Knight and Dickson. The volume begins with an illuminat- 
ed chart showing the descent of the Downings from the Plantagenets, which 
came to pass through the marriage of Calybut Downvng with Elizabeth Wing- 
field who was of the eighth generation from Henry 01 Lancaster, second son of 
Henry III of England. This Calybut Downyng was a grandson of Goeffry 
Downing, who, in the time of Henry VIII, was a gentleman of fortune living 
at Pynest, County Essex. He was the first of whom detailed information can 
be obtained. Calybut Downyng's eldest son, Emanuel, married as his second 
wife, Lucy Winthrop, a sister of Gov. Winthrop of Massachusetts, and their 
eldest son George married a Howard, descended from the famous Duke of 
Norfolk who had the misfortune to know Henry VIII. George Downing was 
active in the service of Cromwell, but after the restoration of the Stuarts he 
made his peace with the crown. In 1663 be was created a Baronet and received 
a grant of land from Charles II at Whitehall, London, on a ptut of which was 
erected that " DowningStreet," since made famous as the official home of the 
British Government. The historic old building " No. 10 Downing Street," 
is pictured and described in detail, and the anecdotes of its charming history 
are of more than common interest. Of the ancestors of Mrs. Downing as set 
forth in this book we need not speak for the names speak for themselves. Too 
often works of this character are lacking in modesty, and rather savor of blatant 
self-advertisement, while the statements asserted are unsupported by anything 
save the compiler*s say-so. This volume however, rises above such a plane. 
The references cited embrace 20 parish records, 16 county records, herald's 
visitations, histories, diaries of public men, includin^^ that of Samuel Pepys, 
and a host of miscellaneous volumes of known historic value. The narrative 
is plain and ungamished, and the whole volume from cover to cover smacks of 
that clean, aristocratic taste which arises from a just appreciation of the oft for- 
gotten and much misunderstood motto of ** Noblesse oDlige.'* 
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Military Minutes op the Council op Appointment op the 
State op New York, 1783-1821. Compiled and edited by Hugh Hastings, 
State Historian. Published Dy the State in four volumes. Octavo, cloth. 1901. 

Mr. Hastings keeps up his good work and we are all indebted to him for 
the preservation of much valuable historical matter. The present volumes 
contain the military appointments made by the Council of Appointment from 
the time of the treaty of Paris in 1783 to the year 1821, when the Council ceased 
to exist. The fourth volume of 587 pages is devoted entirely to an index of 
names, arranged in double column, except a few pages at the end which com- 
prise a general index. 

An Exact List op the Lords Spiritual and Temporal; being a fac- 
simile reprint of the First Peerage Directory for 1734, in which occur many 
names ot historical and political interest London: Elliot Stock, 62 Pater- 
noster Row, E. C. 1902. 16 mo., calf, xvi-74. 

Strange what great things come from small beff innings. Few people who 
in the present century handle the bulky volumes of Burke and Debrett would 
imagine that thev are but the development of this tiny forerunner, which is 
reproduced by photographic process trom the onlv copy extant, which is in the 
British Museum, and was found bound up in a volume containing Goldsmith's 
Almanac for 1735. It contains much information which will be interesting to 
the genealogist and the student of the period it represents. 

The Smith Family. Being a popular History of most branches of the 
name, however spelt, from the 14th century downwards, with many pedigrees 
now printed for tne nrst time; and some account of the numerous celebrities 
who nave borne the name under its various renderings. By Compton Reade, 
M.A. London: Elbert Stock. 1902. pp. xxiv-280. 

To write a complete history of so sporadic a family as the Smiths would be an 
impossible undertaking. It is quite feasible, however, to give an account of 
the chief families of the name and to trace their ancestors back to early times. 
This Mr. Reade has done, and his book contains a very large number of pedi- 
gree charts of English, Irish and Scottish Smiths. He rises superior to the 
imits of class or caste, and presents Uie lineage of the farmer or tradesman 
side by side with that of the nobleman or squire, claiming that " Genealogy, 
a science which by rights should be the handmaid of History, will never escape 
the reproach of snobbishness until it broadens downwards.*' 
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The Right to Bear Arms. By "X." Second edition, revised and en- 
larged. London: Elliot Stock. 8vo, cloth, pp. 246. 

Whoever ** X " is he has much knowledge and very strong convictions 
upon the subject of Arms, and the courage of his convictions a^well, defending 
the Crown and its duly appointed officers, the Earl Marshall and tlie College 
of Arms, in what he deems their almost divine ri^ht to grant honor and dis- 
tinction to those whom they deem worthy. The elementary rules of heraldry 
are clearly given and explained and their authority supported by extracts from 
ancient documents, and many common delusions about arms are exposed. The 
whole subject is treated with much ability and we recommend the book to those 
of our readers who are seeking a knowledge of this interesting science. 

Genealogy op the Waldo Family. A record of the descendants ot 
Cornelius Waldo of Ipswich, Mass., from 1647 to 1900. Compiled by Waldo 
Lincoln, A. B., Worcester, Mass., 1902. 2 vols., large 8vo, cloth, illustrated, 
pp. viii., 1 121. 

The members of the Waldo family owe a lasting debt of jg^ratitude to Mr. 
Lincoln for his very thorough and extensive labors m compiling this most ex- 
cellent genealogy. It ranks amon^ the foremost and best of family histories, 
and too much can hardly be said in its praise. Copious foot-notes ffive the 
authority for every sutement of fact, traditions and probabilities are oiscussed 
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with judicial impartiality^ biographical details are £[iven with satisfying com- 
pleteness, and the index is a delight to the genealogical heart. The introduc- 
tion, dealing with the orison of the name, shows an immense amount of re- 
search, and is certainly the last word that can be said upon the subject. The 
system of notation which Mr. Lincoln has adopted, while in our opinion, not as 
simple or as flexible as others in more general use may, however, be under- 
stood after some study of it, and perhaps, has its merits. It also has its ludi- 
crous side; for instance, Rebecca Waldo bdam (page 216). The frivolous 
might imagine that Rebecca was being referred to m the same way that the 
late Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt is said to have referred to the public. This, how- 
ever, is somewhat captious criticism. When the matter is so ^ood, it makes little 
difference what system of notation is used. On its mechanical side the work 
is all that could be desired, the type, paper, illustrations and binding being 
admirable. 

A Chart-Genealogy in Eight Generations op the Lepperts- 
Haughwout Family. By Lefferd M. A. Haughwout New York. T. A. 
Wright Press, 1903. 8vo, boards, illustrated, pp. 24. 

This is an excellent little compilation containing material concerning the 
Lefferts- Haughwout family, some of which has appeared in the pages of the 
Record, and which is extremely valuable to the family and to those allied 
with it. An interesting feature is a folding chart, inserted as a frontispiece 
which when spread out is 5^ feet long and 9 inches wide, and is most admir- 
ably worked out, giving the descendants for eight generations of Pieter Janse 
Haughwout, who emigrated from Holland to New Amsterdam in 1660. The 
illustrations comprise portraits of prominent members of the family and a view 
of the old Lefferts homestead in Flatbush, L. I. It is well printed on good 
paper.

The subject of this sketch* was bom in the City of New 
York, Oct. 27, 1770. He was the son of Anthony Lispenard 
Bleecker and Mary Noel, daughter of Gerard Noel, all of New 
York City. He received his education at Columbia College from 
which he graduated in 1791. He then studied law and practised 
his profession in New York up to the time of his death in 1827. 
For many years he was Examiner-in-Chancery, an ofl&ce requir- 
ing inte^ty, impartiality and sound judgment, and he dis- 
charged Its duties with such fidelity and equity that there was 
never an appeal from his decisions. 

Mr. Bleecker's career as a man of letters has obscured the 
honorable and successful part he took in the legal profession. 
His natural inclinations led him to devote much of his leisure to 
the pursuit of literature and for thirty years he was a prolific 
contributor of both poetry and prose to the periodicals of New 
York and Philadelphia. Unhappily his writings have never been 
collected, chiefly because, owing to his extreme modesty, they 
seldom appeared over his own signature. Four of his poems, 
however, are preserved in Kittell's Specimens of American 
Poetry. His best known work, the ** Narrative of the Brig Com- 
merce," which he published in London in 1817, passed through 
three editions and was favorablv noticed by the London Quarter- 
ly Review, Two copies of this book are in the possession of the 
New York Society Library. The publication of this work illus- 
trates Mr. Bleecker's willingness to relinquish to others the 
honors of authorship. It bore the following title-page: "Loss of 
the American Brig Commerce wrecked on the Western Coast of 
Africa in August 1815 with an account of Timbuctoo and the 
hitherto undiscovered great city of Wassanah, by James Riley. 
London 1817. John Murray, pub." Dr. J. W. Francis in his Old 
New York (ed. 1815, p. 69), explains the conduct of Mr. Bleecker

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in publishing this work under another name, saying: "Prom the 
crude notes, journals and log books which Capt. James Riley 
furnished, [Anthony] Bleecker drew up ^atuitously thai popu- 
lar * Narrative of the Brig Commerce ' which obtained so wide a 
circulation both in this country and abroad " In this connection 
may be quoted the following from Holgate's Atnerican Genealogy 
and History. "Anthony Bleecker was the most honorable, the 
most amiable and the most modest of human beings. Fraught 
with talent, taste and literature, a wit and a poet he rarely ap- 
peared in public as an author himself, whilst bis careless gener- 
osity furnished the best of their capital to dozens of literary ad- 
ventures, sometimes giving them style for their thoughts, and 
sometimes thoughts K)r their style." 

Mr. Bleecker was popularly known in his day as a wit and a 
man of letters, while his refined and irrestible humor, his courtly 
manners, and above all, his belles-lettres taste and accomplish- 
ments, made him a favorite among the literary men of his time, 
of whom, and as one of his most intimate friends, was Washing- 
ton Irving. To his wit and popularity the poet Bryant bears 
testimony, writing in 1825: "Anthony Bleecker, who read every- 
thing that came out and sometimes wrote for the magazines, was 
an amusing companion always ready with his puns, of whom 
Miss Eliza Fenno, before her marriage to Verplanck in 181 1, 
wrote that she "had gone into the country to take refuge from 
Anthony Bleecker's puns." He was a leading spirit in several 
social and literary societies of which may be mentioned the Drone 
Club, organized about 1792, eligibilitjr to its membership being 
an established reputation in authorship. The club included such 
men as Chancellor Kent, the Rev. Dr. Edward Miller, Rev. Sam- 
uel Miller, Josiah Ogden Hoffman and Charles Brockden Brown. 
He was also a member of the Friendly Club which flourished for 
several years until dissolved by political differences. 

Anthony Bleecker was one of the most public spirited of the 
sons of New York City. He was secretary of the City Dispensary 
of which Dr. Rodgers was the president. He was also a trustee 
of the New York Society Library and the secretary of its board 
of trustees from 18 16 until the day of his death. His memory 
is cherished by this Society and his portrait by W. Dunlap hangs 
conspicuously upon the wall of its library, from which the photo- 
gravure that accompanies this article was taken.* But the most 
important service that he rendered to his native city was the part 
he took in the organization and establishment of the New York 
Historical Society of which he was one of the eleven founders

and a tnember of its first standing committee, " and excelled all 
his associates, except Pintard in devotion to its interests.*'* 
This Society, which was organized Nov. 20, 1804, in the picture 
room of the City Hall in Wall Street, has exerted a powerful 
and beneficient influence for the extension of historical knowl- 
edg-e, not merely in New York City, but throughout the whole 
United States. It is the ancestor of the great family of his- 
torical societies in America. Its founders deserve honorable 
mention for their wisdom and patriotism. They were: Judge 
Egbert Benson, Mayor DeWitt Clinton, Rev. Dr. John M. 
Mason, Rev. Dr. John N. Abeel, Rev. Dr. Samuel Miller, Rev. 
Dr. William Linn, Dr. David Hosack, Samuel Bayard, Peter Ger- 
ard Stuyvesant, John Pintard and Anthony Bleecker. Mrs. 
Lamb in her History of the City of New York dwells upon the 
character of each of these founders and bestows upon the subject 
of this sketch this high meed of praise: " Anthony Bleecker ex- 
celled all others in devotion to the future character of New York. 
His taste was indispensable to every arrangement for the good 
of the prospective society. He was remarkable for generous 
svmpathy as well as literary instinct and was a favorite with all 
the men of letters of his time." 

Anthony Bleecker, having never married, died at the home of 
his brother-in-law, John Neilson, M.D., in New York City, March 
13, 1827. His last moments were peaceful, and he passed away 
expressing his humble reliance on the merits of the Redeemer. 

The Bleecker family, of which Anthony Bleecker was so dis- 
tinguished a member, was not identified with the interests of the 
City of New York — as it later came to be — until about the middle 
of the eighteenth century when James Bleecker, the ^andfather 
of Anthony, removed thither from Albany and marrying Abigail, 
the daughter of Anthony Lispenard, founded the New York 
branch of the family. Long previously to this, however, the 
Bleeckers had been prominent in the affairs of the Colony. The 
progenitor of the family, Jan Jansen Bleecker, was associated 
with the Schuylers, Livingstons and Wendells in business and 
social relations, and was one of the foremost men of Albany, be- 
ing one of its first Aldermen, then its Treasurer, then Recorder, 
and finally Mayor of that City. He served also for many years as 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs; was a member of the New York 
Colonial Assembly, a member of the Consistory of the old First 
Reformed Church of Albany, and seems to have had the title of 
Captain.f He was one of the seven patentees of the Saratoga 
grant (1683), the others being Peter Schuyler, Dirck Wessels, 
Johannes Wendell, Robert Livingston, David Schuyler and Cor- 
nelius Van Dyck. This grant included the land on both sides 
of the Hudson, extending twenty-two miles in length from the 
southern point now known as Mechanicsville to Battenkill, and

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it was twelve miles in breadth east and west. The battle of 
Saratoga was fought on Bleecker's lot, number two. His sig- 
nature is attached to innumerable documents in the State 
Archives at Albany, and may be seen upon the fly leaf of a 
copy of Domanie Van Driessen's sermons in the possession of 
the New York Historical Society. He died at the advanced age 
of ninety-one, "revered and lamented by the City and Colony 
which he had so long served with such fidelity and ability." 

Rutger Bleecker, the son of Jan Tansen, was also for many 
years Recorder and then Mavor of Albany. He married Catalina, 
daughter of David Pieterse Schuyler, to whom was bom James, 
the founder of the New York house. The latter married, as we 
have already stated, Abigail, daughter of Anthony Lispenard of 
New Rochelle. A romantic story is told concerning this mar- 
riage. His father proposed to send him to Paris for pleasure and 
the improvement of his manners. That he might first obtain a 
better acquaintance with the French language, James decided to 
sojourn for a season at the Huguenot settlement of New Rochelle. 
There he met his destiny in Abigail Lispenard and it is not 
known that he proceeded farther on his journey. The house of 
his father-in-law, Anthony Lispenard, where he tarried while in 
New Rochelle, is still standing on Davenport Neck, — a large stone 
house which was used by the British as a hospital during the 
Revolution. His sons were: Anthony Lispenard; Leonard, who 
was a Major in the Continental army and served as Marshall on 
the occasion of the first inauguration of Washington; John J., of 
Revolutionary fame and whose gifted wife was the poetess, Ann 
Eliza, daughter of Brant Schuyler. 

Anthony Lispenard Bleecker, the eldest of the sons of James 
Bleecker, became one of the wealthiest and most influential citi- 
zens of New York. He was the proprietor of the Bleecker estate 
of twenty acres through which Bleecker street now runs and to 
which he gave the name; he was long a vestryman of Trinity 
church and a member of the Tontine Society. For many years 
his residence was No. 74 Broadway, opposite Rector Street, 
where he reared a family of thirteen children all of whom lived 
to manhood, or womanhood, and settled in New York City. His 
wife was Mary Noel, daughter of Gerard (or Garret) Noel, a well 
known citizen of New York in his day. During the Revolution 
Mr. Noel removed to Elizabethtown, N. J., where he shortly died. 
His residence there is still standing on feast Jersey Street and is 
now occupied as " The Aged Ladies Home." This house, which 
was afterward the home of General Jonathan Dayton, and had 
previously been the residence of the Hon. Elias Boudinot, is one 
in which many distinguished men have been entertained as guests, 
such as Whitfield, President Edwards, Washington and Lafayette. 
At this house, and while it was still occupied by Mr. NoePs widow, 
were held the memorable funeral services for the martyed patriot 
and chaplain, the Rev. James Caldwell, whose nine orphaned 
children were befriended by Washington, Lafayette, Mr Boudi- 
not, and by Mrs. Noel who received a number of them into her 
family and became a mother to them. 
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THE OLD WHITE CHURCH IN SALEM, N. Y.

An Address Delivered by Him at the Centenary Celebration of 
THE First Presbyterian Church in Salem, N. Y., 1864. 



(Continued from Vol. XXXIV., p. 166. of Thb Record.) 

When the first families arrived in town, the nearest grist-mill 
was at Stillwater, 30 miles distant, accessable only by a path 
through the woods. A horse to go thither was commonly loaded 
with as many bags of grain as he could carry, the driver walking 
by his side to steady the load. Elder David Tomb was the only 
man who owned a horse the first year of their settlement here, 
and as his supply of com had been destroyed as has been stated, 
what was received in return for the services of this horse in tak- 
ing loads to the distant mills for his neighbors, no doubt did 
much towards remedying that loss. Not unfrequently some of 
the company were obliged to perform this same journey on foot, 
carrying what they were able to in bags strapped upon their 
backs. Dr. Clark, ere long obtained a Dutchman named Abeel, to 
settle and erect a grist-mill upon one of his lots. The first grist- 
mill probably that was in the country, was on Black Creek a few 
rods above the saw-mill belonging until recently to Jarvis Mar- 
tin. Although it was a small structure with only a single run of 
stones and doin^ quite inferior work, it was at the time an im- 
portant Acquisition. As the five years that Dr. Clark was to have 
his lands free of any charge, would terminate in 1770, after which 
the yearly rent of a shilling per acre would begin, making a total 
sum of $1500, which he was to pajr annually thereafter to the two 
gentlemen in New York, it was important that he should have 
the lands fully settled without delay — since every lot which re- 
mained vacant would become a charge upon him of eleven dol- 
lars. To procure settlers he corresponded with his friends in 
Scotland and Ireland, and one of the congregation revisited his 
native land to inform his acquaintances more fully of the 
advantages which were here presented to settlers. Hereby the 
population of the town was rapidly increased and the church re- 
ceived large accessions to its membership. 

The log church was so inconvenient and it was so fatiguing to 
the congregation to be cooped up within its rough hard benches 
during the two long sermons, such as were customary at that 
period, that it appears to have been occupied only during the 
winters and upon stormy Sabbaths in the summers. It was so 
much more comfortable and pleasant for the worshipers to be 
out in the open air, that upon fair days the meetings were com- 
monly held at the Spring on the opposite side of 3ie road from 
the parsonage, where appears to have been an attractive open

p*ove, most of the original trees having probably been cut away 
in obtaining materials for building the parsonage. Here the 
preacher stood beneath a small tent, open upon one side and 
shading him from the sun, with the bible and psalm book placed 
upon a stand covered with a white cloth, and with the audience 
clustered upon the risine ground in front of him, sitting upon 
the shelving ledges of the rocks and the stumps of the recently 
cut trees. The church being so inadeauate for accommodating 
the congregation, the Society within a few years erected by the 
side of It a lar^e, comfortable and commodious building, namely, 
the "Old Meetmg House," which is still standing, long since be- 
come private property with its interior divided up by partitions 
to adapt it for family residences. This framed building church 
was erected and occupied before the Revolutionary War, beinc^ the 
first framed building which was erected in this section of the 
country — two large nouses which had been put up for barrack 
and store houses at Fort Edward being the only framed struc- 
tures in the county previous to it. When first erected it was so 
large and so well built, that it was looked upon as being quite a 
magnificent edifice, and over all the country for thirty miles 
around or more, the " New Perth Meeting House " was a current 
subject of conversation. It being the most commodious and re- 
spectable building in the county, when the courts recommenced 
after the interruption occasioned by the breaking out of the war 
of independence, their sessions were held in it until the present 
court house was prepared for their reception. 

This new church being complete the old log church was 
occupied by the school, and Dr. Cflark, probably to obtain some 
little income to himself, now rented the parsonage to one of his 
worthiest church-members, Joseph Welch, and took up. his own 
residence in the school-house opposite the log church. A better 
school building being soon after provided, the log church ceased 
to be used for any public purpose, and Mr. Welch thereupon 
found it a very convenient place in which to store his crops of 
hay. Finally, when Burgoyne's invading army reached White- 
hall with a hord of merciless savages in its train, throwing the 
whole country into the utmost alarm, it was felt to be an urgent 
public necessity to provide a stronghold into which the inhabi- 
tants could fly for safety if a party of these savages should fall 
upon the town. It was therefore determined to fortify the " New 
England Church," the frame of which, as just stated, had been 
raised and roofed. Accordingly the whole country was rallied 
and came together for this work, upon Saturday, July 27, 1777. 
The log meeting house which had oeen standing eleven years, 
was taken down, the largest portion of its timbers were cut up 
into lengths of 12 to 13 feet, and (there being no wagon in the 
town till ten years after this date) were shouldered and carried 
to the New England church and there planted in a trench around 
the building, thus forming a stockaded fort, which was named 
** Fort Williams,** in honor of Dr. John Williams who was the 
leading and most active man in having this work accomplished — 
and the remaining portions of the logs were taken to the summit 
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of the Mill Hill and were laid up into a block-house as an outpost 
to the fort, in which sentries were stationed to keep a lookout 
from that elevated position, and if Indians or any other hostile 
force was anywhere seen, give the alarm (by firing three guns in 
Quick succession) whereby the inhabitants might instantly with- 
araw themselves into the fort for protection. The ruins of the 
block house on top of the hill and a portion of the pickets around 
the church — the last relics of the old log meeting-house were, 
remaining till the first years of the present century. 

By the lapse of time every incident becomes invested with in- 
terest. Any trifling occurrence which happened to these fathers 
of the town, when they first came here, a century ago, posesses 
an interest to us on this anniversary occasion, which no recent 
event of ten fold more importance can have. Time, however, 
will permit me to briefly relate but one of the few incidents of 
that first year, which has come to my knowledge. When the men 
harvested their first crop of corn in the autumn of 1766, they 
stored it for the winter in small cribs which they built of poles a 
few inches in thickness. Dr. Clark's oldest son, Ebenezer, who 
was afterwards for so many years the presiding judge in our 
courts, and the representative of our country in our State Senate, 
was then a boy grown to sufficient size to ramble the woods with 
a gun — the lower part of his pants being made of leather, to re- 
sist being torn among the bushes and briars. He appears to have 
found squirrels most plenty around these cribs in which the men 
had placed their corn, for it is related that a wad from his gun 
set the corn-crib of elder David Tomb on fire, burning it down, 
whereby his first crop of corn was so burned that it was nearly 
all worthless. The money value of the com was not great, but 
it was the article on which his family was mainly depending for 
their supply of food, until their wheat crop could be harvested 
the next year. Fortunately he was in a situation to withstand 
the loss better than any other one in the company as we shall 
soon observe. 

Where else on this American continent was there a body of 
citizens who had such experience of the injustice and oppression 
of the arbitrary laws of the British Parliament, as the ori^nal 
members of this church — who had left the land of their nativity 
and taken their abode in this howling wilderness, that they might 
here have liberty to worship God according to the dictates of 
their consciences, under a minister of their own choice. It will 
therefore, readily be inferred that these men would be zealouslv 
opposed to any, even the slightest encroachments by the Britisn 
Parliaments upon the liberty and privileges of this country, and 
that on the coming on of the Revolutionary War, they would be 
in sympathy with the popular cause. Of the company who came 
into the town with Dr. Cflark, I believe there were only four, who 
were decided Tories, and those were driven out of the town 
before the war was half through. A few of them were at first 
inclined to be neutral; but the principal part of the company 
were decided patriots from the outset of the contest, engaging in 
it with all the enthusiasm and zeal, characteristic of the land of 
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their birth. To this day it continues to be known among us how 
warmly devoted to the cause of independence were the Arm- 
strongs, Lytles, Boyds and others. And the fiery zeal and rash- 
ness of one of the company, James More, who settled at the 
southern extremity of the town, verged so nearly upon mono- 
mania that he came to be known by the name "Mad More." 
The New England colony of settlers were equally attached to 
the patriot cause. Thus during that arduous struggle a happy 
unaminity of sentiment here prevailed. 

During the early part of the contest, Dr. Clark's position was 
quite equivocal. He was claimed by both sides. His situation 
was a peculiarly embarrassing one. In his early years he had 
borne arms to aid in putting down a rebellion in Scotland. Sub- 
sequently when accused bjr his enemies of being disaffected to 
the government, he had times without number asseverated his 
loyalty in the most explicit terms, and had openly published it to 
the world in his writings. He moreover was a man who, when 
he said a thing, he meant it. And upon anv and every subject, 
where you found him to-day, you would find him to-morrow, and 
next week, and next year. Could he now be openly and actively 
disloyal without the grossest inconsistency, — without falsifying his 
own oft repeated words? Nor was this all. Duncan Campbell 
of Argyle, being a kinsman of the Duke of Argyle in Scotland, 
and thus having a strain of noble blood in his veins, was looked 
up to by the Ar^le people as their head man, their leige lord, 
having a birth-nght title to the oflSce of Supervisor of their town. 
As the Dukes of Argyle prided themselved upon their faithful 
and devoted attachment to the house of Hanover, it was not in 
the nature of things that Duncan Campbell and his family should 
be anything else but staunch loyalists; and their exertions and 
influence aided to make a large portion of the Argyle people as 
decided friends of the King as the Salem people were decided 
enemies to His Majesty — so called. Dr. Clark's only daughter, 
Elizabeth, was the daughter-in-law of Duncan Campbell, the wife 
of his son. Major James Campbell. Prom what has been stated, 
I think it is easy to ascertain his real sentiments. If he were 
loyal to the King we think he would not have hesitated to openly 
avow, inasmuch as it would only be sayinpf what everybody 
knew he had already said hundreds of times. But, as he 
made no such avowal, it shows his sympathies were not in that 
direction. We cannot doubt it — ^he was at heart a Whig! But 
he could not openly proclaim his sentiments without falsifying 
the record he had made in his previous life, and alienating from 
him family relations who were most dear to him. Hence it was, 
that he was so reticent during the first years of that struggle 
when the issue of the contest was involved in so much doubt. 
But as the war progressed when he came to see that the God of 
battles was evidently on the side of the patriots, thus placing it 
beyond a doubt that they were destined to succeed, he felt it to 
be his duty and the duty of every other man to range himself 
openly and decidedly upon the same side. It is even said that 
on one occasion when a child was brought to him for baptism, by 
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a man who he knew to be a Tory, he refused to administer the 
ordinance, until the father should repent and pray to God to for- 
give him for having been in sympathy with a cause which it was 
so manifest heaven was frowning upon. During the thirteen 
years he resided in Salem the amount of labor which Dr. Clark 
performed would have overtasked any other than an iron con- 
stitution. For some years he was the only physician in the town^ 
and on leaving the pulpit on the Sabbath was often hurried miles 
away to the bedside of the sick. Bein^ the only clergyman in 
the cotmty, he regarded the whole region around him as under 
his watch and care, and in the different neighborhoods of the adr 
joining towns in Argyle, in Hebron and Cambridge scarcely a 
week passed but that he had one or more appointments for. 
preaching, catechising and baptising the children. In addition 
to his numerous clerical engagements, the secular business which 
he had taken upon himself must have been most annoying and 
burthensome. From half the farmers in the town he was 
obliged to see to it that the yearly rents amoimting to $1500 were 
punctualljr collected and paid over to the gentlemen in New 
York. Difficulties arising from these pecuniary transactions are 
said to have been the cause of his leaving here. Moreover his 
services here are said to have been well nig:h gratuitous, though 
some salary was promised him, on his insisting upon it, very little 
was collected and paid him. 

In the year 1780 upon making a visit to those of his former 
charge who had settled in Carolma, and finding them '' fainting 
and scattered abroad as sheep having no shepherd,*' he was over-i 
come with their entreaties, and concluded to demit his charge 
here in Salem, and was shortly afterwards installed as the pastor 
of the congregations of Cedar Spring and Long Cane, S. C. But 
he never ceased to be deeply concerned for the people of Salem^ 
He visited here and baptised some of «the children, in 1784 and 
again in 1787, when he lectured in the church, and it is said, he 
in the most affectionate and solemn manner committed them bX\ 
to the grace of God and a holy life, until pastor and people would 
meet in the heavenly sanctuary. At the South, Dr. Clark labored 
most assiduously and successfully. He there was untrammeled 
by secular business, such as had clogged and embarassed him 
here — ^no rents to collect from the farms of half a township each 
year, and carry the money two hundred miles to pav it to exact- 
mg landlords. At first he preached there in a rough log church; 
but in a short time a commodious meeting house was erected for 
him. By his thoroucfh exhibition of the truths of scripture, 
his fervent piety, and his tender and faithful concern for 8ot;ls, 
he was remarkably successful in gathering a large congregation. 
He travelled over the country extensively, and in every place he 
came to, he had a message ready to deliver to the people. Every 
incident which transpired furnished him with an occasion for 
setting forth some gospel truth. It has been reported that on one 
of his missionary excursions, he was overtaken on a Saturday 
evening at a tavern in a place which was considerably noted for 
its immorality. He was unwilling to continue his journey on

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the Sabbath, and was therefore obliged to remain there. In his 
closet, in his devotions he enquired of the Lord what work he 
would have him do in that place. On Sabbath momine without 
making himself known, he found there was no place of worship 
anywhere in the vicinity. Observing multitudes of persons 

Eassing along the road he enquired where they were going, and 
earned there was to be a horse race only a short distance from 
the tavern. He went out and mingled with the crowd, and just 
before the race was to begin, he stepped up on a stump or log. 
elevating him somewhat above the rest, and spoke out m a loud 
voice "There is danger, my friends, there is danger here — ^let us 
ask God to take care of us and bless us," and he immediately 
commenced a praver, which arrested every one's notice. They 

fathered around him and listened in perfect stillness. Finding 
ow attentive they were, on closing the prayer he took a text 
and preached a sermon. An impression seemed to be made upon 
every heart. The race was abandoned, and by that prayer and 
sermon the gospel was effectually planted in that place. But the 
time for his departure from this life came. On the 2Sth day of 
December 1793 he had been sitting sometime in his study, alone, 
when a servant on passing the door heard a singular noise in the 
room, and on entering found he was dying. He was sitting 
calmly in his chair, apparently smitten with an appopletic stroke. 
He died instantly. Before him was a letter which he had just 
finished writing, addressed to the members of his former charge 
at Ballibay, Ireland, which was sent to this place and was here 
printed in a small half -bound volume. Dr. Clark was buried in 
the graveyard at Cedar Spring, near the church — ^his grave being 
enclosed in a brick wall and arch — a common mode of enclosing 
graves at the South. His life was an eminently active and use- 
ful one, and we cannot doubt his "rest is glorious." Dr. Clark 
was certainly oflSciating here as late as 1780. He appears to 
have demitted his charge here and removed to Albany in 1781 or 
1782. 

It was in June of the latter year that the Union forming 
the Associate Reformed Church was consummated by the casting 
vote of the Moderator, Rev. James Proudfit. This had broueht 
his name into prominent notice, and caused him to be regarded 
in this place with particular favor, and in casting about for a 
successor to Dr. Clark the hearts of the people were turned most 
strongly to him. Originally from Perth in Scotland, he was 
then occupying a church at Pequea Creek, eighty miles west 
from Philadelphia. To inform him of the earnest wishes of the 
people here, Elder Tames Stevenson made the long journey on 
horseback to that place, most of the way through an unbroken 
forest, pausing a day or two in going, and in returning, at Prince- 
ton, N. J. — visiting his former pastor in Scotland, the distinguish- 
ed Dr. Witherspoon. He was successful in his mission. Mr. 
Proudfit came here in the autumn of 1782, and his preaching 
was so acceptable that a unanimous call was soon after presented 
to him to become the pastor of the congregation. This was 
accepted, and he was installed in October 1783. The reputation 
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of the town was much augmented by his settlement here and its 
population increased with surprising rapidity. For a number of 
years it gained from fifty to a hundred additional inhabitants 
annually. The town at that period became so fully peopled, that 
it has since remained almost stationary, until recently, the en- 
joyment of railroad facilities for business is again causing a 
material increase in our population. In our own time we have 
nine churches and religious societies in the town, all of them 
usually supplied with preachers, although the population of the 
town has at no time, until quite recently, been two hundred more 
than it was when Tames Proudfit was the only minister in the 
town. And the inhabitants of the town were at that time much 
more a churh-going people than they are at present. Conse- 
quently the Old Meeting House in which he preached was so 
thronged, so overcrowded, that it became a public necessity that 
the worshipers should separate, should divide, and a portion of 
them convene elsewhere. Accoringly. the other religious society 
which had been organized by the settlers from New England — 
having rebuilt their church (which had been maliciously burned 
down by the Tories in the time of the war), now obtained the 
services of a clergyman, Rev. John Warforo, who was installed 
as their pastor, in the year 1789, the sixth year of Mr. Proudfit's 
pastorate. This took away auite a number of respectable, pious 
people, who all along, for fifteen to twenty years, since their 
arrival in town, had been hearers of Dr. Clark and Mr. Proudfit, 
except on occasional Sabbaths when they had preaching of their 
own. But the members which remained after this separation,, 
and who ranked themselves as the regular, permanent members 
of this congrecfation, were still so large that the **01d Meeting 
House " was wnolly inadequate to accommodate them. This is 
shown by the records of the congregation which have been pre- 
served by the trustees. Their ^x)ks and papers reach back to 
the year 1791, and show quite accurately all the receipts and 
expenditures of the church from that date down to the present 
time — with the proceedings of the successive meetings of the 
congregation and of the board of trustees. From these records 
we learn that the " Old Meeting House " was divided into thirty 
pews, and that in the year 1792, the gallery was finished off and 
seated, whereby five more pews and a number of seats were 
added to the previous accommodations of the building. Hereby 
forty two families were accommodated with seats within its 
walls. 

During the last years that the old church was occupied, the 
pews and seats were held by the following persons — their names 
arranged in the order of the amount which they paid: — ^Wm. 
McDougall, John Williams, Matthew McWhorter, James Tomb, 
Abner Carswell, Wm. McFarland, James McCreaJames Steven- 
son, John Rowan, John Hanna, John Tomb, Wm. and Peter 
Cruikshank, John Crosier, Walter Stewart, Alex. McNish, John 
Steel, Andrew Lytle, Samuel Beaty, Wm. and Samuel Graham, 
James Armstrong, Joshua Steel, Thomas Boyd, Andrew McMill- 
an, and Alex. Reid. But these were not a fourth of the families 
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which at that time belonged to the congregation and paid a 
yearly assessment toward the support of the minister. As there 
were not seats for accommodating but a moiety of the hearers, 
several of the most respected and substantial men in the con- 
gregation appear to have waived their claims to a seat, although 
they were pajring a larger amount each year towards the min- 
ister's salary than did some of those who occupied the pews. 
Persons were recently living who recollected how thronged that 
old church was with hearers. The aisles were occupied with 
females sitting upon loose benches there; whilst around the 
doors and windows, clusters of men were standing wherever a 
place could be found within hearing of the preacher's voice. 
Thus the wants of the con^^regation imperiously demanded that 
a new and more commodious church edifice should be erected. 
Accordingly at a meeting of the congregation on the first of 
March 1796, it was voted to build a new church, sixty feet in 
length, by fifty in width, these dimensions being just double the 
size of the old church. It was required to be built of wood, in 
the best manner, with a steeple. A committee was chosen to 
make contracts and superintend the erection of the new church, 
namely John Rowan, Alex. McNish, James McFarland, Jr., Abner 
Carswell and James Tomb. These proceedings resulted in the 
erection of the edifice in which we are now assembled. The 
contract for putting up this building was let for the sum of $4,000 
to Walter Martin who had then for some time been a merchant 
in the village. To erect a building of such dimensions, in a 
suitable manner, required the most skilful workmen which could 
be found in the country. The Gen. Newell mansion in Stur- 
bridge, Mass., was noted at that day as being one of the best 
framed structures in the State of Massachusetts. The architect 
who planned and erected that building, had already been em- 
ployed by Martin to put up a similar building, namely, the 
Williams family residence in this village— and was now again 
employed by him to plan and superintend the building of this 
church. How well he did his work is evinced by the admiration 
of the security and strength of this structure which carpenters 
have expressed, who have since been engaged at different times 
in repairing it. This building was finished and occupied by the 
congregation November ist, 1797. Oririnallv it was divided into 
28 square pews adjoining the outer walls and four rows of slips, 
sixty in number, in the interior part or body of the building — 
and in the gallery was the same number of pews arotmd the 
walls, and in front of these were twenty seats, making a total of 
136 seats and pews, suflficient for accommodating this number of 
families. To defray expense of erecting the building the pews 
and seats were sold at auction, subject to an annual rent for pac- 
ing the minister's salary and other church expenses. Eighty six 
persons purchased slips or pews, taking nearly all those in the 
lower part of the house and several of those in the gallery. The 
sales to these persons amounted to the sum of $4,367 — thus pay- 
ing the debt incurred by putting up the new church. The 
highest bids, of $100 or more, were those of John WiUiams^

Matthew McWhorter, John Rowan, John Tomb, Alex. Proudfit, 
Wm. Thompson, Rob't McMurray, Alex. McNish, John McFar- 
land, Richard Hoy and Abner Carswell. The lowest price seats, 
those in the gallery, were sold for $16 to $20, the yearly rent on 
those seats being $1.75 to $2.00. 

After the settlement of Alexander Proudfit as the colleague 
of his father. May 13, 1795, it was their custom (of father and 
son) to each occupy the pulpit a half day. When tne new church 
was being built, a sadly exciting incident occured at the time of 
divine service in the old church. Rev. James Proudfit was lead- 
ing in the forenoon exercises as usual. He had given out the 
text and commenced the sermon, when he suddenly faltered and 
sank down in the pulpit, under a stroke of palsy. The conster- 
nation and alarm of the congregation thereupon, will readily be 
conceived. Mrs. Williams being in feeble health, had come to 
the meeting that day in her carriage. Breathing, but inanimate, 
the minister was placed in this vehicle and taken home to the 
parsonage. Although he survived, he never fully recovered 
from this shock, but remained thereafter feeble, with his faculties 
both of mind and body sensibly impaired. In consequence of 
this, he never preached a sermon in this church. He usually 
came into the pulpit in the morning and commenced the services 
by reading the psalm and gpiving the exposition of it which was 
customary at that period, and then left it wholly to his son to 
conduct the remaining exercises of the day. On communion 
occasions he usually spoke a few words at one of the tables. The 
last time he attempted even this the scene was truly affecting. 
Trembling with the infirmities of age, and weighted down by 
the years of a laborious life spent in the service of his Divine 
Master, he could do little more than to repeat, with the most 
tender feeling, the passage — ** Remember the word unto thy 
servant upon which thou hast caused me to hope — this is my 
comfort in mine afiiiction." In the year 1799 a second paralytic 
shock so completely prostrated his physical and mental powers, 
that he was no longer able to recognize his nearest relatives and 
friends. But his mind in its ruins continued to retain and 
appeared to dwell most of the time upon one and another of 
those passages of scripture which he had treasured up in the 
course of his life as precious promises, and the soul's best food. 
It is said that probably more than a thousand times during his 
mental wandering, he repeated the verse — " He is made of God 
unto us wisdom and righteousness and sanctification and re- 
demption." At length the summons came. On the 2 2d of 
October 1802, he departed this life in the seventieth year of his 
age, having been the pastor of this church nineteen of the fifty 
years of his ministry. At the time of his death his son Alex- 
ander was absent in New York, by appointment of the Synod, 
suppljring the pulpit of Dr. Mason, who had been sent to Europe 
to obtain funds tor establishing a Theological Seminary. At 
that period. New York, to which we now go and do business and 
return upon the same day, was so remote that there was no way 
by which it was possible to send to the son the intelligence of his 
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father*s death, in time to enable him to be present at the ftmeraL 
The large concourse of people from this and the neighboring 
towns, who were present at the burial, attested how widely he 
was known and how highly he was respected. The Rev. Dr. 
Gray, of Hebron, preached the sermon on the solemn occasion, 
from the words, " The righteous shall be in everlasting remem- 
brance." His remains alter reposing 58 years in the old grave- 
yard of the town, were removed to our beautiful new cemetery, 
with the large tablet placed over them, bearing the inscription 
which has so often been read by very many in this audience, 
"Here lies the earthly remains of the Rev. James Proudfit, 
Pastor of the Associate Reformed Congregation in Salem; who af- 
ter manifesting the most ardent ze^ and disinterested faithfulness 
in the Gospel of his Master, during a period of nearly fifty years, 
fell asleep in Jesus, October 22, 1802, * Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant, enter thou into the joy of the Lord. They who turn 
many to righteousness, shall shine as the stars, forever and ever. 
Be thou faithful unto death, and I will gpive thee a crown of life.' " 

In the statistical table which accompanies the published min- 
utes and proceedings of the first meeting of the General Synod 
of the Associate Reformed Church, held in the year 1802, we meet 
with the oldest statement which we have been able to find, of the 
number of members belonging to this church. From this table 
we learn that at the period of James Proudfit's death the number 
of families belonging to this congregation was 180, and the num- 
ber of communicants was 300. At that date there were only two 
churches in the Associate Reformed body which surpassed this 
church in the number of its members. The largest congregation 
in the denomination was that which Dr. Clark had gathered at 
Long Cane and Cedar Spring, S. C, it containing 260 families and 
520 communicants, and next to it in size was Dr. Mason's church 
m New York, it having 220 families and 400 communicants. 

Years before Tract Societies began to be organized and known 
to the world as a most important agency for disseminating relig- 
ious truth, what was in reality a tract society, was formed in this 
congregation, and it is probable this was the first tract society that 
was ever organized, no doubt through the influence of Dr. Proud- 
fit, and was eflficiently engaged for several years in printing and 
distributing religious tracts. It was named the " Female Soci- 
ety in Salem for promoting Religious* Knowledge." The word 
female was subsequently dropped from its name. As no dates 
are appended to its first publications, we do not know with cer- 
tainty when this society commenced its work. It was probably 
in the year 1800 or 1801. Its publications were of duodecimo 
size, similiar to those of the American tract Society. How many 
different publications it issued, I do not know; those which I 
have chanced to meet with, now after sixty or seventy-five years 
are as follows: the first issue is a tract of eight pa^es, headed, 
** No. I, A word to Mothers on the Religious Instruction of their 
Children. Printed by Dodd and Ramsey, for the Female Society 
in Salem for Promoting Religious Knowledge." No 2, is en- 
titled, " Brief Memories of the Tate Lady Himtington.'' No. 3, is 
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entitled, "A short Method for occupying the single talent to the 
best advantage." Covered pamphlets were also published by 
the society. One of these was entitled: "The One Thing Need- 
ful^" in a series of short practical discoveries by Alex. Proudfit, 
A. M., Pastor of the Associate Reformed Congregation in Salem, 
N. Y. Part first, 76 pages; Part second, 84 pages. Dr. Proudfit at 
his own cost, also printed several of his discourses, mostly for gra- 
tuitous distribution. Upon his father's death, Alex. Proudfit be- 
came the sole pastor of the church; and here for a period of forty 
years he most ably, faithfully and successfully discharged the 
duties of the pastoral oflSce, putting forth every faculty he pos- 
sessed, and availing himself of every instrumentality for doing 
good within his reach — the pulpit, the pen and the press. About 
the time of his settlement an extensive emigration was taking 
place from his and other congregations of this vicinity, some re- 
moving north to St. Lawrence County, others west to the central 
parts of the State. He felt a deep interest in the welfare of these 
pioneers of civilization who had gone out from our midst, and in 
concert, and at times in company with his neighboring co-pres- 
bjrter, Mr. Dunlap, he went upon long and fatiguingf journeys to 
visit and preach the gospel to them. Observincf their destitution 
of spiritual privileges also suggested to him the importance of 
furnishing to them reading matter of a religious character; and 
accordingly he began to prepare, at his own expense, to publish 
in these new settlements, tracts and short discourses adapted to 
their situation and wants, long before tract societies had been 
thought of. Afterwards a volume of his discourses was issued 
from the press, and at a later dav all his more important produc- 
tions were revised and published in four volumes. His writings 
were met with such acceptance both at home and abroad that 
they were reprinted in Scotland, and in the year 181 2 the degree 
of D.D. was conferred upon him simultaneously by both Middle- 
bury and Williams colleges. Some of his most valuable produc- 
tions, addresses at the anniversaries in New York, and other 
carefully prepared discourses, appeared in print, subsequent to 
this, and we have it to regret that he did not live to make a com- 

Elete collection, revision and republication of his works, which he 
ad it in contemplaiion to do when he retired from active life. 
One of the attributes for which Dr. Proudfit was most remark- 
able was his success in obtaining contributions for benevolent 
purposes. Giving bountifully himself, he had a master faculty 
for so presenting a charitable object to others, particularly to 
men of wealth, as to induce them to give, not only liberally but 
cheerfully and with a feeling of gratitude to God, that he had 

Prospered and blessed them with the ability to be thus muni- 
cient. Like Moses at Kadesk, he required but to speak to the 
rock and the waters would gush forth. Whenever a call of 
special importance was presented, he commonly settled in ad- 
vance the exact sum that must be obtained for it — a sum which 
usually appeared to others vastly larger than it would be possible 
to ^et ; yet he seldom if ever failed of obtaining the amount upon 
which he had fixed his aim. And he thus appears to have been 
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placed in the world and in full maturity of his powers, at the 
very period of time when his peculiar talents were most requisite 
and serviceable — the era when those great schemes of philan- 
thropy for ameliorating the condition of the human race and 
evangelizing the world to Christ, the Missionary, the Bible, 
Tract, Sabbath School, Temperance, Colonization and other 
kindred movements were originated and nurtured into vigorous 
life and activity. These schemes of christian benevolence each 
and all found in him one of their earliest and most devoted 
friends and champions, laboring for their aid and advancement 
within the sphere of his influence with such energy and marked 
success as rendered his name widely known and highly honored. 
We thus see him chosen a corporate member of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions soon after its 
organization, a member of the convention which formed the 
American Bible Society, co-operating in the organization of the 
American Tract Society, and his selected as the third name upon 
its list of officers, and occupying similiar positions of prominence 
in most of the other national and state institutions of an anala- 
gous character. 

Of the local auxiliaries to these parent societies, which came 
within the circle of his personal surveillance. Counter Bible So- 
ciety was his especial favorite. Having^ been active m its organ- 
ization at an early day when such associations were a novelty in 
the world, and in this country had but recently been formed in 
some of our largest cities, he continued to be its steadfast friend 
and most efficient supporter, so long as he remained in the 
county — punctually present at its meetings, leading and gliding 
in all its business affairs, annually subscribing to its funds the 
munificent sum of frequently one thousand and seldom less than 
forty or fifty dollars, and its president for a period of nineteen 
years, commencing in 181 7. His thoughts were often and in- 
tently occupied in devising schemes to promote its usefulness 
and prosperity. One of the enterprises which he thus originated 
is entitled to a particular notice in this place. At one of the most 
animated anniversaries which this society has ever held, that at 
Whitehall, Jan. 28th, 1829, when its Board of Directors came to 
report that the formidable work taken in hand at the preceding 
anniversary, of canvasing the entire county and suppljnncf every 
destitute family with the Bible, had been fully accomplished, so 
much was the society cheered with its success that the spirit of 
its benevolence, thereupon greatly overflowed the narrow limits 
of this county. Upon a motion presented and advocated by Dr. 
Proudfit, ana most cordially responded to by Drs. Prine, Bullions 
and others, the society in the ardour of its zeal adopted the memor- 
able resolution, recommending to the American Bible Society to 
undertake the supplying of every destitute family in the United 
States with a copy of the Bible within two years, the society 
pledging itself to raise for this object the sum of $5,000 within 
that time. Dr. Proudfit was thereupon appointed chairman of a 
committee to present this subject to the parent society and co- 
operate with it on behalf of this society in this momentous busi- 
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ness. As is well known the parent society adopted the resolution 
thus recommended to it; and such an impulse was thereupon 
given to the Bible cause in this country as the world has prob- 
ably never seen i>aralleled on any otner occasion. This enter- 
prise of his inception having been successfully completed, he was 
urgently solicited by the American Bible Society to accept an 
agency to collect funds in its behalf. With the consent of his 
confifregation he acceded to this request, and continued two years 
in this employment, traveling over most of the New England 
and Middle States. And soon after this, the Youn^ Men's Bible 
Society of New York City having undertaken to raise $10,000 for 
a specific purpose, sought his aid to enable it to obtain this 
amount. lie repaired to the City of New York thereupon, and 
in an tmexpectedly short time accomplished this work. In 1835 
he was elected secretary and general agent of the New York 
Colonization Society, and deeming that he could accomplish 
more in the service of his Divine Master in his more extended 
sphere, he resigned his pastoral charge and removed hence to 
the City of New York. In this new field he labored with his 
accustomed energy and success, frequently joumejing to distant 
parts of the state, and sustaining the society in a highly flourish- 
ing condition for a period of seven years, when, having become 
enfeebled by sickness and advancing years, he was constrained 
to resign his office and withdraw from active employment. He 
visited this county for the last time in the autumn of 1842, 
spending two Sabbaths here, one in leading in the communion 
services in the Argyle Church, by request of its pastor, the other 
in preaching to the people of his former charge. He was after 
this confined with illness at the house of his son. Professor John 
Proudfit, at New Brunswick, N. J., where he expired, April 17th, 
1843. Pursuant to his desire, his remains were brought to Salem, 
and interred by the side of his venerated father. 

We have now arrived at a period within the remembrance of 
every middle aged person in the audience, and it is therefore 
unnecessary that I trespass upon your time further than to 
merely allude to the leading facts which have so recentlv trans- 
pired. Dr. Proudfit was succeeded by Rev. James Lillis, the 
fourth pastor, who was installed on the 19th day of February 
1836, and who resigned sixteen months afterwards, in Tune 1837. 
The fifth pastor Rev. Ebenezer Halley, D.D., was installed on the 
3d of September 1838. In 1841 the church edifice was built over 
anew, throughout, scarcely anything except the old frame being 
retained. The whole inside of the structure was remodelled and 
finished oflf in modem style, as it is seen today. The cost of 
these repairs was $3,000. Dr. Halley remained in the pastorate 
until May 1848, when he resigned and was installed over a Pres- 
byterian church in Troy, and subsequently over one in Albany, 
where he still remains. The sixth pastor. Rev. Thos. F. Farring- 
ton was installed in 1849 and remained until 1857. He is now 
pastor of the Associate Reformed Church in Newbureh. The 
seventh pastor, Rev. James C. Forsythe, was installed June 1858 
and remains in the pastorate at the present time. 
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I close with the remark that this congregation, now ii6 years 
old and loo years settled in this place, can truly claim to be the 
oldest religious society in Washington County. It built the first 
church; its minister preached the first sermon; and probably no 
other relieious society in the county has sent out a larger 
number of ministers and members to assist in building up 
churches in other places. Long live the Old White Church in 
Salem! and when the last of us its present members shall lie 
beneath the sod, and our spirits have returned to God who gave 
them, when the deeds of this present time shall furnish the 
materials of history, may it be the lot of a future chronicler, 
upon scanning the memorials which we shall leave, when we de- 
part and go hence, to be here no more, may it be his lot to record 
with truth, that we were worthy of the precious heritage 
which it is our privilege to enjoy. 



Mr Editor. — It is an error as you have published it in the Fitch Gene- 
alogy in July Record that Asa Fitch received his degree of M. D. from Rut- 
gers Medical College. It was from the Vermont Academy of Medicine, as is 
plainly stated in the article from which this was condensed. Rutgers, at that 
date, was going through its controversy between the old college and the new, 
and had not tnen obtained a charter from the State. Vt. Acad, of Medicine 
was then superior in all ways, and many of its graduates became noted 
physicians. I believe it was in later years incorporated with another,— while 
Kutgers has become a permanent institution.

Asa Buck identifies grantor and deposes "that he knew the 
said Herrick better than a year past and his mother told him 
that she had said William Herrick by her first husband, 
whose name was Herrick, and that he was heir-at-law to his 
late father's estate."

Waring. This illustration 
depicts the Arms of the War- 
ing Family of County Salop, 
England, descended from 
Warinus or Warin, who was 
Lord of Onslow in 1276 and 
died in 131 1. 

The Waring Pedigree 
tracing this family for many 
generations and signed by 
Thomas Waring in 1623, is 
recorded in the Herald's Col- 
lege, London; it may also be 
found in Miscellanea Genea- 
logica et Heraldica for June, 
1900. 

Richard Waring, Sr., prob- 
ably the founder of the family 
in this country, is first traced 
Dec. 8, 1663, when his name 
appears in a list of jurors at a 
Court held at Ashford in the 
town of Brookhaven on Lon^ 
Island, N. Y.; in 1683 we find 
him on the Brookhaven As- 
sessment Roll; in 1696 he is 
described as of Cold Spring, 
L. I., and gives a deed of land there to his son, Edmund Waring 
who afterwards removed to Norwalk, Conn., where he died 
Aug. 5, 1749, aged 76 (Jamaica Deeds, Vol. 5, p. 230). 

Turning again to the English Pedigree, we find that it in- 
cludes a Richard Waring, described as aged 10 in 1623, and 
another Richard Waring aged 8 in 1623, either of whom might 
have been the Richard Waring, Sr., of Brookhaven. 

The Long Island Public Records, from which the facts given 
herein were obtained, show that the name was variously written 
Waring, Warring, Waron, Waren and Warren. 

Is there any evidence of the use of Waring Coat-armor by 
Richard Waring, Sr., of Brookhaven or any of his descendants 
before the vear 1750?

SOUTHAMPTON.

Southampton is a town thatquite deserves to be seen leisurely, 
but what American, save Mr. William Winter, has ever thus seen 
it? The traveller who has landed at Southampton either pro- 
ceeds directly to London, or delays only long enough for a nur- 
ried trip to the ruins of Netley a obey, three miles distant; or, if 
returning to America, he reaches the ancient port by an eveninfif 
train from Waterloo station, and sets sail the next morning witn 
only the vasfuest knowledge of the town he has just left behind 
him. "If tne old city of Southampton were not, to the majority 
of ramblers," says Mr. Winter, " merely a port of entry and de- 
parture, if the traveller were constrained to seek it as a goaL 
mstead of treating it as a thoroughfare, its uncommon physical 
beauty and its exceptional antiquarian interest would be more 
fitly appreciated and more highly prized than they appear to be 
at present. Objects that are viewed as incidental are seldom 
comprehended as important. • * * A tramcar jangles through the 

frim arch of a stone gate of the Middle Ages; and this way the 
resent makes its comment on the Past. * * * On every side is 
something to stimulate the fancy and awaken remembrance of 
historic lore. King John's house is extant in Blue Anchor Lane; 
King John's charter may be seen in the Audit House; The Bride- 
well Gate still stands that was built by Henry VIII, and in Bugle 
Street is the Spanish prison that was used in the time of Queen 
Anne. At the foot 01 the High Street stood King Canute's palace; 
and upon the neighbouring beach the monarch spoke his vain 
command to the waves, and made his memorable submission to 
the power that is greater than kings." 

In Roman times this was the station Clausentum, the western 
limit of the authority of the Count of the Saxon Shore which in- 
cluded the territory from here to The Wash, and carried with it 
the duty of keeping the Saxon pirates at bay. About 446 the 
Romans retired from Clausentum and the Britons occupied the 
spot till the Battle of Cherford in 519 when the Saxons destroyed 
or put to flight the entire British population of the region and 
made of Clausentum their Home town, or Hamtun. The earliest 
occurrence of the present name is found to be in 932, when Ham- 
tun, of Wessex is called Suthamtune. 

In the tenth century the port was often attacked by the Danes, 
and after falling into their hands at length, it became the favour- 
ite residence of Cnut. The town received its first charter in the 
reign of the First Henry, a document confirmed by the Second 
of the name, but the earliest charter in its possession is that given 
by King John, who had a palace here. At this period and for 
loncf afterward, the town's prosperity was based on the wine 
trade. During the fourteenth century it was several times 
sacked by the French, and one of these direful events is recorded 
by Froissart. One does not wonder that for more than two cen- 
turies the inhabitants lived in constant apprehension of these 
Gallic descents upon their shore. 
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In 1554, Philip the Second, of Spain, landed here on bis way 
to marry Mary Tudor and though tarrjring one day only, " ap- 
pears to have been eminently successful in wonderfully preju- 
dicising the commons of Southampton against him." Sixty-six 
years later, in 1620, the Mayflower sailed from this port for 
New England. By the middle of the eighteenth century the 
town began to be known as a fashionable health resort, and 
people flocked thither as to Bath and Tunbridge Wells, though in 
smaller numbers. In 1820 the first steamer was seen in South- 
ampton Water, and although the importance of the town as a 
modish seaside resort disappeared utterly from that moment, its 
consequence as a great seaport had then its beginning. 

Of several pleasant ways of entering the town that from the 
north through Southampton Common is as delififhtful as any. 
The common itself is an elevated tract in the northern limits of 
Southampton, partly wooded and partly open, with extended 
prospects obtainable from almost any portion of its nearly four 
hundred acres. It contains a small lake, and The Avenue leading 
from it northward is shaded for two miles or more by archine 
elms and limes, and lined with most attractive looking villas and 
gardens. At the south end of the common is the Cemetery, in 
which the noted actor, Edward Southern, is buried. Farther 
south to right and left, are the East and West Parks, handsome 
pleasure grounds of considerable extent The latter contains a 
marble statue of Isaac Watts, who was a native of Southampton, 
In the East Park is a statue of Lord Palmerston. At the junc- 
tion of London Road and Cumberland Place, opposite West 
Park, is the Public Library building, completed in 1893, and 
attractive both within and without. 

London Road has now become Above Bar Street, and near 
this point is a handsome drinking fountain surmounted by a 
clock, erected in 1887. Across the street from the fountain are 
the rooms of the Southampton Art Society. Keeping southward 
along the wide, prosperous looking thoroughfare, the High Street 
of the town, in fact, one passes the Orphan Boys Home, the 
Royal Southampton Yacht Club, Philharmonic Hall, Prince of 
Wales Theatre, and Above-Bar Congregational chapel, which has 
the name of Isaac Watts on its baptismal register. In the rear 
of the chapel is the Watts Memorial Hall, the site of which was 
once a garden belonging to the father of Watts. A few rods 
south of the chapel a massive fragment of the Middle Ages stops 
the way — one of the noblest bars or gates in England; a huge 
two storied structure, its lower story pierced by three arches for 
carriageway and foot pavements, and the upper serving as a 
Guildhall. The northern fa9ade is of the time of the Third 
Edward; the inner front is modernized, and more or less adorned 
by a statue in a Roman toga of that most un-Roman of Monarchs, 
the Third George. The gate divides the town into Above Bar 
and Below Bar, the portion of the thoroughfare south of it, once 
known as English Street, concluding its course at the site of the 
Water Gate removed a century ago. In this lower division of 
the High Street are found the churches of Holy Rood, Saint 
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Lawrence and All Saints, and the Hartley Institution, a building 
containing art gallery, lecture hall, school of art, natural history 
museum, and chemical and physical laboratories. 

Directly below the Bar a street on the right conducts one to 
Castle Square, once the base court of Southampton castle, later 
a pleasant residence district where the novelist Jane Austen 
lived for several years, and now a dingy, mean locality, re- 
deemed to some extent by the prospect from it westward toward 
the New Forest, across the broad estuary of the Test In its vicin- 
ity one may descend the Forty Steps to the base of the town walls, 
and thence wander along the shore past the long stretch of 
arcaded wall whose mediaeval masonary is so dear to the anti- 
quarian. At the comer of Simnel Street, several dwellings will 
be noted that are built into and even upon the ancient town wall, 
and at intervals are several towers. Presently one reaches the 
West Gate beneath whose arch the Fifth Henry rode to the shore 
to embark for Agincourt. One may return to the High Street 
under it, or, if not too fastidious^ pass through a postern gate in 
the wall b^ the arcade a short distance back, and then follow the 
narrow, winding and dirty Blue Anchor Lane to Saint Michael's 
Square. Steep, narrow and unkempt as it is, its stones have 
echoed to the feet of kings, and the Norman dwellings that line 
it have witnessed King John as well as the Third and Eic^hth 
Henrys pass their doors, for what remains of the palace of the 
two monarchs first named stands at the foot of the lane, by the 
waterside, and its upper end reaches the Square beside the tiled 
and gabled house where Henry the Eighth lived with Anne 
Boleyn. 

The church of St. Michael, gazed upon by the many paned 
windows of King Henry's house, is the oldest of the town 
churches, a large, low building with broad aisles, and a central 
tower comincf squarely down into the middle of the interior, and 
there pierced by four low arches. Its most conspicuous exterior 
feature is a tall stone spire. Within the church a black marble 
font will be noticed, as well as several ancient books chained 
to the walls. 

Passing from the Square of Saint Michael into the High 
Street and thence southward to the Town Quay, one may 
discover in Bugle Street a thirteenth century structure occupied 
at present as a warehouse, but in Queen Anne's day filled with 
Spanish prisoners, while in Porter's Lane is a stable that was 
once a part of Cnut's palace. At the end of the High Street 
the thoroughfare called Winkle Street leads eastward and passes 
presently beneath a Gate Tower of ancient masonry to emerge 
in an angle by the waterside flanked on the left by the South 
Tower and a connecting fragment of the town wall. Between 
the archway and the High Street the upper side of the lesser 
street is bordered by the walls of the church of Saint Julien, 
entered through a low arch in the tower. This was once the 
chapel of the Domus Dei, an almshouse founded in 1226 bv 
Gervase le Riche, a merchant of the town. The charitjr still 
flourishes, but modem buildings to the north of the church, 
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reached through the tower arch, now shelter the inmates of the 
almshouse, while the church belongs to a society of French 
Protestants. Under its chancel floor lie buried the three nobles, 
Scrope, Grey and Cambridge, beheaded at the Bar for plotting 
against Henry the Fifth, and on the south wall of the chancel is 
a tablet commemorating the event. "As you stand by that 
sepulchre you will remember with a new interest and emotion," 
observes Mr. Winter, "the whole pathetic speech — as high a 
strain of pure eloquence and lofty passion as there is in our 
lan^age — ^with which Shakespeare makes the heroic prince 
dejuore and rebuke, at the same instant, the treachery of the 
friendship in which he had entirely believed and trusted." 

One need be at no loss for obiects of interest in Southampton, 
for should all its many links witn a glorious past fail to move the 
visitor there is a modem side to the town of which its citizens 
are very proud. The Docks, which are the basis of the pros- 
perity of the port of to-day, and the shipyards in the Northam 
suburb, are features that call for extended notice from those who 
have the time for it and are desirous of seeing how natural 
advantages have been made the most of. And when one has 
seen all that Southampton itself has to o£Eer, a host of attractions 
remain in its vicinity to draw the leisurely traveller in one or 
another direction — the beautiful ruins of Wetley and Beaulieu 
(which Hampshire folk call Bew-ly), Romsey abbey, the varied 
charms of Winchester, the New Forest and the Isle of Wight 

The sole New England Southampton, that in Massachusetts, 
was named on account of its geographical position with relation 
to Northampton. But Southampton, Long Island, though now 
within the limits of New York, was, like other settlements in 
Suffolk County, a portion of the Connecticut colony, and in 
regard to the source of its name authorities differ. In Howell's 
History of Southampton^ the name is thought to have been 
bestowed in honour of the Earl of Southampton, and the tra- 
dition that the first settlers sailed from the r^nglish town and 
named their new settlement therefor, is treated as of small 
account. 

In Thompson's History of Southampton^ on the other hand, 
it is expressly stated that the Long Island town was named for 
the English Southampton whence many of its settlers had set 
sail for New England. In the proceeding of the court of assize 
held in New York in 1666, the name occasionally appears as South- 
ton, a form in which it mav yet be seen on old milestones near 
the English port. Beyond New England and Long Island the 
name occurs as the designation of a county in Virginia and of 
townships and post offices in Illinois, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania. 

The town of Hampton, New Hampshire, is said to have been 
named for the English Southampton at the request of the Rev- 
erend Stephen Bachilor, whose last English living was the vicar- 
age of Saint Mary's, South Stoneham. The latter place is an 
extensive parish in the valley of the Itchen, partly within the 
borough or Southampton. The village within it is very small. 
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and its parish church of Saint Mary is of First Pointed date. 
Swa3rthling railway station is near the village. There is nothine 
of especial interest to be noted here save the Norman font and 
a singular Jacobean monument within the church. The locality 
should be of interest to some Americans, however, from its con- 
nection with Hampton's clergyman, and because of its having 
indirectly furnished a name for the New Hampshire settlement.

The Foster homestead, probably built by Daniel Poster, was 
standing during the Revolutionary War, and is between the 
west shore of Quantuck Bay and the Westhampton Presbyterian 
church at Quogue, L. I. It is owned by Mrs. Mary K. Foster- 
Dobson, through whose courtesy the foregoing record was copied. 

Rufus* Poster, a man of competence and standing in the 
community, enjoyed in a marked degree the respect and confi- 
dence of his contemporaries. 

He held office in Southampton Town in 1792; was Trustee 
and Commissioner of Schools from 1797-99, 1803 and 1807; As- 
sessor in 1806, 1807 and 1808, and was named as executor to a 
number of wills. (Southampton Town Records, III., 334, etc.). 

He was son of Deacon Daniel^ Foster and his wife Temper- 
ance' Halsey (Josiah/ Josiah,* Thomas,* Thomas*), grandson of 
Daniel* and Lydia (Wood) Foster, whose father, jx)8eph,* was 
son of Christopher* Foster, progenitor of the family in America. 
(See Lewis's flist, of Lynn^ Mass,^ and Howell's Hist, of South- 
amptoHy L. /.) 

Joseph* Poster, named above, died 30 Jan., 1708. His sons 
Daniel, Christopher and Obadiah divide his real estate, 25 June. 
^7S3> the lands and buildings at Quantuck Bay falling to the 
share of Daniel. ^Southampton Town Records, III., 162.) 

Deacon Daniel* Poster, husbandman of Southampton Town, 
leaves to his son Daniel Hains Foster, all his lands and common- 
age east of Cannow (Canoe) Place, etc.; to his son Rufus Poster, 
all lands, etc., west of Cannow Place, a silver headed cane, and 
the care of his brother Peter Poster; mentions wife Temperance, 
daughters Hannah Brewster, Pamela and Jerusha Poster. Will 
dated 26 July, 1786; proved 30 , 1791. (Liber A, 227, Suf- 
folk Co. Wills.) 

Pamela (Poster) Havens, daughter of Deacon Poster, had a 
satin cloak stolen from the Quiogue homestead by the British 
soldiers during the Revolutionary War. Her sister Jerusha 
married Henry Raynor of Westhampton. 

Daniel Hains Poster was father of Hiram Poster who died in 
1832. 

Hannah Poster married Wm. Brewster from Southampton it 
is said. 

Maria, daughter of Rufus Poster, died single, aged 80 years. 

Herman Dagett Poster married successively Betsy P. and 
Fanny Hallock, daughters of Nathaniel and Margaret WoodhuU 
of Wadincf River, L. I. The former was the mother of Warren 
Poster who died in 1846; the latter was the mother of Mr.

RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS. 



By Henry Stoddard Ruggles, Esq., of Wakefield, Mass. 



Those in this country, who have pretended to a knowledge of 
this subject, have generally treated it as though armory were an 
exact and settled science, governed by certain fixed and rigid 
laws of world-wide application. The regulations these learned 
ones have set forth as the guide in these matters, are found, upon 
examination, to be almost invariably the rules of the present 
English College of Arms, with some additions for which no pre- 
cedent can be found in England. As the college has no shadow 
of authority of any name or nature, outside of England and Wales 
(not even in Scotland or Ireland or the colonies) and as the prac- 
tice, custom and rules of the officers of arms in other parts of the 
kingdom are radically different from the English heralds', and 
as each of the continental nations acts independentjy, it becomes 
perfectly apparent that such a thing as a uniform system of 
heraldry can have no existence. 

Armorial bearings may be assumed (i, e. created at pleasure) 
by the bearer, or they may be the grant of a monarch or great 
noble, or of a herald acting under the monarch or noble.* In all 
countries arms were first assumed by the bearer; arms by grant 
of king or lord came later, but in most countries private assump- 
tion was still permitted. This right exists in England, if for no

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Other reason, because the power to prevent the bearing of such 
arms is not as some claim, vested in the Crown, but m Parlia- 
ment. Britain is not an absolute monarchy. Only one king ever 
presumed to assail this privilege of every Englishman, Henry 
ylll., "an unlawful encroachment upon the rights of his sub- 
jects." * Some decrees of the Crown, restricting the arms to be 
exhibited on certain occasions of military display, have been dis- 
torted by the advocates of the heralds into the assertion of 
authority by the king to govern the use of arms by the individ- 
ual. These have no bearing upon the subject, for there is no 
pretence to control the display of family arms in private houses, 
in churches, on seals or tombstones. 

" In Germany it is lawful for every citizen to assume a coat- 
of-arms. It is, however, forbidden to assume a coat which is 
already in use by another family. The same rule obtains in 

Austria."! 

There is not even this restriction in Engjland. A man may 
take the arms of the family from which he thinks he is descended, 
or he may devise a new coat for himself, and upon the pajrment 
of a yearly two guinea fee to the Inland Revenue, may bear those 
arms upon his carriage, upon his plate, his book-plate and his 
signet ring.J Another man may e^o to the college, and upon pay- 
ment of the fees there exacted, obtain a grant of arms, yet he 
cannot make use of these arms in any of the ways mentioned un- 
til he pays for the Inland Revenue license like his neighbor. The 
law makes no distinction between arms of assumption and the 

f rants of the college. "You may be the last survivor of a line which 
ew a banner at Agincourt, but if you carry that banner's golden 
hedge-hog on an old seal for the possession of which you have 
paid no tax, you will be fined, while your new-rich neighbor, who 
on the strength of a remote resemblance of surname, has pow- 
dered house^ carriage and plate with the arms which belong in 
honor and right to jrou, pays his two guineas and is law free, for 
there is nobody which is competent to pronounce with authority 
upon such questions of right in armorial bearings." § Our 
amateur heralds in America have told us so often that m Eng- 
land heavy penalties followed the use of another man's arms, that 
the college is the authority to decide these matters — one is hardly 
prepared to find there is nobody competent to pronounce with 
duthority. 

In old times the right of heralds to grant arms was questioned, 
and the Book of St. Albans^ in which is the earliest English, 
printed treatise on arms-bearing, contains this statement: "It is 
the opinion of many men that a herald of arms may give arms, 
but I say if any such arms be borne by any herald given that

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those arms be of no more authority than those which are taken 
by a man's own authority." 

No further evidence would seem needful that Parliament, and 
not the Crown, is the power controlling the bearing of family 
arms in England, than the passage of the act making the display 
of such bearings dependent upon a yearly tax. It is generally 
understood that the enactment was in this form for the protection 
of persons whose right to ancestral arms, through lapse of time, 
could not be established by unbroken pedigree. The heralds 
enter the names of descendants of arms-bearers only so far as 
fees are paid for such entries, and the result is that very few 
descents are carried beyond the next generation from the 

frantee. Their records contain the merest fraction of the num- 
er injustice entitled to be the bearers of ancient arms.* 
Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster King of Arms, realizing the paucity 
of the heralds' records, issued at great labor, his General Armory^ 
an honest effort to give a reasonably complete register of British 
family arms. It has preserved the blazonry of thousands of 
shields, not oflScially recorded, and is a work of great value, how- 
ever some heralds and their followers may feign to regard it. 

A. C. Fox-Davies, the chief worker in the interests of the 
oflScers of arms, has been very persistent in an eflfort to coerce 
people to contribute to the college revenues. First in the Satur- 
day Review^ over the pseudonym of X,t attacking as "bogus " all 
arms that had not paid tribute to the heralds; he later in the pages 
of The Genealorical Magazine (a periodical apparently established 
for the sole object of furthering the cause of the college) over 
his own name and this and other aliases, continued the struggle 
alon^ similiar lines. He is the editor of a great volume, Armor- 
ial hatnilies^ in which he prints arms of the "college brand" in 
Roman, the others in italics. One naturally asks: If these arms 
are bogus^ why print them at all? The object is plainly evident. 
These people are of the class the herald looks to for fees and on 
whom he is ready and anxious to confer arms, and the victim is 
expected to purchase immunity from this form of annoyance.| If 
he remains indifferent, or has su£Scient sentiment to prefer the 
ensigns his forbears carried before him, to the new-made thing 
the college has to offer, the repetition surely follows in the sub- 
sequent editions of the work. There are examples in this book 
where the identical arms are recorded for different members of 
the same house in Roman and italics, in one instance an uncle in 
Roman the nephew in italics — this because the heralds' pedigree 
ended with the generation of the uncle, and the nephew must 
pay to record himself as his father's son. His other work. The 
Right to Bear Arms^ is a specious attempt to bolster the theory 
that only arms sanctioned by the herald have any value, that

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the possession of such arms is the evidence of gentle birth and, 
like peerages, grants of arms are honors conferred by the sov- 
erign who is the sole fountain of honor.* A complete refutation 
of its fallacies will be found in the Ancestor y\ Vol. I., pages 77 to 
%Z^ written by Sir George Sitwell, who is amply qualified by 
his knowledge of the subject and who fortifies his statements by 
endless citations. The conclusion of his chapter contains these 
words: " The early writers upon heraldry were without excep- 
tion of the opinion that any man may lawfully bear arms chosen 
by himself. That opinion is supported by the unbroken custom 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. The royal proclama- 
tion of 141 7 admits unreservedly that long usage gives good 
title to arms assumed without authority. Any subject may law- 
fully assume arms of his own mere motion — such was the rule 
of heraldry at the time the College of Arms was founded and 
such is the law of England at the present hour. Both the Crown 
and the college have over and over again allowed the title of 
gentleman to persons who did not even pretend to be armigerous, 
and have described as noble or gentle the families from which 
they sprang. Gentility does not depend upon the possession 
of a coat-of-arms." 

Two vears ago, in a London daily paper, this declaration was 
quoted from Lord Hatherley {: "Armorial devices used for a 
certain period, however acquired in the first instance, are the 
bona-fide property of the bearer, and nine-tenths of the armigeri 
of this country can show no better title." An editorial in The 
Ancestor % says: ** The principle that a certain period of usage 
gives to arms for which no original grant by the Crown or its 
officers can be shown a valid right to recognition, is still acted on 
in Ireland,'* H and in Peerage and Family History^ it is said, " As 
a matter of fact the oldest and purest right to arms was that con- 
ferred by user." Wolseley Emerton, D.C. L., writing on this 
subject is very emphatic: ♦* " That rights are established by user 
is in the Civil Law, a rule so notorious that the only difficulty is 
to choose one's authorities — and it must be noted that (contrary 
to the general principle of English statutes of limitation) the 
Civil Law does not only *bar the remedy of an opponent,* but 
actually 'confers a right* on the originally wrongful possessor." 
Self constituted heralds in America are telling us ceaselessly, 
** there is no such thing as prescriptive right to arms." 

Regarding arms in America, it must be very clear that in

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EDITORIAL. 



Right here, in the great commercial metropolis of the New World, where 
the contrast is greatest between the modern mercenary life and the romantic 
existence of davs gone by, we cannot but find pleasure in the proofs that in- 
terest in genealogy is waxing, not waning. It is of a different character than 
formerly, broader in some respects, narrower in others, for, — and we say it 
with apologies to departed brethren, — the old spirit savored somewhat of the 
"crank** and "busybody,** which has since passed into a broader interest, 
while the later element of self-advertisement was earlier but little known. 

As the colonial days recede farther and farther into the dim background 
of history, and like Rome of old, our notionalism takes on the proportions of 
patriarchism, we build more and more a caste of the "deep rooted in the soil ** 
as distinct from every other caste. So it seems only logical to conclude that 
genealogical interest must continue to wax, and therefore proper to assume 
Uiat its importance will do the same. 

For the very reason that the retrograde progress of History makes Time 
grow older, and the traces he leaves behind grow mustier, it behooves us to 
bestir ourselves more in our efforts to preserve these records of his passage. 
To us who have the genealogical fever they consist mainly of birth, marriage 
and death statistics, which have been recorded by vanished hands and lie to- 
day reposing, more or less securely, in musty attics, miscalled safes and other 
places remote from the light of dav. We confidently hope that the time is not 
tar distant when our gubematonal bodies will hold out a helping hand and 
say " Really, now we*ve time to think of it we see you are in the rieht and will 
do something to preserve the records that are in so much danger of perishing.** 
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OBITUARY. 

King.— Rufus Howard King, of the well known Albany family, died at his 
home there 26 May, 1903, after a long illness. A brief account or his ancestry 
may be given as follows: Joshua King, his grandfather, was of Braintree, 
Mass., where he was bom 24 Nov., 1758, and afterwards removed to Ridgefield, 
Conn. During the Revolution he was an officer in the Second Connecticut 
Regiment of Light Dragoons and remained in the service until the close of the 
war. He married, 18 April, 1784, Anne Ingersoll, daughter of the Rev. Jon- 
athsm Ingersoll, pastor of the Congregational Church of Ridgefield and had a 
family of four sons and six daughters. Rufus Howard King, Senr., son of 
Joshua just mentioned, was bom in Ridgefield, 30 Nov., 1794, and was a man 
of note in his day. He was prominently identi^ed with the growth and pros- 
perity of Albany, where he spent the greater part of his life and occupied 
positions of trust as president of several of the more important corporations of 
the city. He married Miss Amelia Laverty of New York, 15 Sept, 1824, and 
died o July, 1867, leaving three sons and one daughter. General Rufus How- 
ard ICmg, the third son and subject of this memoir, was bom in Albany, 22 
Jan., 1835; ^^ received his early education at the Albany Academy and atter- 
wards entered Union College, graduating in the class of 1857. He then en- 
gaged in ^the banking business in Alban^r and was also officially connected 
with several of its leading financial institutions. General King received his 
military title from his service during the war of the Rebellion as Paymaster- 
General of the Army of the Potomac. He was a member of the Society of the 
Cincinnati of Albany, a charter member of the Orange Club and had, from 
time to time, been associated with the local military organizations. General 
Kin^ marrieid 21 April, 1870, Miss Sarah A. White, daughter of Thomas White 
of Troy, N. Y., and had three children who survive him, Rufus Howard King, 
Jr., Thomas White King and Mary A. King. The funeral services were held 
at the family residence and the interment was in the King burial plot in Rural 
Cemetery, Albany. 

Carpenter, Daniel Hoagland, a member of this Society from 1881 to 
1888, died July 27, 1903, at his residence in Maplewood, N. J., aged seventy- 
five years. He was the son of Benjamin Carpenter and Sarah Hoagland, and 
grandson of Latting Carpenter, who was a descendant in the sixth generation 
(Coles, Benjamin, Nathaniel, Joseph, William) from William Carpenter who 
was with Roger Williams in the founding of the Providence colony, and of his 
son Joseph Qtrpenter who purchased lands of the Indians at Oyster Bay, Long 
Island in i6yj. He was engaged for many years in the lumber business in 
New York City, having a steam mill in bethune Street, and furnished the 
material for many of the finest dwellings and public buildings in New York, 
notably the residences of William B. Astor ana A. A. Low, tne Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and the Brick Church. In 1867 he removed to Maplewood, N. J., where 
he resided until his death. He was noted for his many and accurate gene- 
alogical and historical publications. Among his works worthy of special 
mention are: TA€ Carpenter Family in America and The Hoa^and Family 
in America, He leaves, beside his widow, who was Hester Van ^ile (daughter 
of Granden Van Zile and Cathalena Vreeland. daughter of John Vreeland 
whose ancestor was one of the earliest settlers of Passaic, New Jersey) of New 
York, five children: Marvin Hatfield, Idelette De Bure, Alice Bradford and 
Mrs. Clarence B. Riker, all of Maplewood, N. J.; and Mrs. T. Elton Miller of 
Trinadad, British West Indies. 

Macy, Sylvanus Jenkins, a life member and one of the oldest members 
of this Society, having been elected to it as early as 1869, died May 16, 1903, at 
his residence "Chilmark" Avon, Livingston Co., N. Y., aged sixty-nine years. 
He was bora in New York City, and was the son of William H. and Ehza L. 
Macy, and grandson of Josiah Macy of the firm of Josiah Macy & Sons, of 
which firm Mr. Sylvanus J. Macy was at one time a member. He removed to 
Rochester, N. Y., where for many years he was engaged in the mining and sale 
of coal, but retired from active business about three years ago. At the time of 
his death he was the president of the board of trustees of the Rochester Horn- 
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oepathic Hospital, which place he had filled since the date of its incorporation 
in 1887, and also vice-president of the Rochester Savings Bank. He was a 
member of the New England Society, Society of Colonial Wars, Mayflower 
Descendants and the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society. " He 
was a christian gentleman of the old school, hospitable, gracious and urbane in 
manner and always considered the feelings of others, leaving upon the mein- 
ories of all who were associated with him the impress of his lovelv nature, his 
culture, and all that is implied in the fine old name of gentleman.' 

Sylvanus J. Macy married (i) Caroline, daughter of Thomas and Sarah 
Ridgeway, bom of Quaker ancestry and prominent members of the Society of 
Friends in Philadelphia; married (2) Judith, only child of David Atwood Was- 
son and Catherine Vandeven, daughter of Peter Vandeven of Maryland and 
Delaware, who died possessing a portion of the property allotted to his ances- 
tors, who were amonjg the Amsterdam families wno fitted out the ship Christian 
and sailed for Amenca in April, 1638, because of religious persecution. He is 
survived by his widow and six children: Mrs. Sylvanus Jenkins, Mrs. E. Frank- 
lin Brewster, Mrs. Richard Harris, and Sylvanus J., Jr., all of Rochester, N. Y.; 
George H. of the firm of Carter, Macy & Co., New York City, and Mrs. R. 
Wentworth Erickson of Boston. 



Van Siclen, George West, a former member of this Society, died 
April 19, 1903, at his residence in Comwall-on-Hudson, N. Y., aged sixty-two 
years. He was bom Aue. 13, 1840 in Hudson, N. Y., and was the son of Mat- 
thew Van Siclen and Ellen Clark West The Van Siclens belong to an ancient 
family of the Netherlands. A branch of this familv was in Ghent, Belgium, as 
early as 13^8, and the house belonging to this family, and built as early as Oiis 
date, is still standing in that city. George Van Siclen was Abbot of St Baron 
in 1405. Anthony Van Sicklen signed the Pacification of Ghent in 1576, on be- 
half of Zealand. The first representative of the family in America was Fer- 
dinand Van Siclen who came to Gravesend, L. I., ana in 1642 married Eve, 
daughter of Anthony Van Fez who received a grant of land near Bloomhurst, 
L. I., in 1639. 

Mr. Van Siclen received his early education in the New York City gram- 
mar schools and was graduated from the College of the City of New York in 
1857. He was at first a civil engineer, but the financial troubles of 1857 con- 
strained him to abandon his chosen profession. He taught for several years in 
the public schools of New York City, studying law while teaching, and gradu- 
atea from the Columbia Law School in 1867. The same year he was admitted 
to the bar and began the practice of law in which he became prominent, 
especially as an author. He was the author of Notes of the Real Property Law 
of New York ; The Negotiable Instruments Law of New York ; Bearing of 
the Charter of Greater New York upon Real Estate Interests, and a number of 
other works. His large practice at the bar, especially in real estate and cor- 
poration law, led to his appointment in 1898 as Lecturer on Law in University 
Extension work in the University of the State of New York. But his best 
claim to honorable distinction among the sons of New York, lies in the insti- 
tutions which he founded. "In 1883 Mr. Van Siclen was the originator, 
founder and first secretary of the Title Guarantee and Trust Company of New 
York, the first, and now the largest corporation of its kind in the world. 
Another idea of his was the formation of tne Holland Society of New York in 
1885, of which he was for six years secretary; and in i^ he originated, 
founded and for the first three years of its business career was secretary of the 
Holland Trust Company of New York." (From Universities and Their Sons.) 

Dodge, William Earl, who was elected to this Society in 1888, died 
Aug. 9, 190^, at Bar Harbor, Me., aged seventy-one years. He was bom Feb. 
ij, 1832, in New York City, and was the son of William Earl Dodge— 180?- 
188^ — who as member of the firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., importers of metals, 
made this firm to be widely known throughout the country. Hon. William 
Earl Dodge, Sr.. was one of New York's most philanthropic and noted citizens, 
and after his death a statue in his honor was unveiled by the Chamber of Com- 
merce at the corner of Broadway and Thirty-fourth Street with fitting cere- 
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monies. The family to which Mr. Dodge belonged is descended from WilHam 
Dodge, son of John Dodge of Somersetshire, England, who was one of the set- 
tlers of Charlestown, Mass., in 1629. A branch of this family settled in Con- 
necticut about the time of the Revolution from which came David Low Dodge, 
grandfather of Wm. E. Dodge, Jr., who married Sarah, daughter of the Rev. 
Aaron Cleveland, grandfather of ex-President Cleveland. Mr. Dodge*s mother 
was Melissa Phelps — 1809-1903 — daughter of Anson Green Phelps, founder of 
the firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., and Oliver Egleston, daughter of Elihu and 
Elizabeth (Olcott) Egleston. She was descended from George Phelps who 
came over m the Mary and John and first settled in Dorchester, and numbered 
among her ancestors, Governors Dudley, Haynes and Wyllvs. 

Mr. Wm. E. Dodge received his education in New Vort City and followed 
the path his father trod before him both in business and public life. In 1864 he 
became a partner in the firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., and finally senior member 
of the firm. His connection with this house, however, constituted only one of 
the various interests of his business life. The town of Ansonia, Conn., had 
been named after his grandfather, Anson G. Phelps, and its industries were 
fostered by the two families united in the Phelps-Dodge marriage. He be- 
came president of the Ansonia Clock Company, and a director in the Ansonia 
Brass Company. He was also a director in many railway and mining com- 

Ranies, a trustee of the New York Life Insurance Company, and the Atlantic 
lutual Insurance Company, and was vice-president of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce at the time of his death. 

Yet varied as were his business interests these constituted only a fraction 
of the many interests with which Mr. Dodge identified himself. He was one of 
the most patriotic, public spirited and philanthropic citizens of New York, and 
perhaps tne most active of them all in things which concerned its best welfare. 
While still a youne man he began to take a deep interest in all matters affect- 
ing the public welrare and he gave his hearty support to almost evcr^r reform 
or public work of importance. During the civil war he was active in many 
ways; was one of the founders of the Union League Club, and a projector of 
the Sanitary Fair; served in the Allotment and Sanitary Commissions, and was 
one of the Commissioners of the State of New York to supervise the condition 
of its troops in the field. His commission was one of the first signed by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and at the conclusion of his service he received a vote of thanks 
from the Legislature of the State for his efficiency. "At the time of the draft 
riots in New York City, he was the man who found the ammunition which the 
militia used to auell the mob. The city was in a turmoil, and the militia was 
under arms in tne armories, but not a cartridge could be found for the soldiers. 
The State and federal authorities were appealed to without success, and the 
city was looking forward to another night of terror, when it occurred to Mr. 
Dodge to go to the navy yard and secure ammunition from the commandant 
there. The commandaiit was willing to give the cartridges, but could furnish 
no men to take them to the armories, as he was having trouble defending the 
yard. At last Mr. Dodge got a truck, loaded the ammunition on it, and him- 
self drove it through the streets to one of the armories. The militia was armed 
and the city was quieted." — N. V. Tribune, 

Mr. Dodge was much interested in various public institutions and societies 
founded to promote the knowledge of science and art among the people. He 
was vice-president, trustee and chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, and was very active in its behalf; was also vice- 
president and trustee of the American Museum of Natural History, and a trus- 
tee of the New York Botanical Garden; was a trustee of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion, and a member of the New York Academy of Science, the Linnean Society 
of New York, the American Geographical Society, the American Historical 
Association, and of the New York Historical Societv. But he specially inter- 
ested himself in the welfare of the young men ot New York City, devoting 
himself to the work of the Young Men*s Cnristian Association, with which he 
was connected from the beginning of its prosperity, serving it for many years 
as president of its Board of Trustees. It was largely through his activity that 
its first building in Twenty-third Street was erected, ana he lived to carry 
through the project of a new building for the Association now almost com- 
pleted. He was also president of The Evangelical Alliance, and of the National 
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Temperance Society; was vice-president of the American Sunday School 
Union, and chairman of the National Arbitration Committee. He contributed 
liberally of his means as well as his services to the institutions and objects with 
which he was identified, and it was often said no good cause ever appealed to 
his generosity in vain. He presented to the j^arrison at Governor's Island a 
fine Young Men's Christian Association buildmg, which was opened in July, 
1900. He led a fund to endow Union Theologioii Seminary as well as gave 
valuable moral support to that institution. He founded a lectureship on " The 
Duties of Christian Citizenship ** at Yale; gave largely to the Woman's Hos- 
pital, and as chairman of the Abram S. Hewitt Memorial Fund collected over 
two hundred thousand dollars, to which amount he was one of the largest con- 
tributors. His last beneficence was the gift to Columbia University, in 1902, of 
Earl Hall, as the club centre of the university. 

William £. Dodge married Sarah Tappan Hoadley, daughter of the late 
David Hoadley, president of the Panama Railroad, who survives him. He 
leaves also one son, Cleveland Hoadley Dodge, member of the firm of Phelps, 
Dodge & Co., and three daughters; Grace Hoadley Dodge, who has dis- 
tinguished herself by her charitable work, especially among working girls, and 
was the first woman to be appointed a member of the New York Board of Ed- 
ucation; Mrs. William C. OsDom of New York, and May M. Dodge of London, 
England.

BOOK NOTICES. 



The Stone Records of Groton. By Francis Manwaring Caulkins. 
Edited by Emily S. Gilman. Norwich, Conn. The Free Academy Press. 
1903. 8vo, cloth, pp. 96. 

This is Vol. I of Occasional Publications of The New London Co. Histor- 
ical Society, and contains the Revolutionary War history of Groton, Conn. It 
is beautifully printed and bound. No index. 

History of Newbury, Mass., 1635-1902. By John J. Currier. With 
maps and illustrations. Boston. Damrell & Upham. 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. 
755. 

In his preface to this latest and best history of Newbury, the author mod- 
estly says: "Although Joshua Coffin prepared his History of Newbury in 1845, 
with coniderable care and minuteness, and Geo. J. L. Colby, in the flistory of 
Essex Co.t in 1878, and Hon. Wm. T. Davis, in a similiar work, ten years later, 
published historical sketches of the town, ih^ reader will find in the following 
pages some additional facts, with foot-notes and references for the convenience 
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of those who wish to consult the authorities quoted.** Aside from its historical 
value this work will prove exceedingly useful to genealogists as it contains the 
names and fixes the identitv of a vast number of the early settlers of Newbury 
and vicinity, and the complete index renders an examination most convenient. 

The History op the Shinn Family in Europe and America. 
By Josiah H. Shinn, A. M. The Gen. & Hist Publishing Co. 1903. Large 
8vo. cloth, pp. 334. 

The first chapter of this work is devoted to an explanation of the derivation 
of names which is deeply interesting and will prove useful to those wishing in- 
formation on this subject, — and what genealogist does not? This is followed 
by some fifty pages of gleanings in England and that b^ a very complete record 
ot the various branches of the Shinn fainily in the United States, and ending 
with pedigrees of collateral branches of the family. The index to the Shinn 
family names is perfect, but that of allied families contains only the last or 
family name. The compiler has expended such a vast amount of labor upon 
these records, and displays such wonderful ability in the svstematic arrange- 
ment of material that we must forgive him for curtailing the index. A large 
number of fine family portraits and other illustrations adds to the value and 
beauty of the book. 

The Stocking Ancestry, Comprising the Descendants op George 
Stocking, pounder op the American Family. Edited and published by 
Charles Henry Wright Stocking, D.D. The Lakeside Press. 1903. 8vo, cloth, 
pp. 205. 

After a brief history of the Stockings of Stockin^ham in England, the com- 
piler of this genealogv says that while he has not given the line from 1086 to 
1580, he feels justifira in the conclusion that his ancestor, George Stocking, the 
first and only one of the name known to have emigrated to America was the 
lineal descendant of this ancient family, as no other family of that name was 
known in England. The record of the family in America is quite complete 
and carefully arranged for convenient reference. The work is well pnnted 
and bound and contains many portraits of prominent members of the family 
and a good index. 

Year Book op the Holland Society op New York. 1903. Pre- 
pared by the Secretary, Theodore M. Banta. 

Again this splendid Annual makes its appearance compiled by the master 
hand of the Society's Secretarv and printed hy the Knickerbocker Press. 
The usual list of Officers and Trustees of the Society is followed by " Some 
Early Records of the Lutheran Church in New York,** which is the principal 
feature of the book. A beautiful facsimile, printed in colors, of the Menu of 
the Annual Dinner, with a quaint View of Leyden in Holland in Winter on its 
back cover, precedes President DeWitt's introductory address and the speeches 
of distinguisned members and guests. The work also contains a list 01 names 
of those attending the annual dinner, the Secretary's report, tributes to the 
memory of members deceased during the year, Constitution and Bv-Laws of 
the Societv and a complete list of members. The book is beautifully printed 
and bound and surpasses in elegance all other publications of its kind issued 
during the year. 

The Lords Baltimore and the Maryland Palatinate. Six lec- 
tures on Maryland Colonial Historv delivered before The Johns Hopkins 
University, by Clayton Coleman Hall, LL.B., A.M. Baltimore. John Murphy 
& Co. 1902. 12 mo, cloth, pp. xiii+216. 

In this work the lecturer has given a sketch of the lives and characters of 
the several Barons of Baltimore, Lords Proprietory of Maryland, tc^ether with 
a review of the salient facts connected with the history of the Province of 
Maryland, and the relations of the Proprietories thereto. Dr. Hall has told the 
story of Maryland's colonial period m a masterly manner, enriching early 
American history with a book that reads like a romance. 
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The Parish Register op Aldenham, Hertfordshire, 1550-1615. 
Transcribed by Kenneth F. Gibbs; Edited and indexed by William Briegs^ 
B.A. With Appendix. Privately printed for subscribers. 1902. Large 5vo» 
paper, pp. 210+xxx. H. Sotheran & Co. Booksellers, 140 Strand, London, W. C 

In addition to the Christenings, Marriages and Buryings in this Parish for 
100 years, this work contains much information about Aldenham School and 
Church, history of Aldenham Manor, etc., with illustrations, and complete 
index of names. 

Genealogy op part op the Cody and Won ack Families op Amer- 
ica. By Miss Sarah D. Hubert. 1902. Atlanta, Ga. Franklin Print, and 
Pub. Co. 12 mo, pamphlet, pp. 23. 

From County Kilkenny in Ireland, during ante-revolutionary days, came 
the Cody family of America in the persons of three brothers. One (says the 
author), name unknown, settled in Canada, one name unknown, settled in Ohio 
and became the ancestor of him we know best by the name " Bu&ilo Bill," and 
the third, James byname, settled not far from Richmond, Va., and married 
Mary Womack. They had nine children of which the author traces four to 

E resent generations. There are only a few pages in this book but those few 
ave an unmistakable quality about them and contain a goodly quantity of val- 
uable matter. 

George Clinton, Some op his Revolutionary and Post-Revo- 
lutionary Services. 8vo, pamphlet, pp. 45. 

The contents of this pamphlet are the address delivered by Col. Ralph £. 
Prime before the Empire State Society, Sons of the American Revolution, at 
its annual meeting, March 17, 1903. ** It was regarded as a valuable contribu- 
tion to the biographical and political historv of the State of New Yoric, and is 
published by the Sodetv in accordance with a vote unanimously passed at the 
close of its reading.*' We go to the biographical dictionaries for the main facts 
of a public man*s career, we labor through his biography for the details, but it 
is in just such papers as these we find all boiled down to a few minutes' read- 
ing. Col. Prime, of course, tells us much we already know but that is of a 
character to bear manv repetitions, and beside the author has much that is 
new, and much with wnich we are not very familiar. In all there are forty-five 
pages of instruction and enjoyment that leave one refreshed instead of dry. 

Archives op the State op New Jersey, First Series, Vol. XXII. 
Marriage Records, 1665-1800. Edited, with an historical introduction on the 
early marriage laws of New Jersey, and the precedents on which they were 
founded, by William Nelson. Paterson, N. J., 1900. The Press Print and Pub. 
Co. 8vo. cloth, pp. cxxxvi + 678. 

Over beyond that strip of water on which an enterprising man once floated 
his boat, The Hal/Moon^ there certainly lies an enterprising State that holds 
up to her sister communities many examples worthy of emulation. In some 
of these there is perhaps no one man to wnom more credit is due for energy 
and patriotism than Mr, Nelson, for his indefatigable pen and his interested 
activity have done wonders in certain lines. Could anything be more valuable 
from the genealoeist's standpoint than this volume r Yet it has its applica- 
tions in other ana perhaps more important professions. The volume grew 
from a resolve to publish the manuscript index to the marriage bonds and 
records of licenses on file in the office of tne Secretary of State at Trenton. To 
these were added the other marriage records succeedmg those in the Secretary 
of State's office. They complete the records prior to 1801, in the three counties 
of Bergen, Hudson and Essex, the most important of New Jersey colonial ter- 
ritory. In the preface Mr. Nelson gives a list of all the Jersey Church Records 
whicn have been published and where they may be found. Too much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon the State of New Jersey for promulgating this most 
valuable work, upon the New Jersey Histoncal Society for its earnest request 
that it be published, and finally upon Mr. Nelson for his stupendous labor in 
preparing the book and the expert editing which its pages manifest. 
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Fort Washington. Published by the Empire State Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. New York, MCMII. Imperial octavo, boards, 
pp. 123, illustrated, maps. 

This volume presents an account of the identification of the sight of Fort 
Washington, New York City, and the erection and dedication of a monument 
thereon Nov. 16, 1901, by the Empire State Society, Sons of the American Rev- 
olution, with the co5peration of the American Scenic and Historic Preservation 
Society. The "account " includes the original movement for monumentine the 
site, and the correspondence with Mr. James Gordon Bennet who donated the 
site ^d defraved the cost of the monument, the dedication ceremonies and 
addresses, ana closes with a detailed history of the defense and reduction of 
Mount Washington written by Reginald Pelham Bolton. Mr. Edward Ha^a- 
man Hall prepared part HI of the book which gives a description of the Fort 
and its relatea fortincations. The maps inserted are of special interest and 
value. 

History of the Town of Bernardston, Franklin County, Massa- 
chusetts, 1736-1900. With Genealogies. By Lucy Cutler Kellogg. 
Greenfield, Mass. Press of E. A. Hall & Co. 1902. 8vo, cloth, pp. xiv + 581, 
illustrated. 

Frances Manwarine Caulkins, the gifted historian of Norwich and New 
London has lon^ sinced passed away, but her spirit seems to have lived in the 
person of Miss Kellogg, the author of this work. Like Miss Caulkins she has 
undertaken this task from a pure love for historical subjects, especially of a 
local character, and her history of Bernardston bears muoi of that individual- 
ity that stamps the work of the Connecticut writer. There have been three 
attemps made to produce this history. The first was made by the late Lieut- 
Gov. Henry W. Cushman who collected a ^reat quantity of material with the 
intention ot publishing it. His death curtailed his work and the papers were 
bequeathed to the New England Historical & Genealogical Socie^ of Boston. 
The second attempt was made by a Committee appointed by the Town in 18841 
to procure these papers, classify them and publisn the history. So voluminous 
and varied was tne material collected by Mr. Cushman, so stupenduous was the 
task that confronted the Committee that the attempt ''died in the homing.** 
The third was the successful attempt made by Miss Kellogg and embodied in 
the present volume. From the size of the book it will be understood that the 
usual facts of onein, colonial history, settlement and development are set forth, 
with the political, military and ecclesiastical history, poems, addresses and 
everything that goes to tell the story of the career of a New England town. 
The genealogical portion, by no means insignificant, occupies about half the 
volume and shows evidence of most careful compilation. 

White Family Quarterly. An illustrated Genealogical Magazine de- 
voted to t^e interests of the descendants of John White of Wenham and Lan- 
caster, Mass. Almira Larkin White, Editor, Haverhill, Mass. One dollar per 
year.

In the April, looi issue of this magazine, we ^ve a review of the Geneal- 
ogy of the Descendants of John White, Vol. I, written by the same author who 
is now issuing a magazine of supplemental interest to Uie family, though her 
original work has progressed to tne third volume which is now in press. The 
April, 1903 issue of the White Family Quarterly is the second published.

Five Colonial Families. The History of the Treman, Tremaine, Tru- 
man Family in America, with the related families of Mack, Dey, Board and 
Avres. By Ebenezer Mack Treman and Murray E. Poole. Press of the 
Ithaca Democrat. 1901. Two volumes, 8vo, cloth, pp. 2129, illustrated. 

In our last issue we announced the forthcoming of this stupenduous work 
which was then in press, and now that it is published we find the work itself 
presents even more than the prospectus of it suggested or promised. It would 
be difficult to collect the data of any five related families more closely identi- 
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fied with the stirring events of early colonial history, and the volume of mater- 
ial here presented is diversified, comprehensive, stupenduous. It gives the 
historv and genealogy of all the descendants of these five families obtainable 
in both the male and female lines, with a vast amount of matter, never before 
published, relating to the colonial history of New York, New Jersey, Connec- 
ticut and Massachusetts. The families are descended from Joseph Truman of 
New London, Conn., (1666); John Mack of Lvme, Conn., (1080); Richard Dey 
of New York City, (1641); Cornelius Boara of Boardville, N. J., (1730); and 
John Ayer of Newbury, Mass., (1635). Considerable space is given to data 
relative to the Tremayne family in England, and the personal numbers given 
to descendants in this countiy run up to 11380, thous^h there are not so 
many actually traced. The Macks are of Scotch origin, the Boards and Ayers, 
English. These volumes contain much of interest to the casual reader as well 
as tnose descended from its families, for the historical events related and the 
personal achievements of the persons traced are of public importance.
